Synod  convened  agreeably  to  adjournment  in  Trinity 
Reformed  Church,  York,  Pa.,  in  the  month  of  May,  A.  D. 
1908. 

The  session  began  May  19th,  with  an  evening  service,  and 
continued  until  May  27th,  closing  at  11  p.  m. 


ARTICLE  I. 
OPENING  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  convened  in  Trinity  Reformed  Church,  York,  Pa.,  on 
Tuesday  evening.  May  19,  1908,  at  8  p.  m. 

The  altar  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Spangler 
Kieffer,  Hagerstown,  Md.,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  President,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  E.  Dahlman,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  from 
the  text  recorded  in  St.  John  viii.  31-32.  "If  ye  continue  in 
my  words,  ye  are  my  disciples  indeed,  and  you  shall  know 
the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free." 

After  the  delivery  of  the  sermon,  the  session  was  formally 
opened  with  prayer. 

The  provisional  role  of  certified  delegates  was  called  by  the 
Stated  Clerk  and  the  delegates  that  responded  to  the  calling 
of  their  names  were  recorded  as  present. 

Several  nominations  were  made  for  the  presidency  of  Gen- 
eral Synod.  The  President  appointed  Revs.  L.  K.  Evans, 
D.D.Hartman  and  Dr.  E.N. Kremer,  tellers.  The  roll  was  called 
and  the  ballot  taken  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Dr. 
J.  S.  KiefTer. 

An  address  of  welcome  was  tendered  to  the  members  of 


Synod  by  the  pastor  loci.  Rev.  H.  H.  Apple,  and  also  one  by 
the  mayor,  Jacob  E.  Weaver,  Esq..  who  tendered  to  the  dele- 
gates the  freedom  of  the  city.

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ARTICLE  IV. 
RULES  OF  ORDER. 

The  Rules  of  Order  declared  adopted  by  the  General  Synod 
at  Akron.  Ohio,  in  1887,  for  the  government  of  its  several 
judicatories  in  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  United  States 
were  daily  observed  in  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  Bar  of  the  House  was  defined  to  extend  to  the  second 
last  window  from  the  rear  of  the  church. 

The  following  are  the  hours  determined  for  opening  and 
closing  the  daily  session:

To  your  committee  were  referred  extracts  of  the  minutes 
of  the  following  Classes:  Sheboygan,  Indiana,  Milwaukee, 
Nebraska,  Ursinus,  Dakota,  East  New  York,  West  New  York, 
German  Philadelphia,  German  Maryland  Erie  and  St.  John's 
Classes. 

The  Heidelberg,  Cincinnati,  Toledo,  Zion's,  Minnesota, 
Missouri,  Chicago,  South  Dakota,  Portland-Oregon  and 
Manitoba  Classes  have  failed  to  send  in  copies  of  their  min- 
utes. 

The  attention  of  Synod  is  called  to  the  following  items: 

1.  The  reports  received  show  that  all  the  Classes  have  adopt- 
ed the  resolutions  and  recommendations  of  General  Synod,  re- 
ferred to  them  regarding  the  several  branches  of  Church  work. 
The  congregations  were  urged  by  strong  resolutions  to  carry 
out  the  wishes  of  General  S.ynod,  especially  the  resolutions 
regarding  the  Mission  work  and  the  support  of  invalid  min- 
isters. 
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2.  The  proposed  Constitution  of  the  Church  was  accepted 
by  the  Sheboygan,  Indiana,  Milwaukee,  Nebraska,  Ursinus, 
Dakota,  New  York,  West  New  York,  German  Philadelphia, 
German  Marjdand,  Erie  and  St.  John's  Classes,  by  most  of 
them  with  an  unanimous  vote.

5.  Nebraska  Classis  accepted  the  Constitution,  but  objects 
to  some  parts  of  it,  and  requests  General  Synod  to  revise 
Articles  48,  67,  75,  84,  98,  202  and  206. 

6.  Kentucky  Classis  requests  General  Synod  to  replace  the 
word  "catholic"  used  in  the  Apostles'  Creed  by  another 
proper  word.     (Digest,  p.  71.) 

7.  German  Philadelphia  Classis  appoints  the  Rev.  B.  S. 
Stern,  D.D.,  G.  A.  Scheer,  D.D.,  and  Elder  H.  Eckel  to  repre- 
sent Classis  in  the  complaint  case  against  her  by  Lebanon 
Classis. 

8.  Is  a  request  of  German  Maryland  Classis  regarding  the 
work  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  the  General 
Synod's  Board  for  the  same  work. 

9.  Is  a  request  of  German  Philadelphia  Classis  regarding 
the  union  of  the  Reformed  and  Presbyterian  Churches.

I.  Report  from  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

A  letter  having  enclosed  the  credentials  of  his  appoint- 
ment by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  June,  1907,  was  received  from 
Rev.  Edward  Niles,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

In  his  letter  he  expresses  his  regret  that  circumstances 
beyond  his  control  prevented  him  in  person  to  convey  the 
greetings  of  his  Church  to  this  body,  and  further  states  that 
the  subtle  distinction  between  "United  States"  and  "Amer- 
ica" does  not  separate  us,  although  it  divides  our  judica- 
tories. We  study  the  same  catechism,  use  the  same  hymn- 
books,  teach  from  the  same  Bible  School  helps,  trace  back 
our  coming  to  this  land  to  the  same  Classis  of  Amsterdam, 
have  the  same  ecclesiastical  phraseology  and  are  called  by  the 
same  name.  We  exchange  communicants  without  these 
.exchanged  ones  knowing  that  they  are  being  transferred  to 
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another  body,  and  when  we  try  to  enlighten  them  as  to  the 
difference,  the  average  minister  discovers  that  his  own  light 
is  not  clear.  Until  the  two  become  one,  no  two  denomina- 
tions could  be,  or  ever  were,  closer  to  one  another,  or  had 
less  justification  for  a  double  set  of  officers  and  boards.  In 
closing  his  letter,  he  trusts  that  the  Hoty  Spirit  may  per- 
meate our  proceedings  and  forwards  the  official  greetings 
committed  to  his  charge. 

II.  Report  from  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  session,  Rev.  Charles  F.  Steck,  D.D., 
Frederick,  Md.,  corresponding  delegate  from  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States,  appeared  in  Synod,  presented  his  credentials,  and 
took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding  member.  During  the  session 
the  courtesy  of  Synod  was  granted  him,  and  in  a  brief  address 
he  presented  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the'  Church  he  had 
the  honor  to  represent.  The  President  replied  most  cordially 
to  his  kind  and  fraternal  greetings. 

IV.  Election  of  Delegates  to  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  in  1909 
The.  Ninth  General  Council  of  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed 
Churches  throughout  the  world  holding  the  Presb3'terian

V.  Report  of  the  Continental  Committee. 

In  response  to  item  4  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod  1905, 
page  34,  a  Committee  of  Correspondence  with  Continental 
Churches  was  appointed,  who  presented  the  following  as 
their  ^epovt,  which  was  adopted.  The  'eport  is  as  follows, 
to  wit: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Continental  Churches  would  re- 
port: 

1.  A  letter  from  the  Rev.  J.  Rosntgen,  D.D.,  the  chairman 
of  the  committee,  who  was  not  able  to  be  present  at  General 
Synod,  and  we  suggest  it  be  read. 

2.  The  Minutes  of  the  Reformed  Alliance  of  Germany, 
and  a  fraternal  greeting  from  ics  president,  Rev.  F.  Brand es, 
of  Buckeburg. 

3.  The  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Union  of  Switzerland, 
with  an  official  greeting  from  its  president.  Rev.  Prof.  Conrad 
von  Orelli,  of  Basle,  which  we  suggest  should  be  read. 

4.  A  greeting  from  the  English  Reformed  Church  of  Am- 
sterdam, by  its  pastor,  Rev.  D.  Thomson.  Since  the  last 
General  Synod  this  church  observed  its  tercentenary. 
The  officers  of  General  Synod  sent  to  it  the  greetings  of  our 
Church,  and  several  congregations  and  individuals  made  some 
contributions  toward  the  organ  fund  (an  organ  being  placed 
in  the  church  in  connection  with  that  occasion). 
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5.  An  appeal  for  the  Calvin  Monument  Fund.  Your  com- 
mittee suggests  that  General  Synod  would  commend  this 
cause  to  the  liberality  of  the  Church. 

6.  We  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  committee  and 
suggest  that  they  be  ordered  to  convey  greetings  to  the 
Reformed  Alliance  of  Germany  and  the  Swiss  Evangelical 
Union.

VI.  Unity  and  Closer  Co-operation 

In  response  to  item  15,  see  page  206  in  Minutes  of  General 
Synod  1905,  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  a  committee  was  appointed, 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  H.  Prugh,  chairman,  to  represent  this  body  at 
the  conference  in  the  interests  of  federation. 

The  following  report  was  presented  to  this  body  for  its 
further  consideration: 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Unit}^  and  Closer 
Co-operation  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in  America  holding 
the  Presbyterian  System,  in  submitting  its  report,  begs  leave 
to  offer,  by  way  of  introduction,  a  brief  historical  statement. 

More  than  half  a  century  ago  the  Evangelical  Alliance 
brought  together  individual  members  of  all  the  Christian 
churches  throughout  the  world,  in  the  interest  of  our  com- 
mon Christianity,  and  in  making  for  righteousness  through- 
out the  earth. 

The  Evangelical  Alliance  had  much  to  do  in  bringing 
about  the  Alhance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world 
holding  the  Presbyterian  System.  This  Alliance  of  the  Re- 
formed Churches  inspired  the  annual  Conference  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Boards  of  the  Protestant  Churches  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  And  this  annual  Conference  of 
the  Mission  Boards  was  the  forerunner  of  the  great  Ecu- 
menical Missionary  Conference  in  New  York  in  1900. 

But  all  these  councils  and  conferences  were  only  deliber- 
ative bodies.  They  did  not,  at  all,  attempt  to  legislate  for 
the  churches  represented. 

They  were,  however,  of  great  value.     They  were  highly 
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educational.  They  enabled  the  leaders  of  the  Churches  to 
become  acquainted  Tvith  each  other.  They  enabled^ each 
denomination  to  become  familiar  with  the  missionary 
methods  and  operations  of  all  the  others,  and  a  spirit  of 
fellowship,  reciprocity  and  co-operation  was  everyw^here 
developed. 

In  recent  yea.TS  the  conviction  has  deepened  that  the 
Reformed  and  Presb}i:erian  family  of  churches  should  effect 
some  arrangement  by  which,  working  in  harmony,  the 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  operations  of  these  churches 
would  be  carried  on  more  efficiently. 

In  1902,  this  conviction  brought  together,  for  conference, 
committees  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  (General  Synod).  In  1903 
this  same  joint  committee,  together  with  a  committee  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  held  a  second  conference. 
In  1904  a  third  conference  was  held  with  the  addition  of  a 
committee  from  the  Presbji:erian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  A  fourth  conference  was  held  in  Pitts- 
burg in  1905,  attended  by  fully  accredited  committees  from 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  the  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Church,  the  Presb>i:erian  in  the  United  States,  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
Cumberland  Presb5^erian  Church,  and  the  United  Presbj^- 
terian  Church.  Three  members  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States  were  also  present,  upon  invitation,  as 
advisory  members. 

This  conference  prepared  a  tentative  "Plan  of  Federa- 
tion" to  be  sent  to  the  constituent  churches  for  considera- 
tion and  suggested  amendment,  but  not  for  approval. 

The  General  Sj'nod  at  Allentown  took  the  following 
action : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  appointment  by  the  President  of  the 
last  General  Synod,  of  Drs.  John  H.  Prugh,  C.  Cort  and 
D.  B.  Lady,  to  represent  this  body  at  the  conference  held 
at  Pittsburg,  is  hereby  ratified. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  same  committee  be  continued,  with 
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power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur,  and  with  instruc- 
tions to  participate,  as  representing  this  Synod,  in  any  fur- 
ther conference  which  may  take  place  on  this  subject,  and  to 
report  to  this  body  the  results  of  such  conference. 

Resolved,  3.  That  this  Synod  approves  of  the  general  ar- 
rangements for  co-operation,  as  set  forth  in  the  proposed 
"Plan  of  Federation." 

We  have  now  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions given  by  the  General  Synod  at  Allentown,  the  five  mem- 
bers of  your  committee,  the  Revs.  Drs.  Dahlman,  Cort,  Mur- 
phy, Prugh  and  General  John  E.  Roller,  attended  a  confer- 
ence similar  to  the  preceding  ones,  and  held  in  First  Presby- 
terian Church  (Southern),  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  March  14-16, 
1906.  Forty-three  delegates  were  in  attendance.  With  a 
high  sense  of  the  great  responsibility  resting  upon  them, 
there  prevailed  a  beautiful  spirit  of  fraternity.  Minute 
attention  was  given  to  the  business  in  hand,  and  the  con- 
clusions were  reached  with  substantial  unanimity. 

It  was  deemed  best  to  modify  the  phrasing  of  certain 
articles  in  the  "Plan  of  Federation,"  submitted  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  churches,  of  the  Pittsburg  Conference,  and 
to  modify  also  the  title  of  the  "Plan."  These  modifications 
were  not  in  the  direction  of  curtailing  or  otherwise  changing 
the  powers  of  the  representative  body  proposed  in  that  Plan, 
but  in  the  direction  of  more  explicitly  expressing  and  carry- 
ing out  the  very  definite  desire  of  the  constituent  churches 
that  the  powers  of  this  representative  body  should  in  no 
way  interfere  with  or  overshadow  the  powers  now  possessed 
by  the  existing  judicatories  of  these  churches.  The  new 
title  superceding  the  words  "Plan  of  Federation"  is,  ''Arti- 
cles of  Agreement,"  and  the  "Articles"  are  as  follows: 

Articles  of  Agreement. 

The  Reformed  Churches  in  America  holding  the  Presby- 
terian System,  desiring  to  evince  and  develop  their  spiritual 
unity  and  to  promote  closer  relations  and  more  effective 
administrative  co-operation  among  these  Churches,  hereby 
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adopt  the  following  Articles  of  Agreement  in  furtherance  of 
these  purposes: 

1.  For  the  prosecution  of  work  that  can  be  done  better 
unitedly  than  separately  an  Ecclesiastical  Council  is  hereby 
established,  which  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
"The  Council  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in  America  holding 
the  Presbyterian  System." 

2.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  at  least  four  representa- 
tives, ministers  or  ruling  elders,  from  each  of  the  constituent 
churches,  for  each  one  hundred  thousand  communicants 
or  fraction  thereof  up  to  three  hundred  thousand ;  and  where 
a  church  has  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  communi- 
cants, then  four  representatives,  ministers  or  elders,  for  each 
additional  two  hundred  thousand  communicants  or  fraction 
thereof.  These  persons  shall  be  chosen  with  their  alternates 
under  the  direction  of  their  respective  supreme  judicatories, 
in  such  manner  as  those  judicatories  shall  respectively 
determine. 

3.  Every  church  entering  into  this  Agreement  retains 
its  distinct  individuality,  its  own  creed,  government  and 
worship,  as  well  as  every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right, 
which  is  not  by  these  Articles  expressly  and  exclusively 
delegated  to  the  body  hereby  constituted. 

4.  The  Council  shall  exercise  only  such  powers  as  are 
conferred  upon  it  by  these  Articles,  or  such  as  may  here- 
after be  conferred  upon  it  by  the  constituent  churches.  It 
shall  not  interfere  with  the  creed,  worship  or  government  of 
the  churches,  and,  in  particular,  all  matters  of  discipline 
shall  be  left  to  the  exclusive  and  final  judgment  of  the  eccle- 
siastical authorities  of  the  churches  concerned.  All  acts 
of  the  Council  affecting  the  interests  of  any  of  the  constitu- 
ent churches  shall  have  only  advisor}^  authority,  except  in 
matters  covered  by  Articles  6  and  7. 

5.  The  Council  shall  promote  the  co-operation  of  the 
constituent  churches  in  their  Foreign  ]\Iissionary  work,  and 
also  in  their  general  work  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  connection  with  Home  Missions,  Work  among  the  Colored 
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People,  Church  Erection,  Sabbath  Schools,  Publication 
and  Education.  The  Council  may  also  advise  and  recom- 
mend in  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  welfare  of 
the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

6.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  deal  with  c^uestions 
which  may  arise  between  the  constituent  Churches,  in  regard 
to  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council,  which  the 
constituted  agencies  of  the  Church  concerned  have  been 
unable  to  settle,  and  which  may  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Council  by  the  supreme  judicatories  of  the  parties 
thereto;  and  such  differences  shall  thereupon  be  determined 
by  the  Council  or  by  such  agencies  as  it  may  appoint.  If 
determined  by  an  agency,  such  as  a  committee  or  commis- 
sion, there  shall  be  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Council  for  final 
decision.  The  representatives  in  the  Council,  of  Churches 
which  are  parties  to  questions  at  issue,  shall  be  excluded 
from  voting  upon  such  questions.  Every  final  decision  shall 
be  transmitted  by  the  Council  to  the  supreme  judicatories  of 
the  Churches  concerned,  which  shall  take  such  steps  as  are 
necessary  to  carry  the  decision  into  effect. 

7.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  deal  with  any  other 
matters  of  interest  common  to  any  two  or  more  of  the  con- 
stituent Churches,  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  su- 
preme judicatories  of  the  Churches  concerned  for  its  action, 
with  such  authority  in  the  premises  and  under  such  condi- 
tions as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Churches  which  make 
the  reference.  It  may  also  initiate  movements  having  co- 
operation in  view,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Churches 
concerned. 

8.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  open  and  maintain 
a  friendly  correspondence  with  the  Presbji:erian  and  other 
Evangelical  Churches  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  concert 
of  action  in  matters  of  common  interest;  but  nothing  in  this 
Article  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  present  rights  of 
correspondence  of  the  constituent  Churches. 

9.  The  Council  shall  give  full  faith  and  credit  to  acts, 
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proceedings  and  records  of  the  duly  constituted  authorities  of 
the  several  constituent  Churches.  * 

10.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Stated  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  subor- 
dinate officers  as  may  be  necessary. 

11.  The  Council  shall  meet  in  regular  session  at  least  bi- 
ennially, and  on  its  own  adjournment,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  be  determined.  In  conduct  of  its  meetings  it  shall 
respect  the  conscientious  views  of  its  constituent  members 
The  President  shall  call  special  meetings  at  any  time  when 
requested  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  representatives  of 
each  of  two  or  more  of  the  constituent  bodies;  thirty  days 
notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  given  to  all  members,  and 
only  such  business  may  be  transacted  as  is  specified  in  the 
notice. 

12.  The  incidental  expenses  of  the  Council  shall  be  met 
by  a  fund  to  be  provided  pro  rata  apportionment  on  the  basis 
of  the  representation  of  each  Church  in  the  Council.  The 
expense  of  the  representatives  shall  be  paid  by  their  respec- 
tive Churches.  All  the  expenses  involved  in  the  settlement 
of  any  question  between  the  Churches  shall  be  borne  equally 
by  the  Churches  concerned. 

13.  When  the  representatives  of  three  of  the  Churches, 
at  a  meeting  of  either  the  Council  or  its  agencies,  requests  a 
unit  vote  by  Churches  upon  a  pending  motion,  the  vote  shall 
be  so  taken. 

14.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  con- 
duct of  its  business.  ' 

15.  After  this  Council  shall  have  been  constituted,  any 
church  holding  the  Reformed  faith  and  Presbyterian  polity 
may  be  received  into  the  Council  by  a  majority  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Churches,  voting  by  the  unit  rule,  and  upon 
its  adoption  of  the  Articles  of  Agreement. 

16.  Any  Church  in  the  Council  may  withdraw  therefrom 
on  notice  officially  given,  and  on  its  observance  of  the  same 
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constitutional  steps  as  were  followed  in  its  adoption  of  these 
Articles. 

17.  Any  amendment  to  these  Articles  proposed  to  the 
Council  shall  before  its  adoption  be  approved  by  the  Council 
and  receive  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  constituent 
Churches  acting  in  accordance  with  their  respective  Con- 
stitutions. When  the  Council  shall  have  been  notified  of 
such  consent  it  shall  declare  the  amendment  to  be  a  part  of 
the  Articles  of  Agreement. 

18.  These  Articles  of  Agreement  shall  go  into  effect  when 
any  two  or  more  Churches  shall  adopt  the  same  by  proper 
action,  and  elect  their  lepresentatives  in  the  manner  herein 
provided. 

The  above  Articles  were  adopted  at  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
March  16,  by  the  Committees  on  Closer  Relations  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  (General  Synod),  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America,  the  Presb3'terian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  United  Presbjierian  Church, 
the  Presbjiierian  Church  in  the  United  States,  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presb>i;erian  Church.

In  elucidation  of  certain  points  j'our  committee  would 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Article  2  provides  a  flexible 
basis  of  representation  in  the  proposed  Council  so  adjusted 
that  no  one  Church,  no  matter  how  large  it  may  be,  shall 
ever  have  a  majority  of  Council  members,  while  Article  13 
provides  in  certain  circumstances  for  an  absolute  parity 
among  the  several  Churches  in  the  vote  of  the  Council. 

Articles  3  and  4  guard  the  autonomy  of  the  several 
Churches  entering  into  the  proposed  agreement,  so  that  no 
cherished  feature  of  any  one  of  them  may  be  erased,  no 
special  message  to  the  world  may  be  silenced,  no  heritage, 
historical  or  material,  may  be  in  the  least  imperiled,  and  no 
seeds  of  division  or  bitterness  may  be  scattered  broadcast 
in  communities  and  in  hearts.     Article  16  also  in  this  con- 
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nection  makes  a  simple  but  complete  provision  for  the  dig- 
nified withdrawal  from  the  Council  of  any  church  which 
finds  its  usefulness  in  any  way  hampered  or  even  not  en- 
hanced by  this  union  with  related  Churches. 

Aiticles  5,  6,  7  and  8  deal  with  the  powers  of  the  pro- 
posed Council.  Without  minimizing  the  significance  of  the 
others,  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  Article  5  contains 
vast  promise  for  the  several  Churches  and  for  the  Kingdom. 
It  points  to  fields  too  extensive  to  be  entered  successfully 
bj'-  the  strongest  of  these  Churches  alone,  and  which  can  be 
entered  by  them  as  individual  Churches  only  with  great 
waste  of  energy,  while,  in  the  union  of  their  resources  and 
agencies,  or,  in  the  careful  mutual  adjustment  of  these,  the 
largest  results  may  be  confidently  anticipated. 

The  General  Sj^nod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America 
and  the  General  Assemblies  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States,  the  Presbyterian  in  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  United  Presbjierian  Church,  having  last 
spring  adopted  the  above  "Articles  of  Agreement,"  and 
consequently,  as  provided  for  by  Article  IS,  the  first  "Coun- 
cil of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  holding  the  Presby- 
terian System,"  met  in  New  York,  December  5  and  6,  1907. 
At  this  Council  meeting  the  members  of  your  committee 
were  invited  to  sit  as  advisory  members. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Preston  Searle,  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  was  made  President  of  the  Council.  Judge 
McCrea,  of  the  Presb}i;erian  Church  in  the  United  States, 
was  made  Vice  President.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Roberts, 
of  the  Presbj^terian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
was  elected  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Wm.  Hill,  of  the  United 
Presb}i:erian  Church,  was  elected  Treasurer,  Permanent 
committees  were  appointed  on  Home  Missions,  Foreign 
Missions,  Work  Among  the  Colored  People,  Sunday  School 
Pubhcation  and  Education.  While  the  Council,  when  in 
the  full  swing  of  its  work,  will  not  meet  more  frequently 
than  once  in  two  years,  it  will  hold  an  adjourned  meeting  on 
the  11th  of  next  November. 
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Knowing  that  our  Reformed  Chuich,  true  to  her  tradi- 
tions, has  ever  been  willing  to  co-operate  with  those  who 
were  willing  to  join  her  in  advancing  the  Kingdom  of  right- 
eousness, and  in  the  assurance  of  hope  that  our  General 
Synod  at  its  first  opportunity  would  adopt  the  "Articles  of 
Agreement,"  the  Council  at  its  New  York  meeting  placed  on 
all  its  permanent  committees  members  of  the'  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States.  The  Council  also  apportioned 
$500  a  year,  among  its  constituent  churches,  for  incidental 
expenses,  $84.00  being  the  share  due  from  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  or  $168  for  two  years.  This  is 
at  the  rate  of  $7.00  per  member  in  the  Council  for  each  of 
the  denominations. 

Believing  that  the  new  Council  is  an  advanced  step  in  the 
work  of  co-operation;  believing  also  that  the  great  work  of 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  that  of  uplifting  the  col- 
ored population  of  the  South,  makes  it  imperative  that  we 
join  our  Sister  Churches  in  this  new  movement  of  closer 
relation  and  co-operation,  and  hearing  the  heart  beat  of  our 
Lord's  Great  Prayer  for  the  unity  of  His  followers,  to  the 
end  that  the  world  may  believe  that  He  is  the  Sent  of  God 
your  committee  recommends  that  the  "Articles  of  Agree- 
ment" be  adopted  by  the  General  Synod,  and  that  delegates 
to  the  Council  be  appointed  as  prescribled  by  the  "Articles."

Cyrus  Cort, 

Mr.  President:  The  five  members  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Synod  at  Allentown,  on  Closer  Union 
and  Co-operation  of  the  Reformed  Familv  of  Churches 
respectfully  present  an  overture  looking  to  a  closer  union  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

We  beg  permission  to  preface  the  overture  with  this  ex- 
planatory statement: 

During  the  deliberations  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Union 
at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  in  March,  1906,  a  separate  conference 
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was  held  by  the  delegates  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  Presb\i:erian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  upon  the  latter's  invitation. 

The  history  of  these  two  denominations  was  passed  in  re- 
view, their  many  points  of  similarity,  and  especially  the 
growing  spirit  of  fraternity  animating  them,  was  commented 
upon.  And  the  opinion  was  unanimously  expressed  that 
these  two  Churches  could  accomplish  far  more,  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  than  they  are  now  ac- 
complishing, if  some  practical  basis  of  closer  fellowship 
could  be  formed.  Whereupon  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nichols,  of  St. 
Louis,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  offered  the  following: 

"Believing  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  Reformed 
€hurch  in  the  United  States  and  the  Presb5d:erian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  two  great  historic  churches 
of  the  Reformation,  holding  in  common  the  Reformed  The- 
ology and  the  Presbyterian  Order,  should  come  into  closer 
relations  with  each  other,  in  order  to  carry  on  more  effect- 
ively the  work  committed  by  Christ  to  His  Church,  the 
committees  of  the  two  Churches  in  this  Conference  hereby 
agree  to  recommend  to  our  respective  General  Synod  and 
■General  Assembly  to  appoint  committees  to  consider  this 
whole  subject  of  closer  relations,  either  federal  or  organic, 
between  the  Churches."

Thre  Presbj^terian  General  Assembly,  at  Des  Moines,  in 
1906,  with  expressions  of  gratification,  placed  on  record  the 
joint  resolution  of  the  delegates  of  our  two  Churches. 

At  the  Assembly,  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1907,  the  follow- 
ing was  adopted :

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Moderator  and  the  Stated  Clerk  be 
authorized  to  send  a  fraternal  message  to  the  General  Sj-nod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  tendering 
hearty  fraternal  greetings,  and  inviting  action  with  a  view 
to  further  consideration  of  the  subject  of  closer  relations 
between  the  two  denominations,  in  harmony  with  the  reso- 
lution adopted  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  in  1906,  by  the  joint 
committees  representing  both  Churches. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  whole  subject  of  relations  with  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Church  Co-operation  and  Union. 

In  submitting  the  above  overture,  the  undersigned  express 
the  conviction  that  the  Holy  Spirit  prompted  the  Conference 
out  of  which  the  overture  grew.  And  believing  that  the 
same  Spirit  will  guide  both  Churches  in  deciding  what  form 
of  closer  union  and  co-operation  is  practical,  the  hope  is  ex- 
pressed that  the  General  Synod  will  receive,  favorably,  the 
overture,  and  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  com- 
mittee already  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.

Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  Articles  of  Agreement  and  send  them 
down  to  the  several  Classes  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  for 
their  approval  at  their  next  annual  meeting;  and  further, 

Resolved,  That  we  here  elect  delegates  tentatively  to  the  Conference, 
and  their  nomination  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Xominations.

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VII.  Report  of  the  Committee  to  the  Inter-Church  Conference  on 

Federation. 

In  response  to  item  16,  in  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  page  208,  S}Tiod  at  AJlentown,  1905,  a  special  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  represent  this  body  at  the  Federation  Con- 
ference in  New  York,  November,  1905.  The  folio  vvdng  re- 
port was  read  and  submitted  for  further  consideration : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  committee, 
appointed  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  to  represent  the  General  S3'nod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Inter-Church  Conference  on  Federation,  in  New  York 
City,  November  15-21,  1905,  respectfully  reports  that  they 
attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them  at  the  appointed  time 
and  place.  Several  members  of  the  committee  were  unable 
to  be  present,  their  places  were  filled  by  the  officers  of  General 
Synod  so  that  the  committee,  as  given  alphabetically  in  the 
published  proceedings,  were  as  follows,  omitting  absentees, 
viz:  Revs.  Drs.  C.  Cort,  A.  E.  Dahlman,  J.  S.  Kieffer.  R.  W. 
Miller,  C.  J.  Musser,  J.  H.  Prugh,  G.  W.  Richards,  S.  W. 
Seaman,  John  Ph.  Stein,  B.  S.  Stern  and  A.  S.  Weber. 

The  Conference  met  in  Carnegie  Hall,  New  York,  and  was 
composed  of  five  hundred  delegates,  representing  thirty 
Evangelical  Protestant  Denominations,  and  over  18,000,000 
American  church  members,  with  over  50,000,000  adherents. 
It  was  generally  recognized  as  the  most  important  convoca- 
tion of  Evangelical  Protestant  Christians  ever  convened  on 
American  soil.  Many  of  the  ablest  leaders  of  the  constituent 
denominations  took  part  in  the  proceedings.  It  was  a  con- 
tinual inspiration  to  be  present  at  the  three  lengthy  daily 
sessions  during  the  six  days  of  the  Conference. 

There  was  the  most  gratifying  harmony  of  sentiment  and 
unanimity  of  action.  The  keynote  of  the  addresses  and 
discussion  was  loyalty  to  the  adorable  person  of  our  Divine 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Faith  in  the  Incarnate  Son 
of  God  as  the  only  and  all-sufficient  Saviour  of  perishing

sinners  was  recognized  at  all  times  as  the  great  essential  con- 
dition of  salvation. 

Jesus  Christ  was  the  mighty  magnet  drawing  all  hearts  to 
himself  and  uniting  them  in  the  bonds  of  brotherly  love. 
Only  such  religious  bodies  as  deny  the  divinity  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  necessity  of  personal  trust  in  his  merits 
and    mediations,    were   excluded   from   membership   in   this 
Inter-Church  Conference  on  Federation.     It  was  peculiarly 
gratifying  to  our  own  delegates  to  hear  the  emphasis  laid 
upon  the  Christological  principles  as  the  true  basis  of  unity 
and  co-operation  in  the  all  important  work  of  extending  the 
kingdom  of  God  among  the  children  of  men.     It  was  strikingly 
manifest  in  all  the  proceedings  and  deliberations  that  the 
things   in   which  the  different   branches   of  American   Pro- 
testantism agree  are  infinitely  more  important  and  essential 
than  those  in  which  they  differ.     So  conservative  a  religious 
periodical  as  the  Neio  York  Observer  declared  that  the  out- 
come of  the  Conference  will  not  only  be  more  hearty  co-opera- 
tion in  the  work  of  missions  in  our  country  and  in  foreign 
lands,  but  family  groups  of  kindred  denominations  will  feel 
constrained  to  unite  organically,  in  the  near  future,  so  that 
the  number  of  sectarian  bodies  into  which  our  American 
Protestantism  has  been  harmfully  divided  will  be  materially 
diminished  within  the  next  dozen  years.     That  is  a  consum- 
mation to  be  devoutly  hoped  for  assuredly. 

The  plan  of  Federation  was  heartily  endorsed  by  all  the 
delegates,  with  one  solitary  exception;  one  member  pleaded 
in  vain  for  the  admission  of  delegates  from  religious  bodies 
that  deny  the  divinity  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  funda- 
mental features  of  the  Christian  faith  held  in  common  by  all 
Evangelical,  Orthodox,  Christian  people. 

A  cop3^  of  the  Articles  of  Federation  is  herewith  submitted 
for  the  inspection  and  approval  of  General  Synod.  A  large 
volume,  covering  nine  hundred  pages,  contains  the  addresses 
and  proceedings  of  the  Inter-Church  Conference,  among 
these  is  a  valuable  address  b}^  one  of  our  delegates.  Rev. 
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Dr.    Geo.    W.    Richards,    on    "Religious    Education    in   the 
Home." 

Rev.  Dr.  A.  E.  Dahlman  presided  at  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant sessions,  pending  the  adoption  of  the  plan  of  Fed- 
eration. 

The  amount  of  expenses  agreed  upon  as  clue  from  our 
Reformed  Church  is  $400.00,  to  promote  the  work  of  the 
Conference.  The  plan  provides  that  in  case  the  articles  are 
approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  constituent  bodies  represented 
at  the  Conference  in  New  York,  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  convene  at  the  Inter-Church  Conference  on  Federation 
next  December,  to  carry  into  practical  effect  the  objects 
contemplated  in  its  formation. 

Inasmuch  as  twenty-seven  denominations  have  already 
approved  of  its  plan,  it  will  be  incumbent  on  General  Synod 
to  appoint  nine  delegates  to  represent  it  in  the  aforesaid 
meeting,  provided  the  plan  meets  with  approval  bj'  this 
body. 

Believing,  as  your  committee  does,  that  the  spirit  and 
sentiment  manifested  in  the  Inter-Church  Conference  are 
in  harmony  with  those  so  grandly  illustrated  in  the  history 
of  the  Reformed  Church  since  the  day  of  Uhlrick  Zwingli, 
and  that  its  formation  will  mark  a  new  stadium  in  the  pro- 
gress of  Christianity  towards  realizing  the  prayer  of  our 
blessed  Lord  and  Saviour,  that  His  disciples  may  be  one 
as  He  and  the  Father  are  one,  we  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  action,  viz: 

Resolved,  By  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  convened  in  regular  triennial  sessions, 
at  York,  Pa.,  in  the  month  of  May,  1908,  that  we  heartily 
approve  of  the  plan  creating  "The  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America." 

Resolved,  That  nine  delegates  be  appointed  to  represent 
this  General  Synod  and  our  Reformed  Church  in  the  sessions 
of  the  Federal  Council  next  December. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  S^mod  be 
directed  to  pay  $400.00  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Inter- 
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Church  Conference  to  the  Treasurer  of  the    Conference,  as 

our  quota  for  three  years.

VIII.  Report  of  Standing  Committee    on  Correspondence  With  Sister 

Churches. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  Sister 
Churches,  on  the  eighth  day  of  the  session,  read  the  following 
report",  which  was  acted  on  item  by  item  and  finally  adopted 
as  a  whole.     The  report  iS  as  follows,  to  wit: 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence with  Sister  Churches  offers  the  following  report: 

The  following  documents  were  referred  to  us,  namely: 

1.  Report  of  the  Western  Section  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  AlUance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  throughout 
the  world  holding  the  Presbyterian  Sj'stem,  accompanied  by 
a  letter  from  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Roberts,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the 
Alliance. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Council  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in 
America  Holding  the  Presbyterian  Sj'stem,  accompanied  by 
a  letter  from  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Roberts,  D.D.,  the  Stated  Clerk, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of 
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the  Council,  held  in  the  Collegiate  Reformed  Church,  New 
York,  December  3,  1907. 

3.  A  communication  from  the  officers  of  the  Inter-Church 
Conference  on  Federation,  together  with  a  Plan  of  Federa- 
tion, recommended  for  adoption  by  the  highest  judicatories 
of  the  several  churches  entering  said  Conference. 

From  the  report  of  the  Western  Section  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  Hold- 
ing the  Presb}i:erian  System  we  learn: 

I  1.  That  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  Throughout 
the  World  Holding  the  Presbyterian  System  will  meet  in 
New  York  in  the  fall  of  1909.  The  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  is  entitled  to  twenty-one  delegates.  This 
Synod  is  requested  to  appoint  such  delegates,  and  the  Stated 
Clerk  is  requested  to  send  the  names  of  the  persons  so  elected 
to  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Roberts,  the  American  Secretary.  Your 
committee  recommends  the  election  of  twenty-one  delegates, 
with  an  equal  number  of  alternates,  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Alliance. 

'  2.  This  Synod  is  indebted  to  the  Alliance  in  the  sum  of 
$420.00  for  the  fiscal  j^ear  ending  March  31,  1909".  We 
recommend  that  an  order  on  the  treasury  for  said  amount 
be  granted  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  forward 
the  same  to  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Roberts. 

Inasmuch  as  the  entire  subject  of  the  Council  of  Reformed 
Churches  in  America  Holding  the  Presb5i:erian  System  has 
already  been  acted  upon  by  this  General  Synod,  your  com- 
mittee has  nothing  further  to  report  with  reference  thereto, 
except  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  Synod  is  re- 
quested to  pay  $83.00,  to  meet  the  incidental  expenses  of 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  in  New  York,  in  December, 
1907,  and  to  provide  for  twice  that  amount,  namely,  $166.00, 
for  the  work  of  each  of  the  succeeding  years.  Your  commit- 
tee recommends  that  an  order  for  $415.00  ($83.00  for  the 
meeting  already  held,  $166.00  for  the  meeting  to  be  held  in 
the  year  1909,  and  $166.00  for  the  meeting  to  be  held  in  the 
3''ear  1911)  be  drawn  on  the  treasury,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
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be  instructed  to  pay  the  same  to  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Roberts,  after 
the  officei-b  of  the  General  Synod  have  ascertained  that  the 
requisite  number  of  Classes  have  adopted  the  Articles  of 
Agreement. 

The  matter  of  the  Inter-Church  Conference,  including  the 
Plan  of  Federation,  has  already  been  acted  on  by  this  Synod. 
We  have  nothing  further  to  bring  to  your  attention  on  this 

subject.

Whereas,  It  has  been  customary  for  the  General  SjTiod  to  publish 
only  the  names  of  persons  elected  as  representatives  of  Synod  to  such 
bodies  as  the  Inter-Church  Conference,  AlUance  of  Reformed  Churches 
Holding  the  Presbyterian  System,  etc.,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  follow  that  rule  in  the 
publication  of  the  candidates  elected  by  this  Synod,  and  that  the  filling 
of  vacancies  be  left  to  the  President  and  Stated  Clerk,  as  heretofore. 

X.  Report  on  Calvin  Celebration. 

In  response  to  item  5  in  report,  on  j\linutes  of  Synod,  the 
following  report  was  presented,  considered  in  separate  items 
and  finally  adopted.     It  is  as  follows: 

To  the  General  Synod: 

Your  special  committee,  appointed  to  present  to  this  meet- 
ing of  General  Synod  a  plan  for  the  appropriate  celebration, 
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by  our  Church,  of  the  four  hundredth  birthday  of  John  Calvin, 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

John  Calvin,  born  July  10.  1509,  as  the  youngest  of  the 
three  great  reformers,  is  one  of  those  men  who,  being  dead, 
yet  speak.  His  influence  as  a  religious  reformer,  a  civic 
regenerator,  an  accomplished  scholar  and  the  father  of  the 
developed  form  of  Presbyterial  polity,  was  world-wide  during 
his  life  and  is  still  felt  to-day.  For  these  reasons,  extensive 
preparations  are  being  made  by  all  the  branches  of  the 
great  family  of  Reformed  Churches  in  all  sections  of  the 
globe  to  observe  the  four  hundredth  birthday  of  this  great 
man,  on  July  10th,  by  appropriate  exercises.  To  immortal- 
ize in  stone  the  man  who  by  his  great  life  work  is  still  a  living 
power  among  us,  a  colossal  monument  is  being  erected  in  the 
city  of  Geneva,  which  will  excel  in  cost  and  artistic  beauty 
the  famous  Luther  monument  at  Worms. 

As  the  appointment  of  this  committee  indicates,  our 
Church,  too,  desires  to  join  her  sister  Churches  in  doing  honor 
to  the  great  man  who,  in  man}^  ways,  directly  and  indirectly, 
influenced  her  for  good,  and  at  whose  feet  sat  the  two  authors 
of  her  official  creed,  the  Heidelberg  Catechism — Zacharias 
Ursinu^  and  Casper  Olivianus.  In  order  that  this  intention 
might  be  carried  out  in  an  effective  way  and  the  rare  oppor- 
tunity improved  for  the  benefit  of  our  Church,  the  following 
action  is  recommended: 

Resolved,  1.  That  Sunday,  July  12,  1909,  or  some  other 
more  suitable  Sunday,  be  set  apart  in  all  our  congregations 
as  "Calvin  Memorial  Day,"  and  that  our  pastors  be  recom- 
mended to  present  to  the  people  in  suitable  form  Calvin's 
importance  as  a  religious  and  civic  reformer,  a  friend  of  the 
educational  sj^stem  of  religion  and  the  author  of  a  form  of 
public  worship  in  which  simplicity  and  reverence  are  happily 
united. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Sunday-School  Board  of  General 
Synod  be  requested  to  confer  with  the  special  committee 
appointed  under  resolution  8  of  this  report,  with  reference 
to  issuing  a  Calvin  Memorial  programme  for  our  Sunday- 
schools  and  Young  People's  organizations,  in  which  Calvin's 
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character  as  a  young  man,  his  conversion  at  Paris  and  his 
insist ance  on  Christian  instruction  in  church  and  school 
should  be  emphasized. 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  be  recommended  to  our  Classes  to 
devote  some  period  of  time  during  their  sessions  in  1909  to 
the  reading  and  discussion  of  papers  referring  to  Calvin  and 
Calvinism. 

Resolved,  4.  That  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  other  higher 
institutions  of  learning  be  requested  to  follow  the  example 
of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning  in  Europe  by  setting 
apart  a  suitable  time  during  the  spring  of  1909  for  a  Calvin 
celebration,  at  which  the  reformer's  importance  for  the  in- 
tellectual pursuits  of  life,  his  work  in  favor  of  civic  righteous- 
ness, his  great  gifts  as  a  systematic  theologian,  the  similarity 
between  the  United  States'  form  of  government  and  the 
Presb}i:erial  system  and  the  relation  between  civil  liberty 
and  Calvinism  might  be  dwelt  upon.  It  is  also  suggested  to 
these  educational  institutions  to  place  in  their  libraries 
reliable  literature  on  Calvin. 

Resolved,  5.  That  our  religious  and  literary  publications 
be  requested  to  take  sjanpathetic  cognizance  of  Calvin's  birth- 
day by  pointing  out  the  many  features  in  which  this  church 
leader  is  an  example  and  inspiration  for  our  present  genera- 
tion. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Committee  on  the  Continental 
Churches  be  instructed  to  convey  officially  the  greetings  of 
this  General  S}Tiod  to  the  National  Church  of  Geneva  and 
the  authorities  having  the  Calvin  Celebration  at  Geneva  in 
hand,  to  reach  them  by  July  10,  1909. 

Resolved,  7.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod  be 
authorized  to  issue  suitable  credentials  as  delegates  to  any 
minister  and  elder  and  other  accredited  lay  member  of  our 
Church  who,  without  expense  to  General  Synod,  may  desire 
to  attend  the  great  Calvin  Celebration  in  the  city  of  Geneva, 
in  1909,  or  the  dedication  of  the  Calvin  monument,  which,  in 
all  likelihood,  will  take  place  in  the  year  thereafter. 

Resolved,    8.    That  General  Synod    appoint    a    committee 
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whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  alive  the  interest  in  this  subject 
and  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Church  at  the  fitting 
time  the  action  taken  by  General  Sj^nod  relative  to  the 
Calvin  celebration.

ARTICLE  XII. 
REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the   Church  sub- 
mitted its  report  on  the  eighth  day  of  the  session.     The 
report  with  Necrology  was  received  and  adopted.     It  reads 
as  follows,  to  wit: 
To  the  Reverend  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 

United  States- 

Dear  Brethren:  In  looking  over  the  reports  which  came 
to  us  from  the  district  Synods  and  from  the  different  boards 
to  whom  the  work  of  the  Church  has  been  entrusted  during 
the  last  triennium,  we  are  deeply  impressed  and  moved  to 
gratitude  to  the  Father  of  mercies  for  the  many  favors  and 
blessings  He  has  bestowed  upon  us  as  a  Church.  The  season 
of  temporal  reverses  and  financial  embarrassments  through 
which  the  country  has  been  passing  has  been,  to  a  certain 
extent,  a  season  of  prosperity  to  us  in  matters  spiritual. 
Advances  have  been  made  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom,  as 
far  as  the  reported  facts  seem  to  indicate. 

The  work  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  has  been  carried 
on  with  a  zeal  and  earnestness  at  least  equal  to,  if  not  sur- 
passing, that  of  any  previous  period  in  the  history  of  our 
Church.  In  the  home  field,  a  number  of  new  congregations 
have  been  organized,  others  have  become  self-supporting, 
and  in  all  there  seem  to  be  evidences  of  a  healthy  and  vigorous 
Christian  life.  In.  the  foreign  work,  the  door  of  opportunity 
has  been  more  widelj'  open  than  ever  before.     We  have  not 
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entered  and  taken  possession  as  we  could  have  done  on 
account  of  the  Hmitation  in  men  and  means.  The  evidences 
of  divine  blessing  upon  our  missionary  work  in  Japan  and 
China  are  well  calculated  to  humble  our  hearts  before  our 
heaven]}^  Father,  to  fill  them  with  joy,  to  strengthen  our 
faith  in  the  coming  victory  and  to  inspire  to  more  earnest 
prayer  and  more  intense  activity  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  greater  works  possible  for  the  believer.  We  rejoice  that 
the  liberality  of  our  people  has  considerably  increased,  though 
it  is  not  in  proportion  to  the  resources  we  have,  the  tem- 
poral blessings  we  enjoy,  and  the  spirit  of  consecration  to 
the  Master  which  should  characterize  true  disciples. 

The  Church  seems  to  become  more  widely  awake  to  its 
obligation  towards  its  ministers  who  have  become  aged  in 
its  service  and  are  in  temporal  want  and  distress.  Relief 
work  is  more  earnestly  considered  and  more  liberally  supported 
than  before.  The  plans  to  give  more  and  better  support 
to  our  infirm  and  suffering  brethren  find  a  hearty  response 
in  the  Church.  The  cause  of  the  orphan  has  received  the 
support  and  attention  it  deserves,  and  man}^  a  fatherless  and 
motherless  child  is  rescued  from  a  life  of  misery  and  temporal 
and  spiritual  ruin  by  the  Christian  training  and  home  life 
in  the  orphanages,  which  our  people  have  built  and  are 
maintaining  in  a  spirit  of  Christian  love. 

The  reports  coming  to  us  from  the  Synods  tell  of  evidences 
of  progress  which  call  on  us  to  take  courage  and  go  forward. 
They  speak  of  the  building  of  new  churches,  the  remodeling 
of  old  ones,  the  acquisition  of  parsonages,  the  cancellation 
of  debts  and  of  a  general  movement  for  increase  of  pastoi-s' 
salaries.  They  testify  to  an  advance  in  the  work  of  the 
Sunday-school,  more  practical  and  up-to-date  methods  are 
employed,  teacher  training  receives  greater  attention,  cate- 
chetical instruction  in  general  is  faithfully  adhered  to,  and 
conscientiously  engaged  in  as  a  means  of  grace  to  indoctrinate 
the  young  people,  attach  them  to  the  church,  lead  them  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  truth  and  consecration  to  the  Master.  We 
rejoice  to  note  an  increased  attendance  at  the  religious  ser- 
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vices,  a  hearty  co-operation  of  eldei*s,  deacons,  young  people 
and  -u-omen's  organization  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  a 
marked  increase  in  benevolence  in  some  of  the  Synods,  a 
clearer  and  fuller  consciousness  of  our  mission  as  a  Church 
to  do  our  part  in  the  christianization  of  our  country  and  the 
evangelization  of  the  world. 

A  landmark  of  our  progress  during  the  last  triennium  is  the 
Reformed  Church  Building,  erected  during  the  last  year,  in 
Philadelphia.  It  emphasizes  unification  in  our  church 
activity,  the  great  importance  of  the  religious  education  and 
training  of  the  young,  a  broader  outlook  and  aggressive  work 
for  that  part  of  the  kingdom  at  least  with  which  we,  in  the 
providence  of  God,  are  identified. 

With  these  evidences  of  progress  there  are  indications  that 
the  forces  of  evil  are  still  at  work,  not  only  in  the  world,  but 
in  the  Church.  Such  indications  are  found  in  the  fact  that 
although  the  attendance  on  public  worship  is  fairly  good, 
3^et  the  strenuous  industrial  and  social  life  is  leading  many 
to  neglect  the  means  of  grace.  Too  many  seem  to  be  un- 
mindful of  the  words  of  our  blessed  Master  "Labor  not  for 
the  meat  that  perisheth,  but  for  that  which  endureth  unto 
everlasting  life."  The  dearth  of  teachers  in  the  Sunday- 
schools  and  Christian  workers  in  the  churches  complained 
of  in  some  reports,  the  neglect  to  meet  the  apportionment 
for  benevolence  deplored  in  others,  the  failure  to  come  up 
to  the  standard  of  giving  required  to  respond  to  the  call  to 
occupy  the  land  coming  to  us  from  God  to  enter  the  door  of 
blessed  opportunity  opened  by  His  mercy,  evinces  a  want  of 
consecration  of  mind  and  heart,  of  purse  and  life,  to  the 
Master  who  loved  us  and  gave  Himself  for  us. 

We  deeply  deplore  the  great  lack  of  ministers  of  the  gospel 
and  laborers  in  Christ's  vineyard.  From  Japan  and  China 
we  hear  the  cry  "The  fields  are  ripe  unto  the  harvest,  but  the 
laborers  are  too  few;  come  over  and  help  us."  And  in  the 
home  land  we  hear  of  from  ninety  to  a  hundred  congregations 
which  are  without  a  pastor.  And  over  against  this  crying 
need   of  laborers,   the  supply  furnished   by  our  theological 
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seminaries  is  altogether  inadequate,  and  the  number  of 
young  men  willing  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  service  of 
Christ  and  their  fellowmen,  by  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
and  the  work  of  the  kingdom,  does  not  encourage  great  hope- 
fulness for  the  immediate  future.  How  heavy  the  burden 
of  more  young  men  devoted  to  Christ  and  the  work  of  the 
kingdom  should  rest  upon  all  hearts;  how  fervent  the  prayers 
should  be  "send  laborers  into  the  harvest;"  how  zealous  the 
efforts  to  find  those  who  will  respond  to  the  call  "here  am 
I,  send  me." 

There  is  no  advance  of  the  kingdom  without  opposition, 
no  growth  of  the  good  seed  without  a  springing  up  of  the 
tares  among  the  wheat,  no  progress  of  the  cause  of  truth  and 
righteousness  without  hindrance  and  conflict.  But,  notwith- 
standing all  discouragement,  our  pastors  have  continued, 
in  season  and  out  of  season,  to  preach  the  word,  to  witness 
to  Christ  as  the  crucified,  risen  and  glorified  Lord.  They 
have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  pulpit  and  pas- 
toral duties;  in  the  assurance,  even  if  visible  results  are  not 
according  to  expectation,  that  God  measures  work  not  by 
statistical  tables,  but  by  the  heart  and  mind  and  devotion 
we  give  to  the  service.  Confident  of  the  divine  faith  and 
blessing;  certain  that  the  victory  is  Christ's,  they  have  proven 
themselves  loyal  to  the  high  idea  of  the  kingdom,  and  have 
stood  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  battle. 

That  we  have  advanced  as  a  Church  is  evident  from  the 
following  statistics: 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  25  ministers,  14  congrega- 
tions, 19,502  communicants,  8,399  communed,  8,230  uncon- 
firmed members,  432  infant  baptisms,  1,301  officers  and 
teachers  in  our  Sunday-schools,  5,809  scholars  and  21  stu- 
dents for  the  ministry.  Our  contributions  for  benevolence 
have  increased  $98,762,  and  for  congregational  purposes, 
$247,748.  There  is  a  loss  of  seven  licentiates,  24  adult 
baptisms,  230  in  the  list  of  those  received  by  confirmation, 
and  853  by  certificate  or  renewal  of  profession.  There  were 
256  more  dismissed,  543  more  erasures  of  names  and  394 
more  deaths  than  in  the  preceding  triennium. 
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It  is  with  i3rofound  sorrow  that  we  record  the  large  number 
of  ministers  who  have  departed  this  life  during  the  past  tri- 
ennium,  among  them  men  highly  honored  and  revered,  as 
Drs,  Theodore  Appel,  Gerhard,  Kuelling,  Muehlmeier,  Rust, 
Sechler  and  Titzel. 

So  many  have  entered  into  their  heavenly  rest,  and  the 
number  to  take  their  places  being  so  comparatively  small, 
let  us  pray  more  fervently  that  the  Lord  of  the  Harvests 
may  send  more  laborers  into  the  vineyard.

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In  response  to  a  special  item  in  the  report  on  Home  Mis- 
sions in  regard  to  the  lack  of  Ministers,  a  special  committee 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  A.  S.  Zerbe,  F.  C.  Seitz, 
Wm.  C.  Schaeffer,  Elders  E.  M.  Bayley  and  John  P.  Heister, 
who  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted.  It 
is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Appeal  for  Increased  Supply 
of  Ministers. 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Appeal  to  the  Church  for  an 
Increased  Supply  of  Ministers  would  respectfully  report  as 
follows : 

The  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  have  abundant 
reasons  to  rejoice  and  to  thank  God  that,  according  to  the 
statistics  laid  before  this  Synod,  our  Church  has  steadily 
advanced  in  members,  liberality,  opportunities  and  extent 
of  territory.  Old  charges  have  been  strengthened,  new  ones 
organized,  and  everywhere  is  manifested  a  spirit  to  contribute 
our  share  in  the  great  work  of  winning  the  world  to  Christ, 
thus  complying  with  the  Master's  parting  command:  ^'Go  ye, 
therefore,  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations." 

The  statistics  show  that  there  has  been  a  net  increase  of 
about  twenty  thousand  members  during  the  last  three  years. 

But  we  regret  to  record  that,  contrary  to  what  ought  to 
be  expected,  there  has  been,  for  some  reason  or  reasons,  a 
marked  falling  off  in  recent  years  in  the  number  of  men  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry  in  our  denomination;  and  unless  both 
parents  and  their  sons  awake  to  the  real  needs  of  our  Re- 
formed Zion,  we  shall  be  confronted  by  a  serious  and  de- 
plorable crisis  in  our  work  at  home  and  abroad.  From  a 
careful  examination  of  the  statistics,  it  is  learned  that  an 
unusual  number  of  charges  are  either  vacant  or  only  occa- 
sionally supplied  with  preaching.  From  every  direction, 
East  and  West,  North  and  South,  comes  the  call  and  appeal 
for  additional  ministers  of  the  Word.  Nearly  one  hundred 
of  our  charges  are  now  without  pastors,  and  if  to  this  be  added 
the  opportunity  and  urgency  of  establishing  new  fields,  it  is 
clear  that,  on  a  very  moderate  estimate,  there  is  at  this  junc- 
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ture  an  imperative  need  of  at  least  a  hundred  additional  min- 
isters. If  it  be  recalled  further  that  the  average  annual  loss 
of  ministers  is  eighteen,  and  the  average  number  of  men  sent 
out  by  the  Theological  Seminaries  each  3'ear  is  about  twenty- 
five,  it  is  apparent  that  unless  some  energetic  and  heroic 
measures  are  taken  within  the  next  few  years,  we  shall  sus- 
tain an  irreparable  loss  through  inability  to  meet  the  demand 
for  ministers ;  and  without  an  adequate  number  of  ministers, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  on  our  work  satisfactorily. 

What  shall  be  done  to  meet  and  avert  this  crisis?  Where 
lies  the  difficulty?  It  is  a  fact  which  no  one  will  question 
that  our  Academies,  Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  are 
ready  and  have  abundant  facilities  to  offer  an  education  equal 
to  that  of  any  other  similar  institutions  in  this  land.  The 
plea  cannot  be  made  that  our  literary  and  theological  insti- 
tutions are  inadequate  to  meet  the  intellectual  and  spiritual 
needs  of  the  day;  on  the  contrary,  they  were  never  in  a  better 
position  to  render  effective  service  in  preparing  young  men 
for  the  ministry. 

We  seem,  therefore,  to  be  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
lack  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  traceable  partly  to  the 
pecuUar  temper  of  the  age,  and  partly  to  the  lukewarmness 
and  indifference  in  the  Church  itself.  We  hear  much  in  these 
days  of  the  importance  of  sending  men  and  means  to  the 
foreign  field;  but  what  would  be  thought  of  a  general  who, 
in  a  great  impending  battle,  would  neglect  his  reserve  force 
or  fail  to  guard  well  his  base  of  supplies?  Likewise,  the 
Church  could  not  possibly  commit  a  greater  mistake  than  to 
fail  to  adopt  and  carry  out  some  definite  plan  in  securing 
young  men  for  the  ministry.  It  is  not  the  province  of  your 
committee  either  to  trace  the  causes  of  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  students  for  the  ministry  or  to  describe  in  detail 
the  present  situation,  but  rather  to  indicate  briefly  a  line  of 
action  that  might  be  pursued  to  relieve  somewhat  the  situa- 
tion and  to  turn  the  tide  in  the  opposite  direction.  Since  the 
time  required  to  prepare  for  the  ministry  extends  over  a 
period  of  from  three  to  ten  years,  it  is  of  the  highest  import- 
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ance  to  bestir  ourselves  and  to  arouse  our  people  to  a  deeper 
realization  of  the  actual  state  of  affairs  confronting  us. 
It  is,  therefore,  recommended: 

1,  That  the  attention  of  the  Classes  be  directed  to  this 
matter,  and  that  our  ministers,  either  by  special  sermons, 
services  or  days  of  prayer,  by  direct  and  personal  appeals, 
or  in  any  manner  deemed  best,  urge  parents  to  consecrate 
their  sons  to  the  ministry,  and  challenge  pious  and  gifted 
young  men  to  enter  the  sacred  calling,  which  affords  the 
widest,  noblest  and  most  elevating  sphere  of  human  activity. 

2.  That  the  professors  of  our  literary  and  theological  insti- 
tutions be  urged  to  seek  out  and  induce  a  greater  number  of 
young  men  to  consider  the  claims  of  the  Gospel  ministry, 
as  offering  in  this  age  unrivalled  opportunities  for  the  em- 
ployment of  the  highest  talent  in  the  betterment  and  salva- 
tion of  mankind  in  this  world  and  in  the  next.

ARTICLE  XIII. 
MISSIONS— HOME  AND  FOREIGN. 

I.  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Reformed 

Church  in  the  United  States,  for  the  Three  Years  Preceding 

May  I,   1908. 

To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Board  of  Home  Missions 
herewith  submits  its  report  of  the  important  work  committed 
to  it  for  the  past  three  years.     It  desires  to  place  on  record: 

Its  sense  of  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God,  which  have 
been  manifested  in  the  tokens  of  divine  favor  shown  to  us 
and  to  our  co-workers  in  the  field;  its  gratitude  for  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  continued  confidence  and  co-operation  of  the 
auxiliary  Boards  and  Classical  committees,  in  disseminating 
information  and  in  stimulating  interest  in  behalf  of  the  work; 
and  its  thankfulness  to  the  several  pastors,  congregations 
and   generous   friends  for  the  moral  and   financial  support 
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which  made  possible  the  measure  of  success  attained;  for  we 
recognize  the  fact  that  without  an  intelHgent,  sympathetic 
and  loyal  constituency,  it  would  not  have  been  possible  to 
secure  the  marked  advance  of  the  past  three  years,  which  has 
brought  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  to  the  highest  point  ever 
reached  in  the  history  of  our  Church. 

Administration  of  the  Board. 

Reorganization. — The  members  of  the  Board  met  immedi- 
ately after  the  adjournment  of  General  S\Tiod  at  AllentowTi, 
Pa.,  May  22,  1905,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  E,  R. 
Eschbach,  D.D.,  President;  Rev.  C.  E.  Miller,  D.D.,  Vice- 
President;  Rev.  Paul  S.  Leinbach,  Secretary;  Elder  George 
W.  Stein,  Treasurer;  and  Elder  C.  M.  Boush,  Esq.,  Treasurer 
of  Church-building  Funds  and  Attorney  of  the  Board. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  constituted  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary,  Rev.  D.  W.  Ebbert,  D.D., 
and  Elder  C.  M.  Boush. 

Superintendents. — At  a  full  meeting  of  the  Board,  in  July, 
1905,  Rev.  D.  N.  Dittmar,  Field  Secretary,  tendered  his 
resignation,  which  was  accepted  and  the  office  discontinued. 
Rev.  Thos.  M.  Yundt  was  elected  General  Superintendent; 
Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  East- 
ern and  Potomac  Synods;  Rev.  D.  A.  Soudei-s,  D.D.,  was 
elected  Superintendent  of  Ohio  and  Pittsburg  Synods;  Rev. 
D.  S.  Fouse,  D.D.,  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Interior. 

Headquarters. — The  General  Superintendent  is  to  have  the 
oversight  of  the  entire  work,  to  be  the  executive  officer  of  the 
Board,  and  is  in  addition  to  give  attention  to  securing  and 
controlling  the  Church-building  Funds. 

In  order  that  he  might  render  the  best  service  to  the  Church, 
the  Board  established  permanent  headquarters  in  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.  Here  he  will  come  into  frequent  contact  with  rep- 
resentative pastors  and  laymen  and  with  the  workei*s  of  the 
other  Boards  of  our  Church,  which  is  of  great  practical  value. 

Through  the  courtesies  of  the  Sunday-school  Board,  we 
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had  the  use  of  two  rooms  at  No.  1308  Arch  street,  Philadel- 
phia, as  headquarters,  free  of  charge.  This  is  a  kindness 
which  the  Board  very  highly  appreciates.  But  henceforth 
our  rooms  will  be  in  the  Reformed  Church  Building,  Fifteenth 
and  Race  streets. 

Outfit — The  late  General  Superintendent  secured  a  com- 
fortable office  outfit,  comprising  the  latest  appliances  for 
conducting  the  business  of  the  Board.  These  several  articles 
were  largely  the  gift  of  personal  friends  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  of  the  cause,  and  deserve  recognition  in  this  report. 

Death  of  Members. — It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we 
record  the  fact  that  in  this  triennium  three  devoted  and 
efficient  members  of  this  Board,  its  General  Superintendent 
and  two  of  its  missionaries,  have  been  called  from  their  labors 
here  to  the  rest  that  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God.  We 
sincerely  mourn  their  loss  while  we  rejoice  in  their  reward: 
Rev.  Miles  0.  Noll,  died  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  November  27,  1905; 
Freeland  G.  Hobson,  Esq.,  LL.D.,  died  at  Collegeville,  Pa., 
January  10,  1906;  Rev.  L.  B.  C.  Lahr,  D.D.,  died  at  Dela- 
ware, Ohio,  April  11,  1906;  Rev,  J.  C.  Beade,  missionary, 
died  at  Millcreek,  III,  February  12,  1907;  Rev.  Thos.  M. 
Yundt,  General  Superintendent,  died  at  Reading,  Pa.,  April 
19,  1907;  and  Rev.  David  B.  Klein,  missionary,  died  at 
Tatamy,  Pa.,  April  19,  1907. 

These  brethren,  "by  the  will  of  God,"  served  well  their 
Church  and  generation.  We  record  this  simple  tribute  to 
their  precious  faith  and  noble  Christian  characters. 

Vacancies  Filled. — The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Hev.  Miles  O.  Noll  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.Wm.  C. 
SchaeiTer,  D.D.,-of  Lancaster,  Pa.;  that  of  Freeland  G.  Hob- 
son,  Esq.,  LL.D.,  by  the  election  of  John  W.  Bickel,  Esq.,  of 
Norristown,  Pa.;  and  that  of  Rev.  L.  B.  C.  Lahr,  D.D.,  by 
the  election  of  Rev.  Edwin  R,  Williard,  D.D,,  of  Akron,  Ohio. 

The  office  of  General  Superintendent,  which  became  vacant 
by  the  unexpected  death  of  Rev.  Thos.  M.  Yundt,  was  filled 
on  April  8,  1908,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Charles  E.  Schaeffer, 
of  Reading,  Pa.,  who  will  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office 
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soon  after  the  adjournment  of  General  Synod.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Yundt  had  carefully  prepared  himself  for  the  work  and 
was  growing  in  efficiency,  and  your  Board  and  the  Church 
have  sustained  the  loss  of  a  conscientious  and  valuable 
official. 

Since  his  death  the  entire  work  has  devolved  upon  the 
District  Superintendents  and  the  officers  of  the  Board,  with 
Superintendent  Whitmer  in  general  charge.  Everything 
possible  has  been  done  to  prevent  the  work  from  suffering 
serious  injury. 

Nature  of  Service. — The  several  members  of  the  Board  have 
cheerfully  given  of  their  time  and  their  best  efforts  to  the 
work  entrusted  to  us.  Questions  of  finance,  of  law,  of  ex- 
pediency and  of  administration  demand  the  most  exacting 
form  of  service.  To  understand  the  conditions,  wisely  to 
discriminate  and  systematically  to  arrange  for  the  vital 
needs  of  the  several  missions,  require  experience,  sound  judg- 
ment and  untiring  application. 

Our  Superintendents  are  men  of  large  experience,  trained 
ability  and  consecrated  zeal.  They  are  filling  delicate,  diffi- 
cult and  responsible  positions.  By  their  personal  contact 
with  the  several  missions  and  the  Board,  they  mediate  be- 
tween them.  Without  such  service  the  cause  would  languish, 
if  not  die.  We  are  in  no  danger  of  too  much  superintendence, 
if  it  be  of  the  right  kind. 

Missionaries  and  Missions. — Our  missionaries,  as  a  class, 
are  capable,  faithful  and  self-sacrificing.  Many  of  them  are 
doing  such  heroic  service  as  deserves  the  larger  sympathy 
and  support  of  the  Church. 

Our  new  missions  are  chiefly  located  in  the  centers  of 
population.  They  are  grateful  for  the  help  received,  and 
they  show  their  gratitude  in  the  wise  use  they  make  of  this 
help,  and  especially  in  their  large  self-help,  as  reported  in 
the  statistical  tables.  They  have  grown  proportionately 
faster  than  the  established  congregations  of  the  Church,  and 
because  of  the  constant  demands  upon  them,  their  average 
contribution  per  member  for  congregational  purposes  is  far 
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beyond  that  of  the  Church  at  large,  while  their  average  for 
benevolence  is  equal  to  that  of  the  self-supporting  congrega- 
tions. In  the  face  of  difficulties  and  hindrances,  substantial 
and  broad  foundations  are  being  laid  for  the  future  efficiency 
of  the  Church.  Our  missions,  as  a  whole,  were  never  so  well 
organized,  so  well  housed,  so  well  manned  and  so  hopeful  and 
prosperous  as  they  are  to-day. 

All  mission  church  property  is  insured  against  fire  in 
some  substantially  accredited  company. 

German  Work. 

The  two  Boards  of  the  German  Synods,  in  their  distinctive 
fields,  have  steadily  and  with  commendable  zeal,  prosecuted 
their  work  and  extended  their  operations. 

The  Eastern  Board. — Rev.  P.  H.  Dippell,  D.D.,  President 
of  the  German  Board  of  the  East,  says : 

"Since  the  publication  of  the  last  triennial  report,  the 
missions  under  the  care  of  the  German  Synod  of  the  East 
have  perhaps  not  developed  as  cjuickly  and  successfully  as 
may  have  been  expected.  But  considering  the  conditions 
under  which  our  missionaries  had  to  labor  and  the  difficulties 
which  they  had  to  overcome,  we  nevertheless  have  good 
reasons  to  express  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church. 

"Through  His  grace  and  mercy,  all  our  workers  were  en- 
abled to  fill  most  of  the  vacancies  which  w^ere  caused  either 
by  death  or  removal  of  members.  In  two' instances  especi- 
ally, when  the  faithful  pastors  were  obliged  to  leave  their 
charges,  and  great  troubles  seemed  to  be  unavoidable,  the 
hand  of  our  Lord  broucrht  help  and  rejoicing  in  a  remarkable 
manner. 

"But  even  more  thankful  did  we  feel  for  His  guidance 
when  one  of  our  most  promising  congregations  became  self- 
sustaining;  and  another  sent  us  the  joyful  news  that  within 
a  few  months  it  would  likewise  withdraw  all  claims  on  our 
support. 

"In  addition  to  these  commendable  communications,  we 
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are  glad  to  report  that  we  have  been  successful  in  organizing 
three  new  missions,  one  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  two  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pa,  The  first,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Henry 
Freeh,  has  a  membership  of  seventy  and  a  Sunday-school  of 
more  than  two  hundred  children;  the  second,  under  the  care 
of  Rev.  W.  G.  Weiss,  has  increased  its  membership  to  about 
two  hundred  and  its  Sunday-school  to  one  hundred  and  thirty 
scholars;  whilst  Rev.  G.  A.  Haack  has  begun  his  work  with 
thirty-five  members  and  a  Sunday-school  of  about  fifty 
children.  All  these  missions  have  erected  houses  of  worship 
and  look  to  the  future  with  great  hope  for  success. 

"Two  mission  fields,  one  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  the  other 
in  the  suburbs  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  will,  with  the  help  of  God, 
be  taken  up  and  organized  as  soon  as  possible. 

"You  will  recognize  in  this  activity  that  our  Board  and  our 
various  Classes  have  been  actively  at  work,  and  were  neither 
idle  nor  unfaithful  to  their  trusts.  We  do  not  forget,  how- 
ever, that  part  of  our  work  was  made  possible  by  the  help 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Synod,  and  it 
would  be  quite  detrimental  to  our  German  work  in  the  larger 
cities  if  this  reverend  body  would  withdraw  its  help  and  as- 
sistance. We,  therefore,  urgently  pray  General  Synod  to 
continue  its  interest  and  hearty  co-operation,  inasmuch  as 
it  has  proven  a  blessing  to  the  Church  at  large  and  to  hun- 
dreds of  men  and  women  who  were  thus  gathered  into  the 
kingdom  of  God." 

The  Western  Board. — Rev.  Conrad  Hassel,  President  of  the 
Board  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  and  of  the  Central 
Synod,  says: 

"The  stronghold  of  the  German  section  of  our  Church  lies 
in  the  West.  The  field  is  white  to  harvest.  The  harvest 
truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few;  few,  though  they 
have  never  been  more  numerous.  The  territory  stretches 
from  Ohio  to  the  Pacific,  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Edmon- 
ton, Canada.  It  is  like  a  vast  field  of  grain,  with  here  and 
there  a  reaper  trying  his  best  to  do  something  toward  gath- 
ering it  into  the  granaries.     A  large  percentage  of  the  popula- 
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tion  living  within  this  stupendous  extent  of  territory  is  com- 
posed of  Germans.  Our  concern  is  with  the  churchless.  It 
is  our  duty  as  Christians  to  do  all  we  can  toward  providing 
these  with  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 

"When  we  consider  the  magnitude  of  the  field,  we  get 
some  idea  of  how  insufficient  is  the  number  of  laborers  sta- 
tioned in  it.  We  need  constant  prayer.  Aside  from  this, 
which  is  of  supreme  importance,  we  need  men  and  means; 
but  the  latter  is  more  easily  secured  than  young  men  who  are 
willing  to  obey  the  call  and  devote  themselves  to  the  min- 
istry of  the  Gospel.  At  no  time  has  it  been  more  neces- 
sary than  at  present  for  our  Church  to  obey  the  Master's 
behest:  'Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 
He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest.' 

"As  a  class  no  ministers  are  more  poorly  paid  than  our 
German  missionaries.  A  glance  at  the  statistics  will  prove 
this.  The  expenditure  for  German-English  work  amounts 
to  about  S5,000.  Our  work  certainly  ought  to  enlist  the 
interest  of  the  whole  Church,  and  it  should  need  no  urging  to 
carry  out  the  resolution  of  General  Synod  passed  at  its  last 
meeting. 

"The  Macedonian  call  comes  from  many  quarters  and  is 
urgent.  In  many  instances  the  circumstances  are  such  as  to 
make  delay  fatal,  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  Church  is  con- 
cerned. The  alternative  is  often  now  or  never.  Which 
shall  we  choose?  The  latter?  Not  unless  we  wish  to  be 
disloj^al  to  our  standard  and  disobedient  to  our  Master.  We 
must  do  the  work  of  Him  whom  God  has  sent  while  it  is  day; 
the  night  cometh,  the  opportunity  will  go  b}',  when  no  man 
can  work,  when  it  will  be  too  late  for  us  to  reclaim  and  re- 
store what  we  have  neglected  and  lost." 

In  this  Western  field  and  during  the  present  triennium, 
ten  new  churches  were  built,  at  a  cost  of  about  $50,000. 
Value  of  lots  about  $10,000  more. 

The  Church  Erection  Fund  three  j-ears  ago  was  $42,552; 
now  it  is  $50,327,  a  gain  of  $7,775.  This  money  is  loaned 
without  interest.     The  estimated  value  of  the  property  of 
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the  missions  supported  by  this  Board  is  $81,450;  estimated 
value  of  parsonages,  $33,800,  making  a  total  of  $115,250. 

Hungarian  Work. 
OurJEungariaa-Js^rk  has  been  greatly  hindered  by  the 
Reformed  Church  in_  Hungary.  For  years  ^he  manif.eated,no 
interest  in  her_people_  in  this  country.  Now,  however,  and 
seemingly  for  reasons.  other_„than  spiritual,  she  is  desirous  of 
maintaining  a  hold  upon  the  Hungarians  who  have  emigrated 
hither.  One  representative  after  another  has  been  sent, 
not  to  gather  into  new  congregations  the  thousands  of  their 
countrymen  who  as  j^et  have  no  church  privileges,  but-4© — 
alienata..ordivide  congregations  w.e.  havje.  organized  and  fos- 
tered and  to  induce  them  to  put  themselves  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  national  Church  of  Hungary. 

Your  Board,  t-hrougk-JPiiLL  Geza^Antal,  the  second  of  _ 
their  represent^iyes  to  this  country,  expressed  its  willingness 
and  desire  to  co-operate  with  them  on  an  amicable  basis  and 
in  the. use  of  Christian  methods.  This  proposition,  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  was  submitted  to  the  Church  authorities 
of  Hungary.  The  only  response  has  been  a  new  representa- 
tive, who  ignores  ^our  proposition  and  who  has  hitherto  per- 
sistently prosecuted  the  plan~~ancr  methods  inaugurated  by 
Count  Degenfeld, 

We  have  been  lenient  with  the  representatives  of  the 
national  Church  of  Hungary;  but  advantage  has  been  taken 
of  this  to  influence  those  under  our  support,  some  of  whom 
have  sought  to  stand  well  with  us,  while  at  the  same  time 
they  were  planning  to  reap  the  benefit  of  an  alliance  with  the 
national  Church  of  Hungary. 

The  latest  move  of  the  national  Church  was  to  offer  us  a 
money  consideration  for  the  transfer  to  her  of  all  our  Hun- 
garian work.  This  tender  was  not  naade  directly  J;o  our 
Board,  but  to  the  Hungarian  Classis,  which  was  induced, 
without  consulting  with  us,  to  approve  the  plan,  and  the 
Classi§_Jt)rought  the  proposition  to  your  Board.  Our  an- 
swer is  a  Kihd  but_.positive  No;  and  further,  your  Board  ex- 
pressed to  the  Classis  its  deep  regret  that  this  interruption 
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of/our  work  is  continued.     Many  Hungarians  do  not  want  a 
national  Hungarian  Churcli  in  this  country,  but  they  want 
to  be  part  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 
We  shall  stand  by  this  class  and  continue  our  work  among 
.fthem,  and  we  shall  also  protect  their  property  rights.     For 
^more  than  seventeen  years  we  have  done  good  work  among 
/  these  people,  organizing  congregations  and  building  churches; 
/  and  so  far  as  we  have  not  been  disturbed,  our  work  has  been 
successful.     Henceforth  the  position  of  pastors  and  congre- 
gations must  be  open  and  avowed.     The  situation  is  to  be 
deplored,  hui  it  is  not  of  our  making. 

A  Hungarian  Classis  has  been  organized  in  connection  with 
Pittsburg  Synod.  This  was  meant  to  give  stability  to  the 
work,  and  the  Board  expects  to  find  the  Classis  a  help  in 
adjusting  questions  that  may  arise  in  this  work. 

The  missions  in  Chicago  and  Cleveland  became  self- 
supporting  during  the  past  year.  We  have  now  on  our  roll 
eleven  Hungarian  missions,  and.ia..iiddition  we-hayfi.  secv-en 
Hungarian  students  for"the  ministry  in  three  of  our  insti- 
tutions, supported "  by "  money  contributedT "solely — fiJr'THis 
purpose. 

Bohemian  Work. 

The  Bohemian  is  our  most  difficult  and  least  prosperous 
work.  We  have  two  organized  missions,  the  one  on  the 
west  side  of  Chicago,  111.,  and  the  other  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
Thej^  are  located  in  the  midst  of  thousands  of  Bohemian 
people,  in  a  creditable  and  comfortable  church,  but  this 
people  is  under  the  influence  of  a  socialistic  press  and  is 
largely  dominated  by  infidel  leaders.  These  conditions 
make  the  work  very  difficult,  but  they  also  make  it  all  the 
more  important  that  it  should  be  vigorously  prosecuted. 

The  Harbor  Mission. 
Since  our  last  report.  Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte  retired  from 
the  Harbor  Mission  and  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Paul  H. 
Land,  Ph.D.,  who  has  now  been  in  charge  for  two  and  a  half 
years.  We  draw  verj^  largely  upon  his  report  for  what  is 
herewith  submitted.

During  the  past  three  years,  3,604,788  foreigners  have 
come  to  our  shores  through  EUis  Island.  They  represent 
every  clime,  race  and  tongue  and  nearly  every  condition. 
The  vast  majority,  however,  were  poor,  and  many  of  them 
very  poor.  We  face  the  problem  of  assimilating  over  sixty 
different  races  and  nationalities.  Our  Church  has  her  share 
of  responsibility  in  this  work  of  assimilation,  and  our  Harbor 
mission  is  an  important  factor  in  helping  to  solve  this  prob- 
lem. 

Our  missionary  has  sought  especially  to  reach  the  German- 
speaking  people,  of  which  class  more  than  250,000  have  ar- 
rived during  the  past  three  years.  While  it  was  impossible 
for  him  to  reach  every  one,  he  j^et  came  in  contact  with  tens 
of  thousands,  either  in  the  way  of  a  word  of  welcome,  counsel 
and  encouragement,  or,  in  cases  of  detention,  for  daily  inter- 
course, and  in  some  cases  for  weeks  and  months.  Much  can 
be  done  for  such  people.  Various  and  innumerable  little 
deeds  of  kindness  can  be  shown,  and  there  are  many  occa- 
sions where  his  decisive  action  saved  the  immigrant  and 
frequently  a  large  family  from  the  misfortune  and  shame  of 
deportation. 

His  work  on  the  Island  is  divided  between  those  held  for 
(a)  special  inquiry,  (b)  further  medical  examination,  (c) 
temporarily  detained,  (d)  the  deferred,  (e)  the  excluded  and 
(f)  the  sick  in  the  various  hospitals. 

A  lucid  explanation  of  the  circumstances  under  which 
an  alien  arrived,  the  introduction  of  some  friend  or  relative 
who  will  make  himself  responsible,  money,  the  promise  of 
employment  or  an  acceptable  "affidavit,"  are  frequently  the 
means  of  liberating  aliens  of  class  (a)  and  (b). 

Then,  if  the  missionary  can  convince  the  physician  in 
charge  that  an  immigrant  who  is  suffering  from  some  slight 
temporary  ailment  will  find  the  necessary  care  and  medical 
attention  at  the  home  of  his  friends,  the  doctor  will  often 
permit  his  landing  at  once. 

"Deferred"  people  need  the  missionary  most  of  all,  and 
thousands  are  deferred  every  month.     They  spend  from  five 
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to  ten  and  sometimes  a  hundred  weary  days  on  the  island. 
The  missionary  is  their  daily  visitor,  counselor  and  friend. 
He  talks  their  language,  gains  their  confidence,  writes  and 
mails  their  letters,  locates  their  relatives,  procures  funds  for 
traveling,  clothes  them,  finds  employment  and  appears  before 
the  "Board"  in  their  behalf. 

Frequently  families  are  "paroled"  in  the  custody  of  the 
missionary  to  be  definitely  admitted  when  all  hindrances  are 
removed.  Through  the  direct  efforts  of  our  missionary, 
several  hundred  worthy  aliens  have  been  admitted  to  our 
country. 

He  has  distributed  thousands  of  Reformed  Church  papers, 
Almanacs  and  "Tracts  of  Welcome."  Quite  a  number  of 
immigrants  have  been  located  in  Reformed  families  as  ser- 
vants, farm  hands,  etc. 

He  has  looked  into  the  cases  of  the  "excluded"  and  where 
there  seemed  hope  of  success  an  "appeal"  was  taken  to  the 
proper  authorities  or  "bonds"  secured.  As  a  result,  many 
grateful  hearts  enjoy  the  blessings  of  our  land,  who  otherwise 
could  not  have  entered. 

The  sick  in  hospitals  have  received  attention,  their  rela- 
tives were  notified  and  provision  was  made  for  them.  To 
the  sick  and  dying  the  comforting  assurances  of  the  Gospel 
were  brought,  the  dead  were  buried,  newly-born  children 
were  baptized,  and  couples  were  married  where  wedlock  was 
the  condition  of  entrance. 

Besides  his  work  on  Ellis  Island,  the  missionar}''  is  called 
to  meet  "cabin  passengers"  at  the  docks  and  guide  them 
safely  to  their  destination.  Frequently  he  intercedes  with 
the  Government  Inspectors  to  effect  the  landing  of  such 
persons.  He  is  also  called  b}"  members  of  our  own  Churchy 
who  are  about  to  visit  Europe,  to  meet  them  at  the  railroad 
station,  secure  for  them  proper  lodgings  and  see  them  safely 
on  their  vessel. 

In  addition  to  all  this  is  the  vast  and  growing  amount  of 
daily  correspondence  with  those  seeking  information  on  many 
subjects.     He  helps  to  locate  lost  persons,  lost  baggage  and 
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lost  money  and  has  secured  employment  for  more  than  one 
hundred  persons. 

Perhaps  the  best  recommendation  of  our  work  Is  the  fact 
that  pastors  and  members  of  other  denominations  direct 
their  people  to  the  missionary  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
Who  shall  estimate  the  results  of  such  a  blessed  work  upon 
the  future? 

Sunday-School  Missionary. 
The  Sunday-school  Missionary  is  so  named  because  part 
of  his  support  is  paid  by  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the 
Church.  The  office  is  held  at  present  by  Rev.  Henry  S. 
Gekeler,  pastor  of  the  mission  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.  Owing 
to  the  lack  of  funds  and  of  men,  it  has  been  necessary  to  locate 
him  there  where  he  is  doing  efficient  work;  but  if  it  were 
possible  to  enroll  more  missions,  his  services  might  be  made 
much  more  profitable  in  the  extension  of  the  Church  by 
sending  him  out  to  gather  the  people  for  the  organization 
of  new  missions. 

Woman's  Work. 

Our  earnest  women  have  always  been  a  power  in  Church 
-work,  but  of  late  years,  in  their  organized  activities,  they 
have  been  specially  helpful.  During  the  last  three  years 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  various  Classes  and 
Synods  have  been  very  zealous  in  the  cause  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. In  addition  to  about  $500  sent  direct  to  designated 
missions,  Treasurer  G.  W.  Stein  acknowledges  the  receipt 
of  $10,149.92,  to  which  must  be  added  $1,655  sent  to  Treas- 
urer C.  M.  Boush  for  church-building,  making  a  total  of  nearly 
$1,000  more  than  was  reported  three  years  ago. 

Without  a  doubt  much  money  does  not  pass  through  their 
general  treasury,  but  is  sent  direct  to  its  object  by  the  local 
treasurer;  and,  therefore,  the  amount  noted  above  as  the 
total  of  woman's  work  tells  only  a  part  of  the  story  of  their 
help  in  Home  Missions. 

The  claims  and  opportunities  for  home  missionary  activity 
are  very  real.     The  increasing  number  of  aliens  flocking  to 
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our  shores,  added  to  the  ah-eady  large  unchurched  population 
in  our  towns  and  cities,  jeopardize  the  purity  and  sanctity  of 
our  American  homes.  No  class  is  so  vitally  affected  by  this 
as  our  wives  and  mothers,  and,  therefore,  none  ought  to  be 
more  intensely  interested  in  it  than  they.  This  is  no  longer 
sentiment,  but  a  stern  and  present  reality  of  which  we  will  do 
well  to  take  notice.  We  must  bring  to  bear  upon  this  class 
the  guiding  and  sanctifying  principles  of  the  Gospel,  if  with 
no  higher  motive  than  our  own  protection. 

Home  Missionary  Day. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  General  Synod, 
Home  Missionary  Day  has  been  annually  observed,  and  the 
Board  has  each  year  issued  a  special  service  for  use  in  our 
Sunday-schools  and  congregations  on  that  day.  About  125,- 
000  copies  of  this  service  were  annually  sent  to  the  pastors 
or  Sunday-school  superintendents.  Carefully  prepared,  help- 
ful information  was  by  this  means  circulated,  the  design  of 
which  was  to  create  and  foster  an  intelligent  interest  in  the 
work.  The  offering  for  Home  Missions  is  one  of  the  chief 
features  of  the  da5^  It  also  provides  a  favorable  opportunity 
for  the  training  of  the  young  in  the  knowledge  of  this  work 
and  in  the  spirit  of  true  benevolence;  but  the  offerings  secured 
in  this  way  must  not  be  made  a  substitute  for  systematic, 
intelligent  and  faithful  giving  in  the  congregation. 

We  ask  Synod  again  to  commend  the  observance  of  this 
day  to  the  Classes,  and  to  urge  them  to  encourage  pastors 
and  congregations  to  adopt  the  Board's  plan  for  special 
giving  toward  the  permanent  establishment  of  some  particu- 
lar church.  This  has  thus  far  been  only  partially  done.  A 
good  beginning  has  been  made  that  needs  to  be  stimulated. 
The  general  observance  of  this  plan  would  bring  large  results, 
and  vvould  prove  both  an  inspiration  and  a  blessing  to  the 
Church.  It  can  be  done  without  materially  interfering 
with  the  established  methods  of  benevolence  in  any  congre- 
gation. 

Literature. 

As  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  is  essential  to  an  abiding  in-

terest  in  Home  Missions,  the  Board  has  continued  the  issue 
of  the  Home  Missionary  Bulletin,  a  four-page  monthly,  in  the 
Enghsh  language,  for  gratuitous  distribution,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $1,000  a  year  for  printing  and  distribution.  It  contains 
no  general  church  or  secular  views,  but  is  filled  with  interest- 
ing and  important  Home  Missionary  information,  fresh  from 
the  field.  We  believe  the  results  that  follow  from  its  cir- 
culation far  more  than  compensate  for  the  cost.  It  can  be 
procured  for  the  trouble  of  ordering  it  by  all  who  will  agree 
to  its  intelligent  distribution  among  their  people. 

In  addition  a  few  helpful  tracts  and  leaflets  have  been 
published  for  free  distribution.  Your  Board  is  convinced 
that  information  is  essential  to  secure  enlarged  giving,  and, 
therefore,  proposes  to  increase  its  missionary  literature  as 
time  and  opportunity  will  permit,  confidently  expecting  that 
from  a  judicious  and  timely  seed-sowing  the  Church  will 
in  due  time  reap  a  generous  harvest. 

Legacies. 

There  is  a  growing  number  of  our  membership  to  whom 
the  Lord  has  entrusted  large  material  possessions.  This  in- 
volves a  responsible  stewardship,  the  righteous  administra- 
tion of  which  will  confer  inestimable  blessings  upon  the 
Church  and  the  cause  of  human  salvation.  The  Lord's  por- 
tion cheerfully  given  during  life  and  set  apart  by  bequest 
should  challenge  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  people 
of  wealth. 

The  amount  received  in  bequests,  other  than  Church- 
building  and  Annuity  Funds,  during  the  last  three  3^ears  is, 
$10,104.20,  as  follows:  Deacon  N.  B.  Schmitt,  Woodstock, 
Va.,  $9,000;  Elder  Morris  R.  Peterman,  Royersford,  Pa., 
$95.25;  Mr.  Henry  Ickes,  Blair  county,  Pa.,  $300.45;  Mr. 
John  Metzger,  Massillon,  O.,  $300;  Miss  Amanda  E.  Meyers, 
Hanover,  Pa.,  $25;  Rev.  Moses  Peters,  Lehigh  county.  Pa., 
$95;  Miss  Susan  Wagoner,  Perry  county.  Pa.,  $98.50;  Mrs. 
Henry  Hoffman,  Reading,  Pa.,  $95;  Miss  Amanda  Heck, 
Reading,  Pa.,  $95.     These  names  of  those  who  were  mindful 
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of  the  claims  of  Christ's  kingdom  and  who  remembered  the 
cause  of  Home  Missions  deserve  this  public  record. 

Our  Church-Building  Funds. 

1.  Our  home  missionary  work  is  in  two  parts,  the  support 
of  the  missionaries  and  the  church-building  dej^artment; 
but  both  are  under  one  Board,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

2.  Money  for  the  support  of  the  missionaries  is  not  paid 
back,  being  an  outright  gift ;  but  money  for  building  churches 
is  a  loan,  and  this  loan  plan  is  called  our  Church-building 
Funds,  having  the  unqualified  approval  of  all  our  English 
Synods. 

3.  A  Church-building  Fund  is  $500  or  more,  given  by  an 
individual,  a  family,  a  congregation,  a  Sunday-school,  a 
missionary  society  or  a  Classis;  and  we  have  all  these  forms 
of  gift  on  our  list.  These  Funds  bear  the  name  of  the  giver 
or  any  other  suitable  name,  and  they  are  held  as  distinct 
Funds.  This  monej^  is  used  only  for  the  building  of  churches 
in  our  missions  or  for  the  purchase  of  ground  for  such  churches. 
No  Fund  and  no  part  of  any  Fund  can  be  a  gift  to  the  mis- 
sion. 

4.  These  Funds  are  loaned  to  the  missions  on  first  mort- 
gage for  a  reasonable  time  at  low  interest,  and  when  repaid 
they  go  out  to  help  other  missions,  repeating  their  help  to 
the  end  of  days. 

5.  Without  these  Church-building  Funds  it  would  not  have 
been  possible  to  do  the  missionary  work  that  has  been  done 
during  the  last  twenty-two  years  among  the  Hungarians 
and  in  a  dozen  States,  East,  West  and  South  among  our 
English  people.  You  need  only  examine  the  lists  of  Funds 
in  the  triennial  reports  to  see  the  great  work  they  have  done. 

6.  Their  safety  under  first  mortgage  and  their  repeated  use 
make  them  a  very  desirable  form  of  memorial.  No  wonder 
then  that  they  have  had  a  remarkable  gro^\'th.  Slow  at  first, 
it  became  more  rapid.  It  took  five  years  to  raise  twent}', 
and  at  the  end  of  ten  years  we  had  only  fifty-six;  but  the 
number  increased  ^^ear  by  year  until  now  we  have  two  hun- 
dred and  nineteen. 
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7.  The  least  sum  that  is  held  as  a  Fund  is  S500,  but  many- 
are  much  larger.  Several  are  $1,000,  several  are  $2,000  and 
one  is  $5,000,  so  that  the  sum  total  of  these  Funds  is  nearly 
$130,000,  all  gathered  within  the  short  period  of  twenty-two 
years. 

8.  For  various  reasons,  it  is  best  to  give  such  a  Fund  in 
lifetime,  and  especially  is  this  true  in  the  case  of  young  peo- 
ple; but  if  this  is  not  possible,  then  it  may  be  given  by  will, 
making  sure  to  use  the  correct  title  of  the  Board,  and  defi- 
nitely stating  that  the  money  is  for  a  Church-building  Fund ; 
or  it  may  be  given  by  a  confidential  note,  paj^able  one  year 
after  death  without  interest,  being  careful  to  use  the  form 
provided  by  the  Board.  Both  forms  are  given  on  the  second 
page  of  the  cover  of  this  report.

Church-Building  Department. 

This  department  of  our  work  is  prosperous.  We  have  to- 
da}^  under  supervision  and  control  in  lots  and  church  build- 
ings, property  aggregating  at  a  fair  valuation  $780,000.  We 
have  invested  in  lots  and  church  buildings  $252,000.  Of  this 
amount  $104,480.87  is  borrowed  money,  loaned  to  our  mis- 
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sions  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  than  they  could  otherwise 
secure,  every  dollar  of  which  is  amply  secured  by  real  estate. 

We  must  materially  assist  in  establishing  mission  churches. 
It  is  poor  economy  to  locate  a  missionary  and  allow  him  to 
struggle  under  burdens  and  trials  to  which  he  should  never 
be  subjected.  We  must  command  more  money  than  our 
Church-building  Funds  provide,  so  as  to  take  advantage  of 
special  opportunities,  and  thereby  save  the  Church  from  loss 
and  the  missions  from  failure  or  a  sickly  existence. 

Mission  Churches  Built. — Since  our  last  report,  eighteen 
mission  churches  have  been  built.  This  exceeds  in  number 
as  well  as  in  the  character  of  the  buildings  any  like  period  in 
the  history  of  the  Church.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
assistance  we  were  able  to  give  in  loans,  and  has  given  perma- 
nence to  the  missions,  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for  them  to 
make  progress  in  every  department  of  church  activity. 

Self-Support. 

One  of  the  most  significant  and  satisfactory  marks  of  the 
progress  of  Home  Missionary  work  is  the  number  of  missions 
that  in  a  reasonable  time  grow  sufficiently  strong  to  assume 
their  own  full  support.  The  definite  aim  in  planting  mis- 
sions is  that  they  shall  become  self-supporting  congregations, 
and  the  more  largely  that  object  is  realized,  the  more  success- 
ful the  work  may  be  regarded.  The  missions  nourished  and 
developed  under  our  care  are  stimulated  to  have  the  ambition 
to  put  forth  all  proper  efforts  to  reach  self-support  as  early 
as  possible. 

It  is  with  pleasing  satisfaction  that  we  announce  that  nine 
missions  have  reached  self-support  during  the  past  three 
years.  The  sacrifice  required  in  each  case  was  cheerfully 
made.

New  Missions. 

In  the  face  of  the  fact  that  j^our  Board  has  been  greatly 
hindered  by  the  lack  of  men  and  money  from  entering  new 
fields  full  of  promise  and  awaiting  our  coming,  we  are  able 
to  report  the  organization  of  thirty  new  missions  within  this 
triennium.  This  advance  was  possible  because  more  charges 
paid  their  apportionment  in  full.  Not  to  advance  in  this 
day  of  opportunity  is  but  little  better  than  retreat.  We 
have  been  lo3'al  to  the  instructions  given  us,  though  there 
has  been  no  proportionate  increase  of  revenue. 

We  give  herewith  a  list  of  the  new  missions,  the  date  at 
which  their  support  was  assumed,  and  the  name  of  the 
missionary  at  the  time.  The  list  could  easily  have  been 
doubled,  or  even  trebled,  if  we  had  been  justified  in  the 
attempt  further  to  enlarge  the  work.

The  Finances. 

By  comparison  of  the  receipts  of  this  triennium  with  those 
of  the  preceding  one,  not  including  the  Church-building 
Funds,  the  loans  and  the  special  Chicago  offerings,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  actual  income  from  all  other  sources  was  $186,- 
641.32,  an  advance  of  $14,214.52. 

This  is  always  a  just  cause  for  rejoicing.  The  regular, 
systematic  offerings  of  the  Church  are  the  dependable  basis 
upon  which  any  benevolent  work  must  chiefly  rely  for  its 
steady  and  continuous  prosecution.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  Home  Missions.  Its  needs  are  constant,  and  so  also  must 
be  the  supply.  No  other  cause  is  so  largely  dependent  upon 
securing  the  whole  of  the  apportionment,  because  special 
gifts  are  necessarily  very  limited. 

The  last  General  Synod  apportioned  $100,000,  including 
the  apportionment  for  church-building,  to  be  annually  paid 
to  this  Board  to  carry  forward  its  work.  Of  the  amount 
actually  received  one  dollar  out  of  every  fifteen  was  paid 
to  the  German  Boards  for  their  German-English  work.  This 
is  the  money  with  which  we  were  expected  to  conduct  the 
work.  This  amount  sent  down  by  General  Synod  should 
have  come  promptly  into  our  treasury.  That  is  simple 
business  and  our  work  should  be  conducted  in  a  business 
way.     If  that  had  been  done,  we  should  have  borrowed  no 
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money,  and  there  would  be  no  present  debt  to  hinder  our 
progress. 

Instead  of  receiving  $300,000  for  the  triennium,  we  re- 
ceived only  S202,74S.12,  a  shortage  of  over  $97,000.  The 
formidable  deficits  in  some  Classes  are  responsible  for  the 
debt,  thereby  hindering  the  progress  of  a  great  cause.  The 
present  debt  for  which  we  are  paying  interest  is  over  $27,000. 

Chicago  Mission. — In  Home  Missions  it  is  not  possible  to 
present  any  one  object  of  unusual  interest  and  attractiveness, 
calling  for  special  gifts.  The  last  General  Synod  requested 
the  Classes  to  call  the  special  attention  of  pastors  and  Con- 
sistories to  the  fact  that  "the  offerings  on  Home  Missionary 
Day  in  the  Sunday-schools  should  be  over  and  above  the 
apportionment."  We,  therefore,  challenged  the  Church  to 
designate  the  oflferings  of  that  day  in  1906  for  the  erection 
of  a  church  for  the  mission  in  Chicago,  111.,  which  is  a  strategic 
point  and  is  greatly  in  need  of  a  new  building.  This  challenge 
was  repeated  in  1907.  In  the  two  years  we  realized  a  little 
more  than  $13,000  for  this  object. 

If  the  response  had  been  general,  and  in  the  same  propor- 
tion as  from  those  who  did  designate  their  offerings  for  this 
purpose,  the  amount  received  would  have  been  more  than 
doubled.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  lack  of  active  and 
practical  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  our  people.  The 
object  was  worthy  and  the  plan  feasible. 

If  our  Church  is  ever  to  awaken  to  the  true  motive  and 
spirit  of  missions,  she  must  become  more  intelligently  inter- 
ested in  the  work  in  general,  and  show  a  readiness  and  will- 
ingness to  follow  the  leadership  of  those  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  carrying  forward  the  work.  The  day  of 
sentiment  and  half-hearted  methods  will  not  give  way  till 
the  Church  can  be  roused  to  make  a  study  of  the  missionary 
problems  and  to  follow  sane  and  discreet  leadership  in  ad- 
vancing the  cause. 

The  Work  in  Hand. 

By  reference  to  the  enrollment  list,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
present  number  of  missions  under  the  exclusive  control  of 
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this  Board  is  193.  Their  location  is  largely  in  the  great 
cities  and  in  the  growing  and  populous  communities  of  the 
country.  The  city  is  to-day  the  most  important  and  urgently 
needy  field,  Adequatel}^  to  meet  the  financial  support  of 
the  missions  now  on  our  roll,  we  must  have  a  larger  income 
than  that  provided  by  the  Church  during  the  past  three 
years.  In  some  instances  where  the  mission  could  not 
increase  the  support  of  the  missionary,  it  became  impera- 
tively necessary  for  the  Board  to  increase  the  salary,  and  by 
so  doing  our  obligations  have  been  considerably  increased, 
instead  of  being  reduced,  as  is  ordinaril}'  the  case.  It  is  a 
ruinous  policy  to  put  a  missionary  under  special  stress  for 
the  necessaries  of  life. 

The  lack  of  men  for  the  ministry  is  most  keenly  felt  by 
your  Board.  Whenever  a  new  mission  is  to  be  enrolled  and 
manned,  it  means  to  create  a  vacancy  in  some  self-supporting 
charge,  whereby,  to  that  extent,  we  are  cutting  off  one  source 
of  support.  In  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  every  addi- 
tional enrollment  creates  an  embarrassment.  That  the 
Church  may  get  a  true  conception  of  her  need  and  take 
vigorous  steps  to  increase  a  consecrated  ministry,  we  must 
go  to  the  Lord  for  help.  "Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  that  He  will  send  more  laborers  into  His  har- 
vest;" and  as  ye  pra)',  also  seek  out  godly  and  gifted  young 
men  and  challenge  them  with  the  claims  of  the  Gospel 
ministry. 

A  Partial  Review. 

In  1863,  now  forty-five  years  ago,  General  Synod  was  con- 
stituted, and  its  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  at  once  organ- 
ized. For  some  years,  however,  owing  to  peculiar  conditions, 
the  work  remained  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  Boards  of  the 
several  District  Synods  and  other  existing  missionarj''  organ- 
izations. In  the  course  of  time  the  English  portion  of  the 
work  was  gradually  unified  and  brought  under  the  control 
of  this  Board, 

The  German  work  is  still  conducted  b}^  two  separate  and 
distinct  Boards,  who  triennially  report  their  general  condi- 
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tion  and  statistics  to  us,  but  over  whom  we  have  no  control 
and  for  whose  work  we  are  in  no  way  responsible.  The 
situation  is  abnormal.  There  may  have  been  good  reason 
for  this  state  of  things  in  the  past,  and  the  results  hitherto 
may  have  justified  the  situation;  but  has  not  the  time  come 
when  at  least  the  preliminary  steps  should  be  taken  to  bring 
all  the  work,  regardless  of  language,  under  the  control  and 
general  management  of  one  Board? 

The  present  method  of  administration  under  the  General 
Board  has  existed  for  less  than  twenty  years.  These  years 
have  been  marked  by  steady  growth  and  gratifying  results. 
This  will  be  apparent  from  a  glance  at  the  tabulated  statement 
herewith  submitted.  Considering  the  complex  character  of 
the  work,  involving  many  perplexing  conditions  and  prob- 
lems, it  yet  shows  a  healthy  forward  movement.  The  Church 
has  been  enlarged,  enriched  and  enhanced  in  its  equipment 
for  more  effective  service.

Some  Present  Problems. 

We  are  face  to  face  with  a  number  of  difficult  and  perplex- 
ing problems,  upon  the  satisfactory  solution  of  which  the 
best  success  of  Home  ]\Iissionary  work  in  the  future  will  largely 
depend.     We  refer  briefly  to  only  a  few  of  them. 

The  Problem  of  the  City. — It  is  apparent  to  every  thoughtful 
person  that  the  field  of  Home  Missions  has  not  only  changed 
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as  to  location,  but  perhaps  even  more  as  to  character  within 
the  past  twenty-five  years.  Then  about  twenty  per  cent, 
■of  the  population  of  our  country  lived  in  cities;  now  about 
forty  per  cent,  live  there.  Then  the  chief  industry"  of  the 
nation  was  agriculture;  now  it  is  mining,  manufactures,  com- 
merce and  kindred  industries.  Then  the  population  was 
homogeneous;  now  it  is  heterogeneous.  Then  our  cities 
were  fairly  well  churched;  now  the  church  touches  but  a 
fraction  of  the  city's  life,  and  thousands  are  living  in  real 
spiritual  destitution.  The  loudest  and  most  urgent  cry  for 
help  comes  from  our  large  cities.  The  challenge  to  the 
Church  of  to-day  is  the  city,  and  we  have  not  a  century  but 
only  a  generation  in  which  to  meet  it.  The  destiny  of  our 
American  Republic  will  be  largely  determined  by  the  solu- 
tion of  this  problem.  The  city  must  be  saved,  or  the  nation 
is  doomed.  The  Christian  Church  contains  the  only  effective 
-agency,  with  its  saving  Gospel  and  divine  ministry.  The 
challenge  is,  therefore,  at  once  both  unmistakabty  urgent 
and  awfully  serious. 

Our  Immigrant  Population. — An  immense  immigrant  popu- 
lation, with  an  ever  rising  tide,  is  pouring  in  upon  our  shores. 
Within  the  last  twenty-five  years  about  20,000,000  foreign 
people  have  migrated  to  the  United  States.  Radical  changes 
have  taken  place,  not  only  in  the  volume,  but  also  in  the  char- 
acter of  these  immigrants.  Formerly  they  were  for  the  most 
part  of  good  moral  character,  and  were  readily  assimilated  by 
•our  body  politic;  to-day  many  of  them  are  ignorant,  im- 
moral and  degraded,  a  menace  to  the  moral  character  of  the 
nation,  imperiling  its  peace  and  welfare,  if  not  its  life,  unless 
they  are  brought  under  the  sanctifying  influence  of  the 
Gospel. 

Beyond  a  doubt,  there  has  been  a  providential  purpose 
in  this  migratory  movement.  These  people  have  come  into 
the  midst  of  the  agencies  of  our  Christian  civilization,  that 
they  may  be  given  of  the  Living  Bread  and  Water  of  Life; 
and  this  it  is  the  mission  of  the  Church  to  furnish.  This  is 
A  tremendous  problem,  and  we  dare  not  be  indifferent  to  its

solution.  At  least  one  phase  of  the  success  or  failure  of  our 
foreign  mission  work  is  going  to  be  settled  right  here  at 
home.  The  Church  that  breaks  down  before  the  alien  in  a 
Christian  land,  will  never  evangelize  him  in  a  non-Christian 
land.  There  is  but  one  solution  to  this  problem.  The  alien, 
to  be  made  a  desirable  citizen,  must  be  brought  under  the 
influence  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  Church  is  charged  with  this 
duty. 

The  Expansion  of  the  Work. — In  addition  to  the  missions 
now  enrolled,  there  are  many  other  important  fields  calling 
upon  us  to  occupy  the  ground  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
We  should  not  be  satisfied  with  the  advancement  of  the  past, 
when  so  many  fruitful  fields  are  white  for  the  harvest.  To 
deny  these  appeals  means  serious  loss  to  the  community 
from  which  they  come  and  where  real  need  exists.  While  we 
have  made  advances,  they  have  not  kept  pace  with  the 
march  of  the  age  in  other  particulars.  We  have  only  touched 
the  hem  of  the  garment  of  our  opportunity  and  possible 
achievement.  It  is  pathetic  as  well  as  painful  to  have  a 
vision  of  extensive  fields,  so  rich  in  promise  of  golden  har- 
vests, and  then  be  compelled  to  recognize  that  we  are  so 
short  in  men  and  money  and  that  so  many  of  our  pastors  and 
congregations  are  seemingly  indifferent  to  the  opportunity, 
or  are  satisfied  to  move  along  in  a  way  utterly  inadequate  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  situation. 

The  spirit  of  Christianity  is  the  spirit  of  missions.  Lack 
of  interest  in  missions  may  result  either  from  indifference  or 
ignorance.  The  problem  of  the  unchurched  in  the  land  and 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  millions  of  immigrants  from 
other  lands  do  concern  us.  We  must  have  a  care  for  them. 
There  is  no  lack  of  suitable  material  as  fuel  to  feed  missionary 
fires,  and  there  is  nothing  from  which  we  have  so  much  to 
gain  as  from  the  study  of  missions.  It  is  not  only  intensely 
interesting,  but  will  result  in  a  truer  and  more  intelligent 
patriotism,  as  well  as  a  deeper  love  for  God  and  His  children 
in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

These  open  doors  and  calls  for  more  men  and  money  are 
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the  best  signs  of  gro^^•th  and  prosperity,  and  every  Christian 
heart  should  rejoice  at  the  challenge.  A  growing  missionary 
roll  requires  more  income  and  is  a  call  to  larger  opportunity. 
Our  Church  has  grown  in  numbers  and  in  wealth,  and  God 
surely  expects  larger  things  from  us  than  were  possible  to 
our  fathers.  We  need  enlarged  hearts;  then  we  shall  honor 
the  Lord  by  the  dedication  to  His  service  of  our  choicest 
young  men,  with  large  money  to  advance  the  coming  of  His 
kingdom. 

Home  Mission  work  will  always  be  a  leading  factor  in  the 
development  of  the  Church,  Of  the  established  congregations 
in  our  Church  to-day,  two-thirds  have  been  aided  by  Home 
Missionar}^  funds;  and  many  of  these,  now  strong  and  influ- 
ential churches,  give  as  much  for  benevolence  in  one  or  two 
years  as  they  received  during  the  whole  period  of  their  de- 
pendency. The  work  of  the  Church  at  home  lies  at  the  root 
of  all  its  work  everywhere;  therefore,  its  zeal  for  the  Lord's 
kingdom  must  never  be  allowed  to  wane. 

The  Problem  of  an  Adequate  Equipment. — The  two  chief 
factors  in  the  adequate  equipment  for  effective  Home  Mis- 
sionary work  are  men  and  money.  It  is  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  both  be  secured  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment,  so  as  to  meet  the  demands  of  our 
growing  Church.  How  can  this  be  done?  The  work  of  the 
Board  has  not  been  standing  still.  "With  the  men  and  means 
at  command,  splendid  iDrogress  has  been  made,  and  the  Church 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  healthy  advance.  In  doing 
this  we  have  nowhere  intruded  upon  the  territory  of  some 
other  Church,  and  in  no  instance  has  a  mission  been  planted 
where  it  was  not  needed. 

While  the  maintenance  and  propagation  of  the  Church 
depend  upon  her  Home  Missionary  operations,  the  zeal  of 
the  Church  in  this  work  is  largely  measured  and  conditioned 
by  that  of  its  pastors.  Giving  is  a  Christian  virtue  which 
gives  expression  to  the  inner  life.  It  requires  cultivation  in 
order  to  its  proper  gro-uih.  Enlarged  liberality  does  not 
tend  to  poverty,  but  to  real  enrichment.     It  will  make  the 
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Church  more  prosperous,  because  it  will  make  our  people 
better.  Everyone  should  pay  to  the  Lord's  work  according 
to  his  ability.  The  amount  must  be  determined  by  the  in- 
individual,  for  he  alone  can  know  how  greatly  he  has  been 
blessed.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  the  relatively  few  who- 
really  give,  and  the  needed  thousands  will  not  be  given  by 
the  few  without  sacrifice.  Our  Church  is  facing  an  emergency 
which  we  must  meet  with  a  clear  perception  and  full  appre- 
ciation of  the  consequences. 

As  a  Church,  we  are  as  rich  in  men  as  we  are  in  money. 
There  are  noble  fellows  ready  to  give  themselves  for  the  sake 
of  humanity,  if  we  impress  them  with  the  situation  and  offer 
them  work  that  is  worth  the  sacrifice. 

We  need  to  develop  in  our  congregations  a  systematic 
method  of  "money  getting,"  by  the  introduction  of  plain, 
safe,  well-known  business  principles.  The  shortage  in  our 
finances  is  not  so  much  from  lack  of  money  as  from  lack  of 
business  methods  in  securing  it. 

So  also  the  limited  number  of  students  for  the  Christian 
ministry  is  not  from  lack  of  men,  but  rather  because  the 
Church  has  been  passive,  while  the  claims  of  business  and 
secular  interests  have  been  aggressively  pressed  upon  j^oung 
men,  with  their  natural  reAvard  in  sight,  and  that  to  the  ex- 
clusion or  overshadowing  of  the  highest  claim  that  can 
challenge  the  service  of  any  man,  which  is  the  Christian 
ministry,  the  complete  rewards  of  which  will  be  fully  obtained 
only  when  this  life's  M'ork  is  ended. 

We  pray,  "Thy  kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done  on  earth 
as  it  is  in  heaven."  If  that  prayer  is  not  simply  a  form  of 
sound  words,  but  is  the  divine  program,  then  it  is  time  for  us 
not  only  to  unite  in  its  utterance,  but  to  have  such  faith  in 
God  and  man  as  will  constrain  us  to  join  hands  for  its  execu- 
tion. We  need  to  show  by  our  works  both  a  sublime  faith 
and  a  glorious  hope.  There  are  great  difficulties  confronting 
us,  but  what  of  that?  A  problem  that  does  not  involve 
difficulties  would  hardly  be  worth  doing.  It  will  ever  remain 
true,  that  the  groA\1:h  and  prosperity  of  the  Church  and  the 
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support  of  all  her  other  work  depend  largely  upon  the  success 
of  her  Home  Missionary  operations.  To  be  weak  or  ineffect- 
ive at  this  vital  point  will  later  on  mean  hindrance,  if  not 
ruin,  in  every  other  department  of  work. 

Conclusion. 

The  report  of  the  work  as  administered  by  your  Board  of 
Home  Missions  is  hereby  submitted  for  your  information  and 
consideration.  We  have  sought  to  present  results  accom- 
plished in  the  several  departments  of  our  work,  to  present  our 
needs,  and  to  give  a  glimpse  of  the  field  as  it  lies  clearly  defined 
to  our  vision. 

We  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  measure  of  prosperity 
that  has  crowned  the  labors  of  this  triennium.  There  are 
evidences  of  growing  interest,  in  the  organization  of  mission- 
ary societies  in  many  places,  in  holding  missionary  conven- 
tions and  festivals,  and  in  the  permanent  organization  of 
Home  Missionary  Study  Classes.  More  of  our  ministers  have 
preached  with  unusual  earnestness  upon  the  subject  of  mis- 
sions. The  offerings  have  increased  in  amount  and  are  in 
excess  of  any  previous  period  in  our  history  as  a  Church. 

There  has  been  also  a  healthy  growth  in  our  missions  as 
to  membership  and  as  to  amounts  contributed  for  benevo- 
lence and  local  objects,  so  that  while  our  established  congre- 
gations have  increased  their  gifts,  God's  blessing  has  also 
rested  upon  the  labors  of  our  missionaries.  For  all  this  we 
have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  to  our  heavenly  Father, 
who  has  visited  His  plantation  and  has  given  us  the  precious 
dew  and  rain  of  His  grace. 

With  gratitude  in  our  hearts  for  the  past  and  inspired  by 
thrilling  visions  of  splendid  opportunities  and  possibilities 
for  the  future,  let  us  as  a  Church  go  confidently  forward. 
God  has  laid  upon  us  a  responsibility  our  fathers  never  knew. 
Trumpet  voices  are  calling  to  opportunities  as  never  before. 
Under  the  guidance  and  inspiration  of  our  blessed  Master, 
let  us  advance  this  work  to  a  grander  success  than  it  has 
ever  vet  attained.

The  term  of  service  of  Revs.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  D.D.,  P.  H. 
Dippell,  D.D.,  D.  W.  Ebbert,  D.D.,  C.  E.  Miller,  D.D.,  and 
Elders  C.  M.  Boush  and  John  W.  Bickel,  who  succeeded

Overtures. 

The  Board  respectfully  asks  your  favorable  action  on  the 
following  items: 

1.  That  Synod  devote  a  season  of  prayer  for  Home  Mis- 
sions in  connection  with  the  consideration  and  adoption  of 
this  report. 

2.  That  Septuagesima  Sunday  of  each  year  be  set  apart  as 
a  day  of  special  prayer  for  Home  Missions,  and  that  the 
Classes  be  directed  to  request  pastors  to  observe  the  day 
by  preaching  sermons  on  the  claims  of  Home  Missions. 

3.  That  the  second  Sunday  in  November  of  each  year  be 
again  designated  as  Home  Missionary  Day  in  the  Sunday- 
schools,  and  that  the  Classes  be  directed  to  call  the  special 
attention  of  pastors  and  Consistories  to  this  fact,  and  also  to 
the  further  fact  that  the  offerings  of  the  day  should  be  over 
and  beyond  the  apportionment. 

4.  That  because  of  the  growing  need  for  more  money  to 
aid  in  securing  the  necessary  church  property  for  our  mis- 
sions, and  because  the  plan  is  safe,  practical  and  of  permanent 
value,  the  creation  of  Church-building  Funds  be  through  the 
Classes  again  favorably  commended  to  congregations  and 
individuals. 

5.  That  the  several  Classes  be  requested  to  arrange  for 
holding  missionar}^  conventions,  and  that  they  stimulate 
pastors  and  Consistories  to  organize  and  conduct  Home  Mis- 
sion Study  Classes  wherever  practicable. 

6.  That,  to  meet  the  increased  expense  of  living  and  the 
necessary  expansion  of  our  work,  we  ask  Synod  to  assume 
and  apportion  $125,000  per  annum,  as  follows: 

For  Home  Missions,  upon  the  English  Synods S94,500 

For  Hungatian  and  Boliemian  Missions,  upon  all  the  Synods. .  -.---^;;606 — 
For  the  Harbor  Mission,  upon  all  the  Synods 1,500 
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For  Gemian-English  Missions  under  the  German  Boards,  upon 

the  English  Synods 5,000 

For  Church  Building,  upon  the  English  Synods 15,000

To  your  committee  were  referred  the  triennial  report  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  a  communication  from  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Colored  Evangelistic  Work  of  the 
Louisville  Presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  matter 
placed  in  our  hands,  your  committee  begs  to  offer 'the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  report  of  General  Synod's  Board,  in  addition  to  the 
clear  and  concise  presentation  of  its  own  work,  also  pre- 
sented in  condensed  form  the  facts  and  statistics  of  the  two 
German  Boards,  and  your  committee  thus  had  before  them 
the  work  of  the  entire  Church  for  Home  Missions. 

From  this  report,  therefore,  your  committee  learn  that, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  they  have  been  able  to  produce  results 
which,  if  not  altogether  satisfactory  to  themselves,  are,  none 
the  less,  gratifying  to  the  Church. 

The  untiring  efforts  of  the  Board,  the  efficient  labors  of 
the  District  Superintendents,  the  self-denying  and  conse- 
crated toil  of  both  the  missionaries  and  the  missions,  the 
manifest  increase  of  interest  in  and  contributions  for  the 
work  by  the  Church  at  large,  all  have  worked  together  to 
produce  results  worthy  of  our  highest  commendation. 

The  Board  is  happy  in  reporting  nine  of  the  missions 
advanced  to  self-support,  thirty  new  missions  enrolled, 
twenty-eight  new  churches  built,  the  pleasurable  responsi- 
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bility  of  caring  for  193  missions,  and  also  an  increase  of 
receipts  of  $14,214  for  the  regular  work  of  the  Board.  Let 
us  pause  and  ask,  what  do  these  facts  and  figures  mean? 
It  means  that  for  progress  and  for  permanent  results,  nine 
pastoral  charges,  with  1,352  members  and  1,612  Sunday- 
school  members,  have  been  promoted  from  beneficiaries  to 
benefactors;  it  means  that  the  thirty  new  missions  recently 
enrolled  have  already  added  to  the  membership  of  the 
Church  2,055  and  $1,900  to  the  benevolence  of  the  Church; 
the  193  missions  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Board  means 
the  conserving  of  the  highest  religious  welfare  of  22,320 
membei-s  and  20,000  Sunday-school  children,  who,  in  token 
of  appreciation,  have  just  last  year  contributed  the  not 
insignificant  sum  of  $26,341  dollars  to  the  benevolent  objects 
of  the  Church. 

By  comparison  with  the  status  of  the  work  as  it  was  three 
years  ago, .  we  find  the  following  factors  of  encouragement : 
Twenty-nine  more  missions  on  the  roll  with  3,456  more  mem- 
bers, who  have  contributed  nearly  $10,000  more  to  benevo- 
lence, and  the  receipts  of  moneys  for  all  purposes  increased 
by  $55,496.  All  this,  together  with  the  consciousness  of 
excellent  fields  of  opportunity,  big  with  promise,  which 
voice  a  special  fitness  for  and  call  to  the  Reformed  Church 
for  Home  Mission  work  in  this  nation,  all  breathe  the  very 
spirit  of  true  encouragement. 

■  This  truly  gratifying  showing  is  tempered,  however,  by 
the  lack  of  both  men  and  means  to  go  forth  and  occupy  the 
fields  of  opportunity  afforded.  The  General  Synod  at  Allen- 
town,  Pa.,  made  apportionment  of  $300,000  for  the  trien- 
nium;  on  this  apportionment  there  appears  a  deficit  of  $97,- 
000.  This  shortage  not  only  involved  the  Board  in  a  debt, 
but  also  prevented  the  Board  from  challenging  this  Synod 
with  proportionately  greater  results  for  the  upbuilding  of 
the  Church. 

This  Synod  learns  with  profound  regret  that  the  honored 
President  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  feels 
constrained  to  retire  from  further  participation  in  the  work 
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of  the  Board,  because  of  advancing  years  and  multiplied 
engagements. 

This  General  Synod  would  herewith  place  on  record  its 
deep  appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  by  Dr.  Eschbach 
during  the  many  years  of  arduous,  yet  eminently  successful, 
service  in  the  interests  of  this  particular  work.  The  present 
happy  conditions  of  the  work  of  the  Board  shall  remam  a 
monument  to  his  untiring  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

We  also  make  record  of  our  regret  at  the  death  of  several 
of  the  missionaries  under  the  Board,  several  members  of  the 
Board  and  of  Superintendent  Rev.  T.  M.  Yundt;  yet  this 
regret  is  tempered  by  the  knowledge  that  the  places  of  these 
departed  brethren,  each  one  zealous  in  his  work,  have  been 
filled  by  admirable  choice  and  T\4se  selection. 

Animated  by  a  feeling  of  profound  gratitude  to  God  for 
His  blessings  upon  this  work  in  the  past  and  with  sincere 
dependence  upon  Him  for  future  guidance  and  help,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Synod  devote  a  season  of  prayer  for  Home 
Missions  in  connection  with  the  consideration  of  this  report. 

Resolved,  That  Septuagesima  Sunday  of  each  year  be  set 
apart  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for  this  holy  cause,  and  that 
the  Classes  be  directed  to  request  pastors  to  observe  the  day 
by  preaching  sermons  or  otherwise  presenting  the  claims  of 
Home  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be  requested  to  arrange 
for  the  holding  of  Missionary  Conventions,  and  that  they 
stimulate  pastors  and  Consistories  to  organize  and  conduct 
Home  Mission  Study  Classes  wherever  it  be  practicable. 

The  Harbor  Mission. 
Your  committee  gives  hearty  concurrence  to  the  statement 
of  the  Board  concerning  the  nature  and  character  of  this 
work,  its  value  to  the  Church  and  the  efficiency  of  the  mis- 
sionary in  charge.  We  recommend  to  the  Classes  the  prompt 
payment  of  the  small  apportionment  for  this  worthy  cause. 
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Resolved,  That  an  annual  apportionment  of  $1,500  be 
made  upon  all  the  District  Synods  for  Harbor  Mission. 

German  and  German-English  Work. 

One  of  the  pleasing  surprises  to  your  committee  came  m 
connection  with  the  increase  of  activity  of  the  three  German 
Synods  in  Home  Mission  work.  The  gratif3dng  increase  in 
the  number  of  missions  and  church  buildings,  together  with 
the  phenomenal  increase  of  receipts  for  the  conduct  of  the 
work  are  worthy  of  special  consideration  and  record.  The 
happy  co-operation  of  the  English  with  the  German  Church, 
especially  in  German-English  work,  warrants  your  committee 
to  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  as  an  evidence  of  our  appreciation  and 
confidence,  this  General  Synod  makes  an  apportionment  of 
$6,000  annually  upon  the  English  Synods  for  German- 
English  Missions.  Two-thirds  of  this  sum  to  be  paid  to 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Synod  of  the  North  West 
and  Central  Synod,  and  one-third  to  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  of  the  German  Synod  of  the  East. 

Hungarian  and  Bohemian  Work. 

In  the  body  of  their  report,  the  Board  refer  to  the  unfor- 
tunate interference  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Hungary, 
with  our  work  among  their  countrymen  in  this  country; 
and  now,  owing  to  the  long-continued  and  serious  hindrance 
to  our  work,  our  Hungarian  pastors  and  elders  ask  this  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  authorize  its  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  send 
to  Hungary  one  or  two  commissioners,  duly  accredited  by 
both  tlie  Synod  and  the  Board,  who  shall  confer  with  the 
Hungarian  Conventus  in  reference  to  this  matter,  with  a 
view  to  secure  some  satisfactory  co-operation  between  them 
and  us  in  our  Hungarian  work  in  this  country.  We,  therefore, 
offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  granted  and  the  Board 
thus  authorized. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  does  not  wish  to  falter 
in  the  continuance  of  this  work  among  the  Hungarian  and 
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Bohemian  people,  and  for  which  determination  we  heartily 
■commend  the  Board,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $8,000  be  apportioned  annually 
upon  all  the  Synods  for  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  missions. 

Work  Among  the  Colored  People. 

That  there  is  a  large  field  for  usefulness  in  the  further  up- 
lift of  the  colored  race  in  this  country  is  a  demonstrated 
iact.  Your  committee,  in  full  recognition  of  the  fact,  would 
suggest  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  be  requested 
to  do  whatsoever  it  can  or  may  in  this  matter,  either  by 
co-operation  with  individuals,  organizations  or  upon  its 
-own  initiative. 

Church-Building  Department. 

It  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  Church  that  the  Board  has 
enjoyed  the  receipt  of  $2,000  more  from  the  apportionment 
for  Church  Building  this  triennium  than  the  former  one; 
this  fact,  together  with  the  receipt  of  thirty-two  additional 
Church-building  Funds  of  five  hundred  dollars  each,  have 
-enabled  the  Board  to  keep  pace  in  measurable  degree  with 
its  needs  in  this  department.  Realizing  the  imperative  need 
of  the  Board  in  this  branch  of  its  work,  we  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Synods  and  Classes  be  requested 
■to  give  particular  attention  to  the  "Church-building  Fund" 
-and  "Annuity  Bond"  plans,  with  their  safety  as  an  invest- 
ment, their  continued  beneficent  effects  and  their  great  use- 
fulness to  the  Board,  in  such  way  as  to  induce  individuals, 
.families,  congregations,  Sunday-schools  and  Societies  of  the 
•Church  to  establish  such  Church-building  Funds. 

Resolved,  That  we  apportion  the  sum  of  $12,000  annually 
upon  the  English. Synods  for  Church. Building. 

Woman's  Work. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  note  the  active  and  continued  in- 
terest' of  the  Women's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  Church 
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in  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  and  their  increase  of  nearly 
$1,000  contributed  to  our  work  is  most  commendable.  We 
would  assure  the  women  of  the  Church  that  there  is  no  work 
more  important,  no  field  of  opportunity  greater  and  more 
imperative  in  its  demand  than  comes  from  the  home  land 
itself,  for  the  protection  of  the  home  and  the  preservation 
of  this  country  as  a  Christian  nation. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  places  on  record  its 
appreciation  of  the  generous  contributions  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  to  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  challenge  the  prayerful  atten- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod 
to  the  needs  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  with  the  kindly 
suggestion  of  a  still  more  generous  appropriation  of  their 
funds  in  this  direction.  This  suggestion  shall  not  mean  any 
curtailment  of  their  interest  in  the  foreign  field,  but  additional 
and  practical  interest  in  the  home  land. 

Home  Missionary  Day. 

Your  committee  gives  hearty  approval  to  the  policy  of 
the  Board  in  designating  some  particular  object  for  the  offer- 
ings of  the  day,  and  feeling  that  a  carefully-prepared  service 
for  the  use  of  our  Sunday-schools  on  that  da}''  is  both  edu- 
cational and  helpful,  we  suggest  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  continue  the 
issuing  of  a  "Home  Mission  Day"  service  for  the  use  of  our 
Sunday-schools. 

Resolved,  That  the  second  Sunday  in  November  of  each 
year  be  observed  as  Home  Mission  Day  in  the  Sunday-schools 
and  congregations  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  Classes  be  re- 
quested to  call  the  special  attention  of  pastors  and  Con- 
sistories to  this  action,  and  also  to  the  further  fact  that  the 
contributions  of  the  day  be  over  and  above  the  apportion- 
ment. 

Literature. 

We    strongly    commend    the    continued    publication    and 
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gratuitous  distribution  of  the  Home  Missionary  Bulletin,  as 
well  as  any  other  literature  of  the  Board  for  the  conveying 
of  facts,  figures  and  information  to  the  membership  of  the 
Church.  Only  where  there  is  intelligent  knowledge  of  an 
object  can  there  be  intelligent  and  generous  support  of  that 
object.  This  Synod,  feeling  the  full  value  of  the  efforts  of 
the  Board  in  this  line  of  their  policy,  would  respectfully 

Resolve,  That  this  General  Synod  urge  upon  the  several 
Classes  to  earnestly  consider  this  work,  to  commend  the 
literature  of  the  Board  and  secure  for  it  a  wide  circulation. 

Legacies. 

The  Board  most  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of 
$10,104  in  bequests  made  by  a  number  of  individuals  for  the 
work. 

The  great  amount  of  good  accomplished  by  this  method 
of  giving  needs  to  be  emphasized  by  the  entire  Reformed 
Church.  In  proportion  to  financial  ability,  surely  a  portion 
of  every  man's  estate  should  be  thus  dedicated  to  the  Lord's 
work  among  men. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  through  the  Classes,  challenge 
the  ministry  of  the  Church  to  use  all  proper  effort,  whether 
publicly  or  privately,  to  remind  the  membership  of  both 
duty  and  privilege  in  this  matter. 

Suggestions. 
Without  presuming  to  dictate  to  the  Board,  and  without 
any  thought  of  lack  of  confidence  in  the  administration  of 
its  affairs,  but  animated  solely  by  a  desire  to  enhance  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Board,  the  General  Synod  makes  respect- 
ful suggestion  to  this  valued  servant  of  the  Church  of  com- 
mendation of  its  present  policy  and 

(1)  That  the  Board  take  such  action  looking  to  the  with- 
drawing of  its  support  to  unpromising  and  isolated  missions, 
in  fields  which  have  been  sufficiently  occupied  by  other 
churches. 

(2)  That  the  Board  should  refrain  from  enlarging  its  work 
to  any  considerable  extent  or  degree  until  such  time  when 
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the  present  indebtedness  of  the  Board  be  reduced  to  more 
manageable  proportions. 

(3)  That  the  Board  should  immediately  upon  its  organi- 
zation address  itself,  through  its  General  Superintendent, 
to  the  work  of  securing  $30,000  for  the  use  of  the  Board  with 
a.  view  to  resume  its  financial  obligations  upon  a  cash  basis. 

Men  and  Money. 

That  there  be  a  lack  of  both  men  and  money  to  a  more 
successful  conduct  of  the  great  work  of  the  Board,  is  a  matter 
for  earnest  thought  and  prayerful  consideration.  With  a 
view  to  rectify  in  part  at  least  this  truly  abnormal  condition 
in  our  beloved  Church,  we  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  use  every  oppor- 
tunity to  challenge  the  moral  heroism  of  young  men  to  enter 
the  ministry  of  the  Church  with  a  view  to  supplying  the  Mis- 
sion fields  with  faithful  ministers  in  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  so  arrange  its 
policy  as  to  secure,  if  possible,  additional  producing  factors 
along  financial  lines.  To  give  more  emphasis  to  specializa- 
tion of  work,  to  claim  its  share  in  the  laymen's  or  men's 
movement,  and  with  persuasive  aggressiveness,  develop  the 
grace  of  enlarged  giving  to  this  worthy  and  holy  cause. 

Apportionment  for  Triennium. 

After  thoughtful  and  earnest  consideration,  your  commit- 
tee felt  constrained  to  revise  the  apportionments  asked  for 
by  the  report  of  the  Board.  The  judgment  of  your  commit- 
tee is  expressed  in  the  following  statement: 

To  carry  forward  the  work  of  this  Board  in  its  various 
departments  successfully,  the  following  sums  seem  to  be 
imperatively  necessary. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  and 
reference  to  the  Finance  Committee  the  apportionment  of 
the  following,  as  directed  in  each  case: 

For  Home  Missions,  upon  English  Synods $85,500 

Hungarian  and  Bohemian  Missions,  upon  all  the  S3mods 8,000 

For  the  Haybior  Mission,  upon  all  the  Synods 1,500 
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For  German-Enjrlish  Missions,  upon  the  English  Synods 6,000 

For  Church-buildins,  upon  the  EnsUsh  Synods 12,000 

A  total  of  $113,000  annually  for  the  next  three  years. 

Rally  Cry  for  Triennium. 

With  large  increase  of  membership  and  consequent  con- 
tributing power,  with  but  small  increase  of  demand  for  this 
work,  with  full  appreciation  of  Home  Mission  work  in  this 
country,  not  only  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
but  also  for  the  conserving  of  the  best  interests  of  the  land 
and  the  nation,  with  full  knowledge  that  this  work  stands  for 
high  standards  of  moral  and  social  ethics,  for  good  citizen- 
ship, for  the  purity  of  the  American  home,  and  for  the  pre- 
servation of  American  principles  of  life  and  government, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod,  realizing  that  action 
needs  to  follow  pledge  and  that  performance  must  square 
with  promise,  calls  upon  the  rank  and  file  of  her  membership, 
through  the  Classes,  to  make  it  the  rallying  cry  for  this 
triennium  "Apportionments  for  Home  Missions  Paid  in  Full." 
With  an  appeal  to  patriotism  and  duty,  to  privilege  and  sacri- 
fice for  this  pre-eminently  worthy  cause,  the  medium  of 
effective  assent  to  the  second  great  command. 

Finally. 
Be  it 

Resolved,  By  this  General  Synod,  that  we  make  grateful 
record  of  appreciation  for  the  blessings  of  God  upon  the  work 
of  Home  Missions  in  the  past,  that  with  firm  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  with  fresh  inspiration  and  greater  enthusiasm  for  this 
potent  factor  of  the  Church's  strength,  with  loving,  earnest 
and  confident  appeal  to  the  great  loyal  and  patriotic  heart 
of  the  Church  pulsating  in  full  sympathy  with  this  work,  we 
challenge  both  fervent  prayer  and  generous  offering,  true 
enthusiasm  for  and  devout  interest  in  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions  in  this  country.

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m.  Tenth  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  from 
1905  to    1908. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  ihe  United 

States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  divine  favor  has  been 
so  manifest  in  our  work  of  Foreign  Missions  during  the  past 
three  years,  that  the  first  word  in  this  report  should  be  a 
note  of  sincere  gratitude  to  the  God  of  our  salvation.  Truly, 
He  has  led  us  as  a  people  into  fuller  service  by  our  going 
to  the  regions  beyond,  and  He  has  kept  us  loyal  by  our  aid- 
ing to  spread  His  kingdom  in  all  the  world. 

What  hath  the  Lord  wrought  amongst  us?  As  we  review 
His  blessings  upon  our  labors,  we  feel  it  our  bounden  duty  to 
raise  the  voice  of  thanksgiving.  A  study  of  the  record,  un- 
worthy though  it  be  in  His  sight,  reveals  a  vast  and  growing 
work  with  its  vexed  problems,  and  it  portrays  the  joys  and 
success  of  an  enterprise  whose  increasing  needs  can  only  be 
met  by  a  faith  that  worketh  by  love,  and  a  hope  that  endureth 
unto  the  end. 

Encouraged  by  the  sympathetic  declaration  of  your  rev- 
erend body,  convened  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  in  May,  1905,  that 
"the  imperative  calls  of  the  hour,  the  period  of  crisis  when 
it  is  possible  to  lose  the  fruits  of  many  years'  labor  that  have 
cost  prayers  and  self-sacrifice  and  life,  demand  of  us  that  we 
work  more  unitedly  and  more  heroically  than  ever  before," 
the  Board  has  gone  forward  amid  hope  and  fear  in  meeting 
the  most  urgent  demands  of  our  missions  in  Japan  and 
China,  believing  that  "there  are  no  bridges  of  retreat,"  and 
that  "the  Church  must  advance  in  the  glorious  field  whither 
the  Cross  of  Christ  is  leading." 

Six  years  ago  the  annual  income  of  your  Board  was  less 
than  $40,000.  The  number  of  missionaries  was  twenty-two. 
Our  school  buildings  at  Sendai,  Japan,  were  entirely  inade- 
quate. In  fact,  the  old  frame  building  of  the  Girls'  School 
was  laid  in  ashes.  We  had  to  rebuild  it.  Later  on,  an  in- 
spection by  the  Minister  of  Education  made  it  imperative  for 
the  mission  to  provide  better  buildings  for  the  North  Japan 
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College.  To  furnish  the  buildings  for  this  important  insti- 
tution, the  training  school  of  our  native  ministry,  with  the 
additional  ground,  cost  the  Church  over  $100,000.  The  same 
story  can  be  told  of  the  work  in  China.  We  have  spent  on 
school  buildings,  hospitals,  chapels  and  residences,  at  least 
$65,000.  Besides  this  large  expenditure  for  buildings,  we 
have  sent  to  Japan  and  China  thirty-two  new  workers,  an 
absolute  necessity,  at  an  approximate  expense  of  $25,000 
for  outfit  and  passage  money.  These  extensive  building 
operations  and  the  strengthening  of  our  working  force,  were 
undertaken  in  the  fear  of  God  and  with  a  passion  for  saving 
the  lost.  We  could  not  have  done  less  without  placing^in 
jeopardy  all  our  past  efforts  and  present  results. 

The  Lord  has  led  us  in  the  planting,  manning  and  equip- 
ping of  our  two  flourishing  missions.  There  is  every  reason 
for  encouragement  so  far  as  the  growth  and  the  prospects  of 
the  work  go.  No  other  Church  has  had  greater  favors 
shown  it  than  ours  in  its  work  of  foreign  missions.  No 
missionaries  have  been  more  zealous.  Our  schools  of  learn- 
ing are  a  credit  to  the  men  and  women  who  laid  their  broad 
foundations.  The  work  of  evangelization  is  ripe  for  a  larger 
ingathering.  We  have  a  self-s?crificing  body  of  native 
workers.  The  earnest  Christians  prove  their  faith  by  their 
good  works.  Everything  teems  with  hope.  The  Lord  has 
done  great  things  for  us  whereof  we  are  glad. 

Brethren,  as  you  ponder  the  activities  of  our  Church  in 
the  foreign  land,  which  we  have  tried  to  set  forth  in  this 
report,  as  you  study  the  present  conditions  in  the  fields 
white  to  harvest,  and  as  you  see  the  open  doors  which  we  are 
unable  to  enter  because  of  a  lack  of  missionaries  and  a  want 
of  funds,  may  the  vision  for  service  be  so  real  and  convincing 
that  you  will  rise  in  your  full  strength,  give  God  what  belongs 
to  Him,  and  say  to  your  Board,  "Go  right  on  with  the  work, 
for  the  same  God  who  leads  you  into  new  fields  will  see  to  it 
that  the  more  we  give  to  His  work  the  more  we  shall  have 
to  give." 
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The  Outlook  Abroad. 

Our  Church  has  made  a  splendid  record  during  the  time  of 
her  foreign  missionary  activity.  With  the  progress  of  Chris- 
tianity in  the  Orient  we  can  safely  trace  our  own  growth  as  a 
denomination.  We  should  never  cease  thanking  God  for  the 
part  He  has  given  us  in  the  evangelization  of  Japan  and  China. 
The  location  of  our  work  is,  in  the  providence  of  God,  in  the 
most  open,  the  most  urgent  and  the  most  momentous  mission- 
ary^ fields  of  the  world  to-day.  Statesmen  in  these  vast  em- 
pires have  publicly  declared  that  Christianity  is  the  best 
religion  to  exalt  a  nation  and  give  it  strength  at  home  and 
abroad.  There  is  a  wide-spread  spirit  of  inquiry  and  readi- 
ness to  hear  faithful  Gospel  preaching.  The  doors  of  oppor- 
tunity^ are  opening  faster  than  we  are  able  to  enter.  There 
are  no  barriers  now  in  the  path  of  the  missionary  of  the  cross. 
The  constant  appeals  for  help  are  deafening  to  the  Christians 
who  have  ears  to  hear  the  cries  of  human  need. 

And  what  is  the  aim  of  Christian  missions?  It  is  not  offer- 
ing a  future  salvation  to  men  and  women  who  are  in  danger 
of  being  lost  in  the  future.  The  missionaries  carry  the  light 
to  nations  that  now  sit  in  darkness.  They  offer  life  to  men 
who  are  dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sins.  They  are  lifting  up 
the  weak  and  helpless  sons  of  men.  We  owe  it  to  the  dwell- 
ers in  heathen  lands  to  put  them  in  possession  of  a  mental 
and  moral  training  so  that  they  can  help  themselves.  And 
the  need  for  such  service  and  the  opportunity  for  rendering 
it  has  never  been  so  great  as  in  our  da}'.  Anyone  who  has 
made  a  study  of  the  equipment  of  our  missions  in  Japan  and 
China  knows  that  our  missionaries  are  now  ready  to  do  their 
most  effective  work.  They  have  laid  hold  of  every  human 
agency  for  the  uplift  of  the  doAvn-trodden  in  body,  mind 
and  spirit. 

The  key  to  the  solution  of  the  missionary  problem  is  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  "Faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and 
hearing  by  the  word  of  God."  But  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  preacher?  It  is  the  man  with  the  message  of  peace 
and  good-will  that  men  need  and  will  listen  to.     Firmlv  be- 
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lieving  this,  we  are  free  to  confess,  that  the  evangeHstic  arm 
of  our  work  needs  strengthening.  In  the  past  five  3'ears,  we 
have  laid  the  main  stress,  and  we  beheve  wisely  so,  on  the 
educational  work.  But  now  we  must  safeguard  the  work  of 
evangelism.  The  few  missionaries  in  charge  of  this  work  in 
Japan  and  China  have  just  cause  for  being  discouraged. 
They  have  been  appealing  for  help,  but  w^e  could  not  give 
heed  to  their  reasonable  demands  because  of  the  school  needs 
which  had  to  be  supplied.  As  a  result,  our  evangelistic  work 
is  weak.  The  time  has  come  when  we  must  bestir  ourselves 
to  find  the  men  and  gather  the  funds  for  the  proper  equipment 
of  the  stations  where  the  people  are  eagerly  longing  for  the 
Gospel. 

OiTR  Evangelistic  Work. 
In  Japan. 

This  is  harvest  time  in  the  north  of  Japan.  The  religious 
awakening  is  steadily  becoming  deeper  and  brighter.  Hun- 
dreds are  accepting  Christ.  During  the  past  3'ear  there  w-ere 
520  adult  baptisms.  By  far  the  largest  single  ingathering 
was  that  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Moore,  in  the  Kanda  Church,  Tokyo. 
He  reports  175  conversions  in  one  year.  This  is  a  remark- 
able record.  How  was  all  this  brought  about?  By  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  answer  to  earnest  prayer,  and  by 
every  day  continued  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  pastors. 
The  need  of  a  larger  and  more  convenient  building  for  the 
Kanda  congregation  is  now  felt  more  than  ever.  This  church 
is  in  the  heart  of  the  city  with  its  teeming  millions.  Our  old- 
est missionary  enjoys  the  confidence  of  the  leaders  in  Christian 
work  in  the  metropolis.  The  interest  at  Koishikawa  is 
in  one  of  the  most  promising  districts  of  Tokyo.  Several 
prominent  families  have  cast  their  lot  with  us,  among  them 
a  naval  officer  w^ho  possesses  the  highest  decoration  from  the 
emperor  for  service  in  the  late  war. 

Since  July,  1907,  three  churches  have  become  self-support- 
ing: Higashi,  Rokubancho,  Sendai;  Kanda,  Tokyo:  Iwa- 
numa,  near  Sendai.  The  Bancho  church  in  Tokyo,  and  the 
Nibancho  church  at  Sendai,    have  been  self-supporting  for 
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some  years.  It  is  hard  to  over-estimate  the  meaning  of  this 
epoch-making  event  in  the  history  of  our  work.  We  regard 
it  as  the  beginning  of  a  movement  towards  a  strong  inde- 
pendent church  in  Japan.  The  claims  of  Fukushima,  Kanda 
and  Yonezawa,  and  other  places,  have  been  before  the  Church 
for  several  years,  and  gifts  are  slowly  coming  in  for  church 
buildings.  We  are  able  to  report  as  follows:  Tokyo,  $454; 
Fukushima,  $1,487.35;  Wakamatsu,  $4.15;  Koishikawa, 
$65.75.  These  stations  need  help  now,  and  our  delay  in  sup- 
plying the  funds  will  only  retard  the  work  and  add  to  the 
expense  of  building.  A  reliable  authority  informs  us  that 
the  cost  of  building  has  increased  more  than  thirty  per  cent, 
in  the  last  three  years.  In  North  Japan  and  in  our  Tokyo 
district,  we  are  largely  responsible  for  the  evangelization  of 
5,000,000  souls.  Our  mission  has  occupied  a  sort  of  pre- 
eminence in  the  northeast,  but  we  are  in  serious  danger  of 
losing  it.  Other  missions  are  extending  their  work,  not  only 
in  places  where  we  have  already  commenced,  but  also  in 
unoccupied  territory  that  naturally  belongs  to  us.  Unless 
we  equip  and  man  more  of  the  out-stations,  we  shall  lose 
ground  that  it  may  never  be  possible  to  recover.  The  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  us,  as  a  Church,  to  fortify  our  evangel- 
istic work  for  the  future  by  promptly  supplying  at  least  the 
needs  as  set  forth  in  the  following  overture  from  the  mission : 

"Whereas,  The  need  for  suitable  church  buildings  is  be- 
coming increasingly  appreciated,  not  only  by  members  of 
the  mission,  but  also  by  the  native  Christians,  and  in  a  num- 
ber of  instances  the  latter  have  taken  the  initiative,  there- 
fore, be  it 

''Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  respect- 
fully urged  to  appropriate  money  for  church  lots  and  build- 
ings as  follows:  $2,000  for  Wakamatsu;  $800  for  Kakuda; 
$800  for  Shiroishi;  $1,800  for  Kita  Kaji  Machi,  Sendai;  $800 
for  Furukawa ;  $2,000  for  Koishikawa,  Tokyo,  and  $2,000 
for  Koriyama." 

There  has  been  an  impression  among  some  people  that  the 
time  has  come  for  missionaries  to  withrdaw  from  Japan  and 
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to  hand  over  the  work  to  the  Japanese.     Our  mission  has 
taken  strong  action  on  this  point  and  confirms  a  growing 
conviction  that  the  time  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  mission- 
aries is  not  at  hand,  and  that  this  is  particularly  true  of  the 
Sendai  district.     Instead  of  thinking  of  withdrawing  from 
the  field,  the  mission  asks  for  the  reinforcement  of  our  work 
by  sending  immediately  five  married  missionaries  and  a  num- 
ber of  single  ladies  for  the  evangelistic  work.     The  mission 
is  united  in  this  request.     Unless  we  can  soon  supply  these 
workers,  we  will  not  only  not  be  able  to  advance  much,  but 
we  will  actually  lose  many  of  the   results  of  our  labors.     If 
by  evangelistic  work  were  meant  simply  sowing  the  seed 
and  reaping  the  fruit,  it  would  not  be  so  important  to  have 
a  strong  force  of  workers,  but  it  is  also  a  work  of  nurturing 
the  tender  plants  in  the  house  of  the  Lord.     Only  the  ablest 
men  can  cope  with  the    present  situation    in  Japan.     The 
Christian  leaders  are  asking  the  Boards  to  send  only  the  best 
men.     We  believe,  in  this  respect,  we  have  been  fortunate 
in  the  selection  of  our  missionaries. 

That  the  General  Synod  may  know  the  mind  of  the  mis- 
sion on  this  important  matter  and  be  able  to  understand  the 
situation,  we  ask  a  special  consideration  of  the  action  of  the 
mission  taken  at  its  semi-annual  meeting,  held  on  January 
18,  1907.     It  is  as  follows : 

Whereas,  In  certain  quarters  the  opinion  is  entertained 
and  disseminated  that  the  time  is  about  at  hand  for  mission- 
aries to  begin  withdrawing  from  Japan  and  handing  over  the 
work  to  the  Japanese,  and. 

Whereas,  The  impression  created  by  the  periodic  exploita- 
tion of  this  idea  is  likely  to  perplex  the  American  supporters 
of  the  Foreign  Missionary  cause  and  thus  interfere  wdth  the 
forthcoming  of  men  and  means,  therefore,  be  it  unanimously 
Resolved,  That  the  mission  do  hereby  express  it  as  its  firm 
conviction: 

(1)  That,  while  generally  speaking  hereafter  missionaries 
need  not  come  to  Japan  in  such  numbers  as  heretofore,  yet 
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the  time  for  their  withrdawal  is  not  yet  at  hand,  and  that 
this  is  particularly  true  of  the  northeast;  and 

(2)  That  in  the  case  of  our  own  mission,  the  reinforcements 
already  asked  for,  viz.,  four  families  for  the  evangelistic  work 
and  two  ladies  for  the  Girls'  School,  are  an  absolute  necessity. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  mission  that  there 
should  be  two  families  for  evangelistic  work  in  Akita  Ken 
instead  of  one,  as  asked  for  in  previous  resolutions  of  the 
Mission. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  mission  that  four  or 
five  single  lady  evangelistic  workers  would  greatly  strengthen 
this  arm  of  our  work,  and 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  consider  this  in 
planning  for  the  future  of  our  Japan  work. 

As  early  as  February,  1901,  the  mission  overtured  the 
Board  "by  all  means  to  send  ten  more  missionaries  within 
the  next  five  years."  With  one  exception,  the  missionaries 
who  have  gone  to  the  field,  in  recent  years,  are  teaching. 
Outside  of  the  Sendai  district.  Dr.  J.  P.  Moore,  at  Tokyo, 
and  Rev.  H.  K.  Miller,  at  Yamagata,  are  still  left  to  fight  the 
evangelistic  battle  alone.  This  need  for  evangelistic  mis- 
sionaries is  imperative.  Had  they  been  sent  out  a  few  years 
ago,  they  would  by  this  time  be  qualified  for  full  evangelistic 
work. 

Considering  the  needs  of  our  evangelistic  work  in  Japan,  it 
is  evident  that  the  Church  should  provide  five  more  married 
missionaries  and  four  or  five  single  lady  evangelistic  workers, 
and,  at  least,  $40,000  for  chapels  and  missionary  residences. 

The  mission  feels  strongly  that  there  is  an  open  door  of 
opportunity  for  men  and  women  of  high  order  of  talent  and 
endowment,  with  best  possible  educational  training,  and  who 
have  the  grace  to  work  patiently  as  the  Lord  rriay  direct 
them.  Count  Okuma,  one  of  the  political  leaders  of  the 
country  and  a  former  Minister  of  State,  recently  said,  "Let 
us  have  the  missionaries  for  another  generation  at  least." 
A  prominent  Japanese  Christian  declared  to  one  of  our  oldest 
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missionaries:  "Your  very  presence  is  an  encouragement  to 
us,  and  we  should  like  you  to  remain,  though  you  were  not 
to  do  much  active  work."  Such  is  the  feeling  of  the  Japan- 
ese towards  the  foreign  missionary  that  one  of  them  told  your 
Secretary,  "If  the  Reformed  Church  should  recall  all  her 
missionaries  from  Japan,  I  am  sure  the  Japanese  Christians 
w^ould  provide  the  support  for  Dr.  Schneder  as  long  as  he 
lives."  Surely  the  Lord  is  loudly  calling  us  to  a  greater 
evangelistic  work  in  the  Sunrise  Kingdom.  He  has  kindled 
an  interest  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  for  the  Gospel.  The 
need  now  is  for  the  preacher  to  satisfy  this  longing  and  teach 
men  the  way  of  life.  In  former  years  the  cry  was  to  get 
opportunities  for  work ;  now"  there  is  a  more  urgent  cry  to  get 
workers  to  lay  hold  of  the  opportunities  that  lie  open  on  every 
side.  We  do  not  report  to  you,  "There  are  yet  four  months 
and  then  cometh  the  harvest,"  but  rather  trumpet  forth 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  Church,  "Lift  up 
your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields;  for  they  are  white  already 
to  harvest."  The  harvest  is  ripe  now,  but  where  are  the 
reapers? 

In  China. 

One  is  awed  into  silence  as  he  studies  the  recent  growth  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  in  China.  The  long  night  of  superstition 
is  passing  and  the  day-break  of  civilization  has  come.  The 
face  of  China  is  toward  the  future.  Dr.  J.  F.  Griggs,  a 
medical  missionary  in  Pekin,  declares  that  China  has  made 
more  progress  in  two  years  past  than  in  a  thousand  years  pre- 
ceding. That  veteran  missionary.  Dr.  Arthur  Smith,  con- 
tends that  China  has  made  more  progress  since  1900  than 
any  other  nation  on  the  face  of  the  globe,  not  excepting 
Japan.  Cues  are  to  be  cut  off;  foot-binding  is  to  cease;  the 
traffic  in  women  is  forbidden;  girls'  schools  are  encouraged; 
modern  improvements  are  introduced;  Sunday  is  to  be  ob- 
served; the  New  Testament  is  to  be  read  in  the  schools. 
And  best  of  all,  the  opium  curse  is  to  be  done  away.  Mean- 
while no  one  who  uses  opium  can  hold  any  public  offices. 
Such  are  a  few^  signs  of  the  aspirations  of  the  New  China.

As  the  oldest  nation  in  the  world,  China  presents  the  largest 
field  for  the  work  of  the  Church.  At  the  present  time  there 
is  a  mighty  awakening  going  on  in  the  Middle  Kingdom.  It 
is  the  result  of  a  century  of  effort  in  bringing  Jesus — the 
Light  of  the  world — to  a  people  in  spiritual  darkness.  When 
Robert  Morrison  went  to  China,  in  1807,  there  were  no 
Protestant  converts  in  that  vast  empire.  Fifty  years  ago 
the  number  of  Christians  was  only  500;  now  there  are  over 
180,000  earnest  believers,  and  10,000  native  workers.  Since 
the  year  1900  about  50,000  persons  have  accepted  Christ  as 
their  Saviour.  Everj'  form  of  missionary  work  is  used  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  every  person  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel. 
The  hospital,  the  school,  and  the  street  chapel  are  the  most 
helpful  agencies  in  China.  Dr.  Griffith  John,  for  over  fifty 
years  a  missionary  in  China,  says,  "I  have  seen  the  Gospel 
work  miracles  in  China.  I  have  seen  it  take  Confucius  down 
from  his  lofty  pedestal,  and  convert  the  proud  Confucianist 
into  a  humble  disciple  of  the  Nazarene,"  The  day  of  the 
open  door  in  China  is  at  hand,  and  our  presence  as  a  Church 
through  our  mission  in  the  province  of  Hunan  is  opportune. 
It  is  growing  clear  that  Christianity  is  to  have  one  of  its 
greatest  triumphs  in  that  land,  and  let  us  rejoice  that  we 
shall  have  a  part  in  advancing  it. 

As  in  Japan  so  in  China,  the  only  hope  for  its  regeneration 
is  the  Gospel.  The  best  life  of  New  China  has  come  from 
the  Lord  through  His  servants.  The  wisest  Chinese  see  this 
and  are  grateful.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Hunan,  the 
last  province  to  open  its  doors,  is  most  appreciative  of  the 
messengers  of  peace.  The  people's  faith  in  the  idols  has  been 
greatly  undermined,  and  this  will  account  to  a  great  extent 
for  their  desire  to  know  of  the  true  and  living  way  into  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord. 

Three  of  our  missionaries  are  doing  evangelistic  work: 
Rev.  William  A.  Reimert  and  Rev.  Paul  E.  Keller,  at  Yochow 
City,  and  Rev.  Irving  G.  Boydstun,  at  Shenchowfu.  It  is 
the  sense  of  our  mission  that  we  are  largely  responsible  as 
a  Church  for  the  evangelization  of  two  and  a  half  millions  of 
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souls.  Let  not  this  vast  number  startle  us,  but  lead  us  anew 
to  the  feet  of  Him  who  has  promised  "All  power"  to  them 
who  go  forth  in  His  name.  Invitations  and  requests  from 
adjacent  towns  and  villages  repeatedly  reach  our  missionar- 
ies, and  they  are  regularly  making  itinerary  trips  into  the 
country  districts.  As  we  gain  native  helpers  and  evangelists, 
they  TV  ill  be  able  to  open  chapels  and  establish  work  with 
native  evangelists  in  charge  in  all  of  the  thirteen  large  cen- 
ters of  our  field. 

Owing  to  a  serious  affliction,  Miss  Carrie  J.  Dreibelbies  has 
had  to  withdraw  from  the  evangelistic  work  among  the  women 
at  Yochow  City,  China,  and  is  now  recuperating  at  Perth 
Amboy,  N.  J.  We  trust  her  illness  may  be  of  short  duration 
and  that  Providence  may  open  the  way  for  her  return  to  the 
field  in  the  future.  She  has  the  sympathy  of  the  China 
mission  and  the  home  Church  in  her  early  retirement  from 
the  active  service  of  the  Board. 

There  is  need  of  several  chapels  for  the  Yochow  station, 
and  the  mission  has  strongly  urged  the  Board  to  provide 
about  S5,000  for  this  purpose.  One  of  the  gratifying  indica- 
tions of  the  spiritual  life  among  the  people  is  the  interest  the 
business  men  are  taking  in  the  work.  They  leave  their  shops, 
for  an  hour  or  two,  and  take  their  turn  in  preaching  to  the 
constantly  changing  crowd  which  attends  the  services  in  the 
street  chapel  beside  the  church.  The  entire  membership  is 
thus  becoming  alive  to  its  privileges  and  opportunities  for 
helpful  service  unto  the  Lord. 

Our  Shenchowfu  station  has  also  bright  prospects  for 
evangelistic  work.  With  an  equipment  of  schools  and  hos- 
pitals to  commend  it ;  a  large  church  building  and  a  band  of 
influential  Christians  to  sustain  it,  a  cit}^  with  its  multitudes 
and  a  large  district  to  evangelize,  the  opportunities  are  unusu- 
ally great.  There  are  a  number  of  most  devout  Christians 
at  this  station  who  have  been  an  inspiration  to  the  mission- 
aries because  of  their  sweet  faith  and  simple  earnestness. 
Early  in  the  spring  of  1907,  several  aged  men,  one  of  them 
seventy-seven  j^ears  old,  came  up  the  North  River,  traveling 
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a  hundred  miles,  to  be  present  at  the  Communion  service. 
Before  this  aged  father  went  away,  he  said  that  he  had  been 
for  seventy  years  hunting  peace,  in  vain,  but  now  he  believed 
the  Gospel,  and  he  thought  he  could  find  it.  He  was  going 
home,  in  his  village  there  were  some  old  men  like  himself, 
whom  he  would  tell  about  the  "doctrine."  When  an  old 
man  in  China  takes  to  the  Gospel  it  means  much,  for  gray 
hairs  and  advanced  years  command  respect  and  influence. 
We  hope  the  coming  of  Rev.  Irving  G.  Boydstun  and  Mr. 
F.  K.  Heinrichsoh'n  to  the  station  has  brought  sufficient 
strength  for  the  work. 

The  new  church  at  Shenchow  is  a  model  of  neatness  and 
comfort.  It  is  in  the  shape  of  the  letter  "T"  with  a  hex- 
agonal tower  in  front,  three  stories  high.  In  the  erection  of 
this  building,  Dr.  Kelly  has  again  shown  his  self-sacrificing 
spirit.  Chinese  and  foreigners  paid  about  $400.  The  re- 
mainder was  personally  provided.  The  church  is  large, 
beautiful  and  furnished.  "It  was  built  to  His  honor  and 
for  the  saving  of  this  people." 

Amid  great  discouragements  and  bitter  disappointments 
our  heralds  of  the  Cross  have  steadily  carried  on  the  work 
of  proclaiming  the  Gospel  until,  as  a  result,  beacon  fires  have 
been  kindled  in  many  hearts.  The  fruits  of  their  labors 
should  surely  encourage  us  to  deeper  sympathy,  heartier 
co-operation  and  fuller  consecration.  The  great  need  at  the 
present  time  in  China  is  more  of  everything  and  greater 
efficiency  in  everything.  The  question  is  not  now,  shall  we 
continue  our  feeble  efforts  in  saving  a  few  souls  from  among 
China's  perishing  people,  but  rather,  shall  we  not,  as  a 
united  Church  arise  in  the  strength  of  our  God,  and  do  our 
part  in  sowing  the  seed  of  truth  into  this  great  field  of  heathen- 
dom, and  thus  win  China  for  Christ,  and  thus  save  her  from 
becoining  a  menace  to  the  world? 

Our  Educational  Work. 

Christian  education  is  an  agency  of  vital  importance  in 
building  up  a  vigorous,  self-respecting,  self-supporting  and 
aggressive  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan  and  China.     This  con- 
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viction  has  led  the  Board  to  estabUsh  schools  of  learning  as 
centers  of  good  intellectual  and  moral  influences.  That  the 
authorities  in  Japan  and  China  acknowledge  the  virtue  of 
these  institutions  may  be  seen  by  the  equal  rights  and  privi- 
leges which  they  now  enjoy  with  government  institutions 
of  similar  grade.  The  Christian  school  is  the  direct  link 
between  the  Church  and  Society  in  general.  The  special 
function  of  these  schools  and  their  recognized  position  makes 
it  imperative  that  this  arm  of  the  Christian  work  should  be 
strong.  Our  Church  is,  therefore,  to  be  congratulated  on 
its  fine  sc'iools  in  Japan  and  China. 

IN    JAPAN. 

North  Japan  College. — Without  a  doubt,  North  Japan 
College,  through  the  erection  and  dedication  of  its  commodi- 
ous buildings,  has  found  a  new  place  in  the  thoughts  of  the 
people  of  North  Japan.  The  school,  from  now  on,  if  its  offi- 
cers and  teachers  are  true  to  their  responsibility,  will  be  a 
potent  factor  in  the  national  life.  Said  a  leading  Sendai 
newspaper:  "North  Japan  College  commemorates  the  re- 
storation of  peace  by  dedicating  its  magnificent  new  building 
to  Christian  education  in  Japan,  and  enters  upon  a  career  of 
hopefulness  that  its  past  never  dreamed  of.  The  war  just 
ended  has  elevated  this  country  to  the  position  of  a  first- 
class  power,  whose  postbellum  conditions  call  for  men  of 
character  to  adjust  them  and  guide  the  nation  upward  and 
forward,  more  than  at  any  other  time  in  the  history  of  the 
land.  The  school,  .standing  upon  its  great  principles,  fur- 
nishes just  such  men  as  Japan  has  most  need  of,  and  its  re- 
sponsibility at  this  epochal  period  can  be  said  to  have  in- 
creased tenfold.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  school  fully 
realizes  this  fact,  as  was  seen  in  the  solemn  but  enjoyable 
dedication  services  held  under  the  most  favorable  auspices 
on  Thursday-  afternoon  in  the  new  chapel.  Impressions  good 
and  substantial  thus  created  will  long  remain  with  the  as- 
semblage, which  was  composed  of  the  most  influential  men 
of  the  city,  and  North  Japan  College  will  see  the  day  vvhen 
these  men  will  become  one  with  the  school  in  their  views  of 
education." 
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Rev.  John  H.  DeForest,  D.D.,  representing  the  foreign 
community,  in  a  short  congratulatory  address,  said  that  he 
supposed  there  was  never  an  occasion  in  Japan  where  at  an 
exercise  in  connection  with  a  Christian  school  there  were 
present  so  many  persons  representing  such  high  places  in  the 
political  and  social  life  of  the  nation.  The  Imperial  Govern- 
ment was  represented  by  the  official  from  its  educational 
department;  the  Provincial  Government  by  the  governor; 
the  army,  by  its  divisional  commander;  the  city  of  Sendai, 
by  its  members,  one  of  whom  was  the  chief  speaker  on  the 
occasion;  the  Sendai  Classis,  hj  its  president,  Rev.  Saito 
Mibuo,  and  so  on.  Such  representation  was  sufficient  evi- 
dence that  our  school  has  won  its  way  into  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  the  community,  and  receives  due  recognition  from 
the  central  government. 

The  new  buildings  will  supply  the  needs  of  the  school  for 
many  years.  Their  solid  walls  will  resist  the  power  of  earth- 
quakes, and  thej'  will  at  the  same  time  express  the  strength 
and  stability  of  Christian  character. 

Soon  after  the  completion  of  the  recitation  building,  the 
erection  of  the  new  dormitory  was  begun.  The  work  was 
completed  in  March  of  1906,  and  dedicated  the  following 
June.  The  building  stands  just  west  of  the  new  recitation 
hall  and  on  the  same  ground.  It  is  a  two-story  building, 
weather-boarded  and  covered  with  a  slate  roof,  but  in  Japan- 
ese style  in  the  interior.  There  are  forty  ordinary  rooms, 
mostly  built  for  two  students  each,  together  with  a  reception 
room,  a  dining  and  meeting  room,  a  sick  room,  a  kitchen  and 
servants'  room,  and  a  bath  room.  The  total  cost  of  the  dor- 
mitory was  $5,255.31. 

North  Japan  College  consists  of  two  sets  of  buildings. 
One  set  contains  the  new  recitation  hall  of  the  Middle  School 
Department,  and  a  dormitory.  The  recitation  hall  has  ac- 
commodations for  four  hundred  students,  and  the  dormitory 
has  a  capacity  of  less  than  a  hundred.  The  original  recitation 
hall  is  about  two  blocks  away  from  the  new  buildings.  This 
hall  is  now  used  by  the  Literary  Course  and  the  Theological 
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Seminary.  A  dormitory  is  also  connected  with  this  building. 
The  Industrial  Home  of  the  College  provides  dormitory 
accommodations  for  about  seventy  college  students.  These 
are  young  men  who,  by  means  of  the  Home,  are  working  their 
way  through  college.  The  number  of  students  in  the  entire 
institution  for  the  year  1907  was  377.  Ten  of  these  are 
theological  students.  The  Middle  School  Course  extends 
over  five  years,  the  Literary  Course  over  three,  and  the 
Theological  Course  over  three  years. 

Seven  of  our  missionaries  devote  a  large  part  of  their  time 
to  teaching  in  the  College,  and  there  are  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  Japanese  professors.  The  teaching  force,  from 
the  standpoint  of  preparation  and  ability,  ranks  higher  than 
that  of  the  government  schools  of  the  same  grade.  There  is 
a  Christian  atmosphere  in  the  entire  school,  and  a  large  per 
cent,  of  the  students  become  Christians  during  their  stay  in 
our  institutions. 

We  are  beginning  to  have  a  loyal  constituency  of  alumni 
all  over  the  Empire.  These  men  are  the  Christian  leaven 
which  is  so  mightil}^  influencing  the  whole  social  fabric  of 
Japan. 

Prof.  G.  Koriyama  has  written  most  hopefully  of  the 
spiritual  work  of  the  institution.  He  says:  "I  am  one  of 
those  w^ho  regard  Christian  education  in  Japan  as  one  of  the 
most  important  things  to  be  done,  especially  at  this  time, 
w^hen  Japan  feels  keenly  the  need  of  spiritual  edifying.  A 
great  number  of  young  men  and  young  women  are  going 
astra5^  Nothing  can  effectual^  rescue  them  than  a  religion, 
yes,  only  such  a  religion  as  has  life  in  it.  Buddhism  has 
failed.  The  influence  of  Confucianism  is  an  old  storA^  now. 
The  religion  that  brings  about  a  radical  change  in  a  man's 
soul  can  only  lead  him  in  the  right  way.  Jesus,  the  life  giver, 
can  alone  save  those  who  are  wandering  from  the  path  of 
righteousness  and  honor.  That  our  dear  Tohoku  Gakuin 
will  raise  up  useful,  upright  men,  not  so  much  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  country  as  in  that  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  has 
constantly  been  my  heartfelt  prayers.  The  latter  will,  of 
course,  make  the  former,  but  not  vice  versa." 
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Miyagi  Girls'  School. — Since  the  fire  in  1902,  our  girls' 
school  has  been  sorely  tried  for  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  teach- 
ing force.  We  did  provide  the  new  buildings,  three  years 
ago,  but  we  regret  that  we  could  not  find  two  additional 
teachers  until  last  year.  For  six  years  the  number  of  foreign 
teachers  did  not  exceed  three,  and  yet  the  number  of  students 
has  more  than  doubled.  The  principal,  Miss  Lena  Zurfluh, 
says,  "there  are  each  day  a  hundred  and  one  things  to  be 
done  that  do  not  come  under  the  category  of  regular  teaching, 
but  which  must  be  done,  and  which  consume  thought,  time 
and  energy  beyond  estimation.  We  must  do  the  work  of 
teachers,  mothers,  friends,  physicians  and  nurses.  This  is 
what  makes  the  Christian  boarding  schools  the  factors  for 
good  that  they  are,  and  it  shows  to  us  how  important  it  is  to 
have  sufficient  workers  so  that  this  part  of  the  work  can  be 
done  to  the  greatest  advantage." 

The  Board  fully  appreciates  this  confession.  We  realize 
that  if  the  school  is  to  do  its  best  work  in  the  future,  we  must 
keep  constantly  four  teachers  in  the  school,  and  adapt  the 
course  of  study  to  the  demands  of  the  hour.  There  has  been 
a  great  improvement  in  recent  years  in  government  schools. 
For  the  Christian  schools  to  cope  with  them,  they  must  be 
able  to  offer  to  students  the  most  modern  equipment  and  the 
ablest  teaching  force.  Painful  as  the  delay  in  supplying  the 
teachers  may  have  been  to  the  few  teachers  and  to  us,  it  is 
possible  that  in  the  end  it  may  prove  a  blessing  to  the  school, 
for  we  believe  that  we  have  secured  the  services  of  two  young 
ladies  who  possess  in  an  eminent  degree  the  literar}'  attain- 
ments which  the  needs  of  the  school  require  of  the  teachers 
at  this  stage  of  its  history.  Both  Miss  Lindsey  and  Miss 
Hansen  are  graduates  with  high  honors  of  the  Kansas  Univer- 
sity, and  have  several  years'  experience  as  teachers.  The)'' 
were  doing  Christian  work  during  their  school  days.  By 
early  training  and  later  study  they  are  well  qualified  for  the 
important  work  they  have  undertaken  for  our  Church. 
They  have  assured  us  they  enjoy  teaching  for  the  opportunity 
it  affords  for  getting  close  to  the  lives  of  the  young,  and  they 
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are  anxious  to  use  what  influence  God  has  given  them  among 
children  who  have  not  heard  of  His  great  love  for  them. 

Miyagi  Girls'  School  has  a  fine  recitation  hall  and  a  fine 
dormitory.  In  this  respect  it  compares  favorably  with  the 
North  Japan  College.  The  school  has  accommodations  for 
two  hundred  students.  There  were  two  hundred  and  nine 
enrolled  during  the  year.  Over  two-thirds  of  these  are  bap- 
tized Christians.  Man}"  of  the  Christian  girls  teach  regularly 
in  the  Sunday-schools,  as  well  as  conduct  women's  meetings 
in  Sendai  and  vicinity.  The  largest  class,  numbering  twenty, 
was  graduated  in  the  spring  of  1907;  all  of  the  graduates  were 
Christians.  The  whole  number  of  graduates  is  one  hundred 
and  sixteen.  Some  of  these  girls  are  Bible  women;  othere  are 
pursuing  a  higher  course  of  education  in  Tokyo;  and  a  few 
have  been  married  to  Christian  men. 

A  notable  event  for  the  Girls'  School  was  the  visit  ot  the 
Minister  of  Education  of  Japan,  in  company  with  the  governor 
and  other  officials  of  Sendai.  The  party  could  remain  only  a 
few  hours,  but  they  saw  enough  of  the  work  to  call  forth  a 
brief  address  of  hearty  congratulation  from  the  Minister. 
Our  Japanese  head  teacher,  Mr.  Tetsuro  Hayasaka,  gave  them 
written  statistics  of  the  school,  and  they  said  they  must 
come  again  and  see  more  of  the  work. 

Five  missionary  ladies  and  twelve  Japanese  teachers  con- 
stitute the  present  teaching  force.  Three  of  the  teachers  of 
the  Girls'  School  are  home  on  furlough:  Misses  Wiedner, 
Zurfluh  and  Powell.  Miss  Weidener  has  been  in  this  country 
over  a  year,  and  is  awakening  a  deep  interest  in  the  hearts  of 
the  people  by  her  stirring  addresses.  jMisses  Zurfluh  and 
Powell  have  only  recently  arrived,  and  we  know  that  they 
will  bring  tidings  of  good  news  to  the  Synod.  In  the  absence 
of  Miss  Zurfluh,  Rev.  Henry  K.  Miller  is  acting  principal  of 
the  school. 

Count  Okuma  once  said,  "It  is  vain  to  work  with  the  male 
sex  as  a  single  standard.  Japan,  by  raising  woman  to  her 
proper  place,  should  provide  herself  with  a  double  standard." 
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Connect  with  this  what  a  government  officer  said  at  Sendai: 
"You  missionary  ladies  have  done  a  vastly  greater  work  for 
Japan  than  you  ever  dreamed  of.  Our  government  had  no 
hope  for  success  in  establishing  girls'  schools  until  we  were 
inspired  by  your  successes.  You  have  been  to  us  as  timely 
re-inforcements  to  a  discouraged  army,  and  without  your 
example  there  would  be  no  growing  system  of  higher  female 
education." 

Let  us  not  forget  that  the  Girls'  School  does  as  much  to- 
wards the  evangelization  of  Japan  as  any  other  arm  of  the 
foreign  work.  It  is  its  mission  to  reclaim  the  women.  If 
you  can  elevate  woman,  and  place  her  where  the  white  light 
of  the  Gospel  will  shine  upon  her,  and  mould  her  into  a  Chris- 
tian character,  you  will  set  in  motion  a  force  that  will,  in  a 
few  generations,  change  the  face  of  every  heathen  nation 
into  a  Christian  land.  This  is  the  noble  aim  of  our  school. 
It  gathers  the  girls  and  teaches  them  the  pure  ideals  of  our 
holy  religion.  They  in  turn  become  teachers  to  others,  and 
help  to  spread  the  light  of  truth.  The  heathen  know  the 
great  value  of  woman  in  the  work  of  Christian  education, 
for  a  heathen  was  once  asked,  "what  they  most  feared  in 
our  mission  work?"  He  replied,  "Your  doctoi's  and  your 
women;  for  the  women  win  our  hearts  and  the  latter  our 
homes,  for  with  our  hearts  and  homes  gone,  all  heathendom 
is  gone." 

There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  missions  when  so 
much  attention  was  paid  to  the  condition  of  heathen  women 
as  in  this  age,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  conversion  of  heathen 
nations  can  be  brought  about  only  as  Christian  women  will 
engage  in  the  work.  We  need  Christian  women  to  rescue 
heathen  women.  In  the  divine  economy,  mothers  and  homes 
determine  the  character  and  condition  of  the  people.  Woman 
is  the  measure  of  the  household,  of  the  nation  and  of  society. 

There  is  cause  for  gratitude  for  what  our  Girls'  School  has 
done  for  the  Japanese  girls.  May  every  year  graduate  many 
Christian  girls  who  will  go  out  to  build  up  Christian  homes. 
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IN    CHINA. 

Yochoiv  City. 
Lakeside  Schools. — Four  miles  from  Yochow  City  is  "Lake- 
side," the  new  name  given  to  our  Boj's'  School.  The  build- 
ings crown  a  hill,  which  borders  on  Tungting,  the  largest 
lake  in  China.  "As  to  beauty  of  scenery,  and  for  healthiness, 
surely  an  ideal  location."  The  grounds  cover  thirteen  acres, 
the  main  buildings  are  two-storied  and  built  of  brick.  They 
^re  sufficiently  large,  durable  and  convenient  for  their  purpose. 
How  quickly  Dr.  Hoy  has  told  of  this  vast  building  project  at 
"Lakeside."  and  at  so  small  an  outlay  of  money!  He  had 
to  be  his  own  architect,  master-builder,  contractor,  overseer 
and  paymaster,  all  put  together.  It  was  the  magic  of  a 
dauntless  faith  and  courage,  a  determination  to  succeed  in 
spite  of  all  adverse  circumstance,  and  at  the  cost  of  all  self- 
denial  that  enabled  this  man  of  energy  and  sacrifice  to  build 
so  wisely  and  well.  The  Board  has  made  a  record  of  its 
hearty  appreciation  of  the  economic  expenditure  of  funds  at 
the  disposal  of  Dr.  Hoy  for  school  purposes.  The  entire  cost 
of  all  the  buildings  at  "Lakeside"  with  the  ground  is  only 
$10,859.13.  A  fuller  description  of  the  building  is  found  in 
the  supplement.  The  heartaches,  the  nights  of  anguish  and 
the  days  of  worry  do  not  appear  in  the  statement.  They  are 
all  forgotten  now  in  the  great  joy  that  we  have  proper  build- 
ings for  the  training  of  the  youth  of  China.  "The  glory  of  a 
nation  is  its  3'oung  men  and  women.  Here  is  the  hope  of  the 
Kingdom  in  new  places." 

It  is  said  by  those  best  acquainted  with  missions  in  Hunan, 
that  we  are  the  only  mission  with  a  policy  for  all  depart- 
ments of  our  work,  and  that  our  schools  are  the  only  educa- 
tional plant  in  Hunan  with  a  fixed  policy.  The  departments 
included  in  the  word  "schools"  are  Preparatory,  Academy, 
College  and  Theological  Seminary.  There  are  sixty-two 
students  enrolled.  There  are  six  classes,  three  in  the  Pre- 
paratory and  three  in  the  Academy.  Several  students  were 
baptized  during  the  year.  An  interesting  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is 
maintained.  All  the  students  attend  the  services  for  divine 
worship. 
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Dr.  Hoy  writes:  "For  the  library  and  reading  room  we 
should  have  at  least  $1,000  for  outfit.  We  need  stoves  for 
the  recitation  rooms,  iron  bedsteads  for  the  dormitories, 
apparatus  for  the  teachers  and  books  for  the  library.  And 
we  need  a  chapel  for  the  Lakeside  Schools.  $2,000  at  present 
would  build  us  a  good  one.  "Will  not  some  generous  friend 
donate  this  amount?  I  know  it  is  a  bad  time  to  talk  about 
these  things,  and  yet  we  must  be  exercising  forethought  for 
the  good  of  our  work." 

GirW  School. — The  work  of  the  school  has  been  sadly 
crippled  for  lack  of  a  convenient  building.  This  need  has 
been  before  the  Church  for  two  years.  There  is  no  other 
girls'  school  at  Yochow.  However,  the  educational  move- 
ment is  making  the  people  more  awake  to  the  advantages  of 
education  for  their  daughters,  as  well  as  their  sons,  and  it 
will  most  likely  lead  to  the  establishment  of  native  schools 
for  girls.  It  is  a  pity  that  we  could  not  provide  a  proper 
building  ere  this  time,  for  the  chances  are  that  many  of  the 
people  will  prefer  the  native  schools,  and  so  our  opportunity 
with  them  will  be  lost. 

The  mission  has  "recently  taken  an  action  that  will  for  the 
time  being  retard  the  growth  of  the  school,  but  the  situation 
fully  justified  it.  In  view  of  the  furlough  of  Miss  Ziemer 
this  summer,  the  need  for  Miss  Kanne  to  continue  her  studj-- 
of  the  language,  the  poor  accommodations  for  a  boarding 
school,  and  the  desirability  of  making  a  change  in  the  policy 
of  the  school  in  regard  to  the  support  of  the  pupils,  it  is  the 
judgment  of  the  mission  that  the  first  and  second  classes  be 
sent  to  the  Shenchow  Girls'  School  until  Miss  Ziemer  returns, 
and  that  in  the  meantime  Miss  Kanne,  with  the  help  of  Chi- 
nese teachers  and  one  or  two  of  the  older  pupils,  shall  conduct 
a  da}''  school.  In  this  way  the  remainder  of  the  boarding 
students  could  be  cared  for  in  their  own  homes  and  still  con- 
tinue the  course  of  study.  Provision  will  be  made  for  one 
or  two  who  are  homeless.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  presence 
of  Miss  Ziemer  in  the  home  Church  will  help  to  impress  the 
needs  of  the  school,  and  secure  about  $6,000  for  the  new 
building. 
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Shenchow  Schools. — Both  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Schools  at 
this  station  have  fine  buildings.  Miss  Reifsneider  began  the 
work  of  the  Girls'  School  with  thirteen  pupils,  on  December 
17,  1906.  Later  on  Mr.  Beck  laid  the  foundations  for  the 
Boys'  School.  The  outlook  for  both  institutions  is  encourag- 
ing. The  Girls'  School  is  the  only  school  for  girls  within  a 
district  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  the  nearest  being 
our  school  at  Yochow.  Most  of  the  pupils  are  the  children 
of  Christians  and  inquirers.  The  schools  have  been  fortunate 
in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chan,  whose  help  is 
invaluable.  These  earnest  Christians  refuse  to  accept  any 
remuneration  for  their  labors.  Mr.  Chan  teaches  in  one  of 
the  local  government  schools.  In  writing  of  the  Bo3's' 
School,  Mr.  Beck  says:  "All  seem  to  agree  that  the  little 
school  we  now  have  is  well  begun  and  promising.  It,  how- 
ever, is  not  commensurate  with  the  buildings  and  probably 
is  disparaged  by  those  who  do  not  appreciate  our  limitations, 
and  who,  with  our  buildings,  look  to  find  an  advanced  school 
in  full  bloom.  That  cannot  come  but  by  development,  by 
sufficient  command  of  language,  and  by  teaching  re-inforce- 
ments.  In  a  few  years  our  boys  will  have  to  be  taught 
algebra,  geometry,  botany,  physiology,  physics,  etc.,  as  well 
as  history,  geography,  arithmetic  and  these  commoner 
branches.  Of  all  these  subjects  the  local  scholars  know 
nothing  at  all,  or  so  little  that  they  are  not  competent  to 
teach.  The  most  pressing  need  at  Shenchow  at  the  present 
time  is  an  assistant  in  the  Boys'  School."

1.  Girls'  School  Building,  costing  about  S6,500. 

2.  Street  Chapel  Building,  costing  $1,200. 

3.  Boys'  School  Outfit,  costing  $1,000.

Shenchoiv  Needs. 

1.  Woman's  Work. — This  work  greatly  needs  attention. 
Miss  Spangler  wishes  to  engage  in  it.  To  relieve  her,  a  lady 
should  be  sent  out  to  take  the  school  work  Miss  Spangler  is 
now  engaged  in. 

2.  Evangelistic  Work. — This  work  calls  for  a  man  to  devote 
his  whole  time  to  it,  and  a  man  ought  to  be  furnished  as  soon 
as  possible. 

3.  We  are  continually  turning  people  awaj'  who  come  for 
medical  treatment.  Our  hospital  and  dispensary  building 
are  complete,  but  until  furnished  and  equipped,  they  are 
useless. 

4.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Kelly,  another  doctor  ought  to  be 
on  hand. 

Our  Bible  Women. 
God  has  HLs  own  times  and  means  for  opening  up  His 
work.  At  the  time  w'hen  the  soldiers  went  to  war,  ear  caps 
and  woolen  stockings  were  made  in  the  various  girls'  schools 
by  the  girls  for  the  soldiers.  The  women  in  the  homes  knew 
that  the  Bible  women  had  been  taught  how  to  knit  stockings. 
They  were  sought  out  by  them,  and  as  they  were  taught  the 
art  of  knitting,  they  were  also  taught  the  Word  of  God. 
The  work  of  the  Bible  women  has  thus  naturally  l)een  inter- 
woven with  the  work  of  the  soldiers  and  their  homes.  These 
workers  have  also  gone  to  the  hospitals,  where  they  would 
distribute  the  Scripture  rolls  and  picture  cards.  They  would 
also  sing  for  the  soldiers  and  teach  them  many  Gospel  hymns. 
Our  Bible  women  are  faithful  in  their  work,  and  they  are  doing 
excellent  service  in  spreading  the  Gospel  among  the  women 
and  children  in  the  Sunday-schools.  They  are  helping  to  lay 
the  foundations  of  the  Church  in  North  Japan.  As  we  look 
over  the  field  and  see  the  work  being  done  by  these  workers, 
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we  feel  that  God  is  using  them  in  wonderful  ways  to  spread 
His  Gospel  and  to  extend  His  kingdom.  There  is  much  of 
patient  toil  and  plodding  that  cannot  be  seen  by  an  ordinary 
observer,  but  there  is  a  work  being  done  that  will  tell  in  the 
future.  Many  no  doubt  will  not  be  Bible  women  all  their 
lives,  but  the  service  they  render  will  the  better  fit  them  for 
the  positions  as  wives  and  mothers.  They  need  our  constant 
prayers  and  deep  sympathy. 

Industrial  Home. 

Perhaps  no  branch  of  the  work  in  our  Japan  Mission  is 
more  encouraging  than  that  of  the  Industrial  Home.  Only 
poor  young  men  can  enter  the  home.  Here  they  learn  the 
lesson  of  self-help,  and  it  is  here  that  many  are  led  to  Christ. 
The  hours  of  work  are  such  that  by  diligent  effort  any  young 
man  can  secure  a  hberal  education. 

There  are  four  departments — farm,  dairy,  printing  and 
store — and  each  department  is  in  good  condition.  The  Home 
is  on  a  better  basis  than  ever.  The  dairy  is  earning  profits. 
If  we  could  provide  the  printing  department  with  a  better 
building  and  a  modern  equipment,  it  could  be  made  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  city  and  of  the  entire  Church  of  Christ 
in  Japan,  and  thus  do  a  fine  work  in  spreading  good  literature 
and  the  Bible.  We  have  been  cherishing  the  hope  for  the 
past  year  that  some  friend  might  see  this  need,  and  supply  it 
by  a  gift  of  $1,000.  The  business  manager.  Rev.  J.  M.  Stick, 
has  been  most  painstaking  with  this  department  of  our  work, 
and  he  deserves  credit  for  his  patient  continuance  in  well- 
doing.

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for  it  aims  to  alleviate  pain  and  suffering.  In  the  eyes  of  the 
heathen,  the  hospital  is  the  place  of  miracles.  Through  it  the 
surgeon  and  the  nurse  have  access  to  many  hearts  and  homes, 
and  they  are  often  the  first  heralds  of  the  Cross  in  pioneer 
missionary  work.  Dr.  Parker,  an  old  physician  in  China, 
says:  "No  medium  of  contact,  and  of  bringing  the  people 
under  the  sound  of  the  Gospel,  and  within  the  influence  of 
other  means  of  grace,  can  compare  with  the  work  of  medical 
missions."  At  both  of  our  stations  in  China  we  have  hos- 
pitals. Dr.  Beam  has  been  the  efficient  medical  missionary 
at  Yochow  City,  and  Dr.  Kelly  at  Shenchow.  The  Frantz 
Dispensary  was  the  first  building  to  be  erected  for  medical 
work  by  our  Church  in  China.  It  is  a  one-story,  gray  brick 
building,  containing  a  waiting  room,  consultation,  dressing 
and  drug  rooms,  also  a  dark  room  for  eye  work,  and  a  small 
store  room.  On  coming  to  the  dispensary,  the  patients  are 
met  in  the  waiting  room  by  a  Chinese  evangelist,  who  shows 
an  interest  in  them,  and  tells  them  of  Christ  and  His  salvation. 
Dr.  Beam  says,  "This  branch  of  our  work  we  look  upon  as  of 
highest  importance.  Indeed  it  bears  much  the  same  relation 
to  our  work  as  the  street  chapels  bear  to  the  evangelistic 
work.  IManj'  come  to  us  for  treatment  in  the  dispensary 
who  could  not  be  induced  to  enter  the  hospital,  and  every 
time  they  come  they  hear  something  of  the  Gospel  and  see 
something  of  its  practical  working.  Some  come  several  times 
to  the  dispensary,  and  then  conclude  that  it  would  be  a  good 
thing  to  enter  the  hospital  for  a  time.  Thus  the  dispensary 
becomes  a  feeder  for  the  hospital.  In  the  erection  of  this 
little  building  as  a  memorial  to  his  parents  and  brother,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  A.  N.  Frantz,  of  Dakota,  111.,  have  built  a  monument 
more  nt)ble  than  one  of  marble  or  bronze,  and  one  that  will 
bring  relief  to  many  poor  sufferers  and  joy  to  many  sin-sick 
souls." 

The  David  Schneder  Hoy  Memorial  Hospital  was  readj^  for 
occupancy  in  the  fall  of  1906,  but  owing  to  a  delay  in  the  ship- 
ment of  furniture  and  supplies,  Dr.  Beam  was  unable  to  open 
the  doors  for  patients  until  March  4,  1907.  On  this  date  a 
large  number  of  friends  united  with  the  missionaries  in  a 
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simple  service  of  dedication.  On  the  first  floor  are  found  the 
office,  store  and  dressing  rooms,  Hnen  closet,  two  wards, 
nurses'  room  and  bath.  On  the  second  floor  are  operating 
and  sterilizing  rooms,  the  children's  ward,  furnished  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  William  Kelly,  in  memory  of  little  William,  who 
died  here  several  j^ears  ago,  two  small  rooms  for  private  use, 
of  two  or  three  beds,  a  large  ward  and  bath.  To  the  rear  of 
the  hospital,  in  a  separate  building,  are  the  laboratorj^,  locker 
and  fumigation  rooms,  store  room,  kitchen,  coal  room  and 
laundry.  The  old  boys'  school  building  is  being  used  as  a 
women's  ward  till  such  time  as  we  can  erect  a  women's  wing 
of  the  hospital  proper.  Opposite  the  hospital  and  adjacent 
to  the  dispensary  building  stands  the  home  for  our  native 
helpers.  While  there  are  many  points  in  which  our  plant 
does  not  come  up  to  the  present-day  standard  of  hospital 
construction,  we  feel  that  we  have  a  rather  substantial  and 
convenient  working  hospital  and  dispensary. 

The  equipment  is  by  no  means  complete,  yet  a  good  begin- 
ning has  been  made.  At  present  the  hospital  is  able  to 
accommodate  twenty-five  adult  patients,  but  ten  more  beds 
can  easily  be  put  in  without  seriously  crowding  the  wards. 

The  movement  throughout  the  country  against  the  use  of 
opium  has  brought  c^uite  a  number  of  patients  desiring  to 
break  off  the  habit.  Some  came  with  a  sincere  desire  to 
reform,  and  were  willing  to  "eat  some  bitterness"  in  order  to 
be  free  from  the  bondage.  There  have  been  the  usual  number 
of  skin  diseases,  a  fair  proportion  of  constitutional  derange- 
ments and  emergency  cases,  which  have  been  treated  with 
varying  degrees  of  success. 

With  his  usual  modesty,  Dr.  Beam  writes:  "From  a  pro- 
fessional viewpoint,  our  work  leaves  much  to  be  desired;  in 
an  evangelistic  way,  we  believe  much  good  has  been  accom- 
plished. Praj^ers  are  conducted  ever}''  morning,  to  which  all 
the  patients  are  invited,  the  evangelist  practically  lives  in  the 
wards,  and  seems  especially  adapted  for  his  personal  work. 
On  Sunday  afternoons  Mr.  Reimert  mingles  informally  with 
the  men,  thus  making  friends  of  them  while  preaching  the 
Gospel  to  them." 
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It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  must  report  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Beam  as  our  medical  missionary.  It  came  as  a  great 
surprise  to  the  Board.  He  assigns  as  tlie  chief  reason,  "I 
am  not  a  surgeon  and  never  will  be."  He  claims  that  there 
"is  not  only  medical  work  to  be  done  here,  but  also  surgical 
work,"  that  "the  hospital  provides  facilities  for  doing  this 
work,"  and  that  "the  Board  cannot  give  him  an  assistant." 
The  terms  of  the  resignation  were  such  as  left  no  alternative 
to  the  Board  but  to  accept  it.  "We  did  so  with  reluctance, 
and  with  deep  regret  that  our  repeated  efforts  to  provide  an 
assistant  for  him  in  his  work  were  not  successful.  The  Board 
is  making  strong  efforts  to  find  the  right  man  for  this  import- 
ant position.  There  is  no  lack  of  applicants,  but  it  will  be  a 
hard  task  to  discover  a  man  who  is  capable,  and  at  the  same 
time  willing,  to  make  the  sacrifice.  Our  prayer  is  that  the 
Lord  ma}'  direct  us  in  our  choice. 

The  Church  will  regret  to  learn  that  our  competent  nurse, 
Miss  Grace  R.  Whitmore,  left  the  service  of  the  Board  on 
April  1st.  Miss  Whitmore  expects  to  be  married,  and  for 
that  reason  withdraws  from  the  hospital  at  Yochow  City, 
where  she  was  so  faithful  for  a  period  of  four  years.  It  is 
fortunate  that  Miss  Alice  E.  Traub,  of  Philadelphia,  could 
take  her  place  early  in  April.  i\Iiss  Traub  has  had  twelve 
years'  experience  as  a  nurse  and  she  is  in  every  way  qualified 
for  the  work.  These  losses  to  our  missionary  force  are  not 
desirable,  but  they  are  the  usual  incidents  to  the  work  in 
foreign  lands.  The  many  friends  of  Miss  Whitmore  will 
extend  their  best  wishes  to  her  as  she  leaves  the  work,  and  to 
Miss  Traub  who  goes  to  fill  the  vacanc}'. 

After  being  in  the  field  for  only  a  few  weeks,  Miss  Bessie 
F.  Miller,  nurse,  was  stricken  with  appendicitis,  and  the 
missionaries  urged  her  to  return  to  America  for  the  opera- 
tion. For  the  work's  sake,  we  feel  sorry  for  this  strange 
providence.  She  was  a  most  competent  nurse,  and  her  ill- 
ness has  proven  a  serious  loss  to  our  hospital  work.  At  the 
time  of  her  recovery  we  had  hoped  for  an  early  return  of  Miss 
Miller  to  the  field,  but  there  are  no  prospects  of  her  doing  so. 
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Miss  Miller  has  agreed  to  bear  the  burden  of  expense  incident 
to  her  return.  She  has  already  paid  $130  to  the  Board. 
We  deeplv  sympathize  with  Miss  Miller,  for  it  was  a  keen 
disappointment  to  her  no  less  than  a  great  loss  to  us.

The  Work  .ki  Home. 
Immediately  upon  the  election  of  the  six  members  of  the 
BoaT  Rev.  Christopher  Noss,  D.D.,  being  the  only  new 
fuemb^r,  the  Board  convened  at  Allentown,  Pa.    The  foUow- 
ino-  officers  were  elected  to  serve  for  three  years; 

President,  Rev.  James  I.  Good,  D.D.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.; 
Vice-President,  Rev.  John  H.  Prugh,  D.D.,  Pittsburg  Pa., 
S  eu"  Re;  Allen  R.  Bartholomew,  D-D- /hiladelpliia. 
Pa.;  Treasurer,  Dr.  Joseph  L.  Lemberger^ Lebanon  Pa 
The  e  officers,  with  Rev.  Christopher  Noss^D.D.  Lancas  r 
Pa.,  and  John  H.  Apple,  Esq.,  Lancaster.  Pa.,  constitute  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Nine  meetings  of  the  Board  and  eight  meetings  of  the  lix- 

ecutive  Committee  have  been  held  during  the  last  triennium. 

On  March  15,  1908,  the  Headquartei,  of  'h;  B°;«';™^^ 

removed  to  the  Reformed  Church  Buildmg,  Fifteenth  and 
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Race  streets,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Three  rooms  have  been 
rented  from  the  Sunday-school  Board,  at  a  rental  of  $540 
per  annum. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  establish  a  Missionary 
Museum.  There  is  need  for  the  preservation  of  all  the  curios, 
maps,  tracts,  etc.,  in  our  possession.  If  any  members  or 
friends  have  foreign  articles  of  interest,  it  will  be  a  courtesy 
to  the  Board  if  they  will  make  it  the  custodian  of  them. 
The  President,  Rev.  James  I.  Good,  D.D.,  has  authorit}'  to 
take  such  steps  as  he  may  deem  wise  for  the  promotion  of 
this  helpful  exhibit.  We  believe  that  the  matter  is  of  suffici- 
ent importance  to  the  Church  to  call  attention  to  it. 

Mr.  Tetsuro  Hayasaka,  for  years  the  Kanji  of  our  Miyagi 
Girls'  School  at  Sendai,  Japan,  and  at  present  a  special  stu- 
dent in  Heidelberg  University,  made  the  first  valuable  dona- 
tion to  the  museum  by  presenting  the  Board  with  a  valuable 
Japanese  suit  of  armor.  This  is  a  rare  gift,  and  we  prize  it 
very  highly. 

It  is  due  the  Publication  Board  to  record  the  fact  that  the 
suggestion  to  locate  the  Head  charters  of  our  Board  in  Phila- 
delphia was  first  made  by  a  representative  of  that  Board.  It 
met  with  favor  on  the  part  of  our  Board,  and  the  Secretary 
removed  to  the  city  September  10,  1902.  In  view  of  the 
removal  of  our  headquarters  to  the  Reformed  Church  Build- 
ing, the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board: 

"After  a  most  helpful  fellowship  of  over  five  years  with 
the  Publication  Board,  through  its  editor  of  the  Messenger, 
Rev.  Cyrus  J.  Musser,  D.D.,  and  its  Business  Manager,  Rev. 
A.  S.  Bromer,  and  in  view  of  the  removal  of  our  headc[uarters 
to  the  Reformed  Church  Building, 

This  Board  desires  to  make  permanent  record  of  its  high 
appreciation  of  every  courtesy  shown  to  its  members  during 
these  years,  and  especially  do  we  feel  grateful  to  the  Publi- 
cation Board  for  permitting  our  Secretary  the  use  of  several 
rooms  without  any  rent  charges.  We  trust  that  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past,  the  strong  ties  that  bind  us  may  only  serve 
to  help  us  in  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,"

Owing  to  the  changes  in  the  administration  of  the  work  of 
the  Board,  it  was  felt  that  some  alterations  should  be  made 
to  the  Charter  and  Constitution  of  the  Board,  which  we  trust 
will  receive  your  approval. 

We  suggest  the  following  changes  in  the  Charter: 

Changes  in  Charter. 

Article  1.  The  name,  style  and  title  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  the  "Board  of  (omit  "Commissioners  for")  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States." 

Article  II.  Its  object  shall  be  to  inaugurate  and  per- 
petuate Christian  missions  in  foreign  lands  (omit  "and  among 
the  Indians  in  our  own  country"),  in  accordance  with  the 
doctrines,  customs  and  usages  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  General 
Synod  thereof. 

Article  III.  Its  chief  place  of  business  shall  be  in  the 
<;ity  of  Philadelphia  (omit  "Harrisburg"),  Pennsylvania,  but 
other  places  for  the  transaction  of  business  may  at  any  time 
be  designated  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  aforesaid  Church. 

Article  IV.  The  existence  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
perpetual. 

Article  V.  The  names  and  residences  of  the  subscribers 
a,re  as  follows:  Rev.  David  Van  Horn,  D.D.,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.;  Rev.  Charles  H.  Leinbach,  D.D.,  near  Meyerstown,  Pa. ; 
Rev.  Thomas  H.  Johnston,  D.D.,  Lebanon,  Pa.;  Rudolph  F. 
Kelker,  Harrisburg,  Pa. ;  William  H.  Seibert,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

Article  VI.  The  Board  (omit  of  "Commissioners")  who 
shall  conduct  the  operations  of  the  corporation  shall  consist 
of  (insert  "at  least")  twelve  members,  eight  of  whom  shall  be 
ministers,  and  four  of  whom  shall  be  elders,  who  shall  be 
-elected  by  the  General  Syriod. 

Article  VII.  The  Board  (omit  "of  Commissioners")  so 
elected  shall  have  full  power  to  adopt  such  constitution  and 
by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
foreign  mission  work  (omit  "and  among  the  Indians  afore- 
said") as  they  may  deem  best,  and  the  same  to  alter  and 
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amend,  from  time  to  time,  at  their  pleasure:  Provided,  The 
provisions  thereof  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  the  Constitution  of  Pennsj'lvania,  or  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  missionaries,  and  with  the  view 
of  lessening  the  expense  of  cabling,  the  Board  has  registered 
the  following  cable  address,  '' Allenbarth,"  with  the  Postal 
Telegraph  and  Cable  Company  of  Philadelphia. 

Deaths. — Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  Board  has 
death  cast  so  heavy  a  shadow  upon  the  members  and  their 
associates  in  the  work  as  during  the  past  three  years. 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the  loss  of  one  of 
our  most  devoted,  helpful  and  painstaking  members,  Dr. 
Jerome  Z.  Gerhard.  As  the  medical  examiner  of  the  Board, 
his  services  proved  invaluable.  His  wise  counsel  to  the  out- 
going missionaries  enabled  them  to  safe-guard  their  health, 
and  when  home  on  furlough,  they  always  found  a  retreat  in 
his  home.  The  remembrance  of  our  genial  brother  will  ever 
constrain  us  to  cherish  his  memory. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Christopher  Noss,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  was 
a  great  shock,  not  only  to  her  many  friends  in  this  country, 
but  also  in  far-away  Japan,  where  she  had  served  her  Master 
so  well  for  a  period  of  almost  eight  years.  She  loved  the 
Japanese  and  her  interest  in  their  spiritual  welfare  was  as 
strong  in  death  as  during  her  life.  It  is  with  holy  joy  that 
we  record  our  appreciation  of  her  missionary  zeal,  and  know 
that,  being  dead,  her  influence  still  lives.  Our  hearts  also  go 
out  in  tender  sympathy  to  the  missionaries:  Mrs.  D.  B. 
Schneder,  Prof.  Paul  L.  Gerhard,  Miss  Mary  E.  Gerhard  and 
Miss  Christine  Reifsneider,  who  mourn  the  loss  of  loved  ones. 
To  them  the  sundering  of  the  home  ties  must  have  been 
doubly  sad.  Death  also  was  busy  among  our  missionaries 
in  China,  robbing  the  homes  of  Dr.  William  Kelly  and  Rev. 
Irving  G.  Boydstun  of  dear  children.  Such  trials  only  help 
to  make  the  lives  of  the  missionaries  harder.  We  commend 
these  stricken  hearts  to  the  sympathy  of  the  members  of  this 
Svnod. 
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The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Gerhard  was  filled 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  John  K.  Bowman,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
an  elder  in  Salem  Church,  who  has  already  proven  himself  to 
be  a  useful  member. 

In  view  of  the  long  service  of  the  late  Rudolph  F.  Kelker, 
of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  we  desire  to  pa}^  this  tribute  to  his  memory.  With 
an  experience  of  almost  forty  years  in  the  practical  manage- 
ment of  foreign  missions,  he  was  able  to  give  us  the  benefit 
of  his  mature  judgment  in  the  varied  and  often  difficult 
details  of  our  w^ork.  To  the  neglect  of  his  private  business 
and  often  under  depressing  discomforts  of  physical  affliction, 
he  carried  on  an  extensive  correspondence  on  subjects  bearing 
on  our  mission  cause,  and  performed  a  large  amount  of  unre- 
munerative  work  which  involved  a  high  consecration  to  this 
good  cause.  We  record  our  appreciation  of  his  invaluable 
services. 

Lack  of  Men. — One  of  the  most  serious  problems  in  recent 
years  has  been  the  securing  of  suitable  missionaries.  Many 
earnest  persons  are  willing  to  serve  the  Church  in  this  capac- 
ity, but  they  are  kept  from  doing  so  for  the  lack  of  some 
essential  qualification.  Only  the  strong  in  body,  mind  and 
spirit  should  apply.  We  have  also  had  a  number  of  sore 
disappointments  with  men  and  women  who  were  well  quali- 
fied, but  w^ho  w^ould  not  heed  the  call  of  God  to  go  to  the 
foreign  field.  For  this  reason  we  could  not  for  a  long  time 
supply  the  teachers  for  the  Miyagi  Girls'  School  at  Sendai,  nor 
the  physicians  and  nurses  for  our  hospitals  in  China.  Despite 
our  efforts,  we  were  unable  last  year  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
Girls'  School,  and  we  regret  that  at  the  present  time  we  have 
no  physician  for  the  hospital  work  at  Yochow  City.  Both 
Dr.  Cyril  H.  Haas  and  Dr.  J.  Ross  Reed,  after  raising  our  high 
hopes,  declined  the  appointment  as  medical  missionaries;  the 
former  on  account  of  failing  health,  and  the  latter  for  feeling 
that  his  duty  was  to  take  up  work  in  this  country. 

New  Missionaries. — We  rejoice  in  being  able  to  report  the 
commissioning    of    fourteen    missionaries    during    the    past 
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three  years.  These  are  only  fiUing  the  most  urgent  needs, 
other  positions  are  still  vacant,  and  we  bespeak  the  earnest 
aid  of  the  brethren  in  their  selection.  The  Board  aims  to 
appoint  only  men  and  women  of  high  character  and  literary 
culture.     No  others  should  be  encouraged  to  apply. 

Rev.  William  G.  Seiple,  Ph.D.,  of  Allento^Ti,  Pa.,  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore,  Md.  Teacher  in  the 
North  Japan  College,  Sendai.  Both  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Seiple 
have  been  helpful  in  other  departments  of  the  w^ork. 

Rev.  Elmer  E.  Zaugg,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  is  a  graduate  of  Hei- 
delberg University.  Teacher  in  the  North  Japan  College, 
Sendai.  As  the  Christian  Endeavor  Missionary,  the  Board 
commends  him  to  the  hearty  support  of  the  Young  People's 
Societies. 

Rev.  J.  Frank  Bucher,  of  Milton,  Pa.,  is  a  graduate  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Lancaster,  Pa.  Teacher  in  the  Boys'  School,  Yochow 
City,  China. 

Mr.  Horace  R.  Lequear,  of  Dojdestown,  Pa.,  is  a  graduate 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.  Teacher  in 
the  Boys'  School,  Yochow  City,  China. 

Rev.  Edwin  A.  Beck,  of  Chicago,  111.,  is  a  graduate  of 
Wooster  University,  and  of  the  McCormick  Seminary,  Chicago, 
111.  Mr.  Beck  taught  three  years  in  the  Syrian  Protestant 
College,  Beirut,  Syria.  Principal  of  the  Boys'  School.  Shen- 
chowfu,  China. 

Miss  Rose  A.  Spangler,  of  Fairview,  Kan.,  studied  in  Hia- 
watha Academy  and  Cornell  College,  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa.  An 
associate  of  Miss  Christine  Reifsneider  in  the  Girls'  School, 
Shenchowfu,  China. 

Miss  Anna  C.  Kanne,  of  University  Place,  Neb.,  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Elementary  Normal  Course  at  Wesleyan  University. 
An  associate  of  Miss  S.  Emma  Ziemer  in  the  Girls'  School, 
Yochow  City,  China. 

Miss  Kate  I.  Hansen,  of  Denver,  Col.,  is  a  graduate  of 
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Kansas  University.  Teacher  in  the  Miyagi  Girls'  School, 
Sendai,  Japan. 

Miss  Lydia  A.  Lindsey,  of  Cherryvale,  Kan.,  is  a  graduate 
of  Kansas  University.  Teacher  in  the  Miyagi  Girls'  School, 
Sendai,  Japan 

Miss  Carrie  J.  Dreibelbies  was  a  former  missionary  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Kiukiang,  China.  In  charge 
of  the  evangelistic  work  among  women  at  Yochow  City,  China.

Miss  Alice  E.  Traub,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  graduate  nurse. 
Hospital  at  Yochow  City,  China. 

Rev.  Irving  G.  Boydstun  has  come  to  us  from  the  Cum- 
berland Presb\i:erian  Church.  He  is  a  graduate  of-  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  University,  Tenn.  Evangelist  at 
Shenchowfu,  China. 

Mr.  T.  K.  Heinrichsohn,  from  the  China  Inland  Mission. 
Teacher  Boys'  School,  Shenchowfu,  China. 

While  the  Board  gladly  reports  these  appointments,  we 
regret  that  we  have  also  had  our  losses.  In  the  providence 
of  God,  three  of  the  men  under  appointment  three  years  ago 
did  not  go  to  the  field,  and  Rev.  S.  S.  Snyder  is  home  in  the 
active  service  of  the  Church. 

Conferences. — Two  summer  conferences  have  been  held 
with  the  missionaries  home  on  furlough  and  the  missionaries- 
elect.  The  firet  of  these  was  held  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  from 
August  1-3,  1906.  Eight  new  missionaries,  three  mission- 
aries home  on  furlough,  one  native  professor,  a  lady  mis- 
sionary from  a  sister  church,  five  members  of  the  Board,  three 
seminary  professors,  three  college  professors,  a  number  of 
local  pastore  and  a  few  earnest  workers  were  the  company 
that  assembled  for  three  daj^s  at  Santee  Hall.  The  number 
was  not  as  large  as  that  of  the  waiting  disciples  in  the  "upper 
room"  for  the  enduement  of  power  from  on  high,  but  everyone 
felt  the  presence  of  the  same  Spirit,  for  we,  too,  "continued 
with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication."     The  object  of 
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the  conference  was  a  deepening  sense  of  acquaintance  with 
one  another.  That  the  workers  on  the  field  and  the  helpers  at 
home  may  do  the  best  work  for  the  Church,  they  must  have 
abiding  confidence  in  each  other.  This  is  not  the  result, 
we  know,  of  a  brief  conference,  but  of  many  j-ears  of  experi- 
ence. However,  it  will  be  easier  for  the  missionary  and  the 
Board  to  work  together  after  a  few  days  of  such  sweet  fel- 
lowship. The  testimony  of  our  oldest  missionary  was  that 
this  conference  had  been  a  great  spiritual  help  to  him.  An- 
other said  that  she  had  gotten  more  inspiration  from  the 
meeting  than  from  any  other  gathering. 

Farewell  services  were  held  in  the  First  church  on  Friday 
evening.  The  missionaries-elect  present  on  this  occasion 
were:  Revs.  Edwin  A.  Beck,  Elmer  H.  Zaugg,  J.  Frank 
Bucber  and  Mr.  Horace  R.  Lequear;  Miss  Rose  A.  Spangler 
and  Miss  Anna  C.  Kanne.  What  an  inspiration  it  must  have 
been  to  these  missionaries  to  listen  to  the  loving  farewells 
from  sympathetic  hearts! 

The  second  conference  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  church, 
Reading,  Pa.,  July  27-29,  1907.  All  the  Reformed  pulpits 
were  occupied  at  the  Sunday  morning  services  by  members 
of  the  Board  and  missionaries.  The  congregations  were  large 
and  the  addresses  most  inspiring.  Upon  those  who  took 
part  in  these  delightful  services,  the  impression  was  made 
that  the  cause  of  missions  has  many  ardent  friends  in  Reading. 

A  farewell  service  was  held  on  Sunday  evening  in  honor 
of  the  departure  of  Misses  Hansen  and  Lindsey.  The 
spacious  auditorium  was  insufficient  to  accommodate  all 
who  had  come  to  participate  in  the  service.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  a  more  representative  audience  of  Reformed  people 
ever  assembled  in  any  of  our  churches.  The  pulpit  platform 
was  occupied  by  the  local  pastors,  members  of  the  Board, 
and  the  missionaries  home  on  furlough,  and  the  two  lady 
teachers  sat  in  the  chancel.  The  picture  was  an  earnest  of 
the  work  being  done  for  the  Master  at  home  and  in  Japan  and 
China. 

These  annual  conferences  have  become  a  regular  feature

with  other  Boards.  They  see  the  wisdom  of  holding  them. 
The  distance  between  the  Board  at  home  and  the  missionaries 
on  the  field  is  so  great,  that  it  is  very  important  to  improve 
every  opportunity  for  a  better  acquaintance.  We  feel  safe 
in  saying  that  the  missionaries  who  met  with  the  Board  will 
be  better  able  to  interpret  our  actions  in  the  future  than  if 
the  conference  had  not  been  held.  Always  placing  the  best 
construction  on  the  motives  of  the  Board,  or  the  actions  of 
the  workers,  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  knowing  those  with 
whom  you  are  dealing.  Let  us  hope  that  these  conferences 
with  our  missionaries  may  be  a  permanent  feature  of  our 
work. 

Home  on  Furlough. — There  was  a  time  when  the  return  of 
one  of  our  missionaries  was  an  event  in  our  work ;  now  it  is  a 
frequent  occurrence.  Some  ask,  Why  so  many  missionaries 
home  at  the  same  time?  We  reph',  the  more  workers  we 
have  on  the  field,  the  larger  will  be  the  number  at  home  on 
furlough.  Our  missionary  force  has  been  increasing,  and 
may  it  please  God  to  enable  us  to  keep  it  up.  Furloughs  are 
a  necessity  for  the  continued  usefulness  of  the  missionary 
on  the  field.  Alas,  the  missionaries  do  not  come  home  to 
rest.  If  this  is  their  intention,  then  ever}^  one  has  met  with 
the  same  fate — disappointment.  As  Secretary,  I  want  to 
bear  testimony  to  their  splendid-  help  in  creating  interest  for 
the  work.  The  people  await  with  delight  the  arrival  of  each 
missionary,  and  they  want  to  hear  the  answer  from  the  latest 
worker  to  the  question,  "Watchman,  tell  us  of  the  night, 
what  its  signs  of  promise  are?" 

The  following  persons  have  been  home  on  furlough  during 
the  past  three  years,  the  last  two  named  arriving  only  a 
week  ago: 

Rev.  David  B.  Schneder,  D.D.,  Rev.  William  E.  Hoy,  D.D., 
Rev.  Jarius  P.  Moore,  D.D.,  Miss  Sadie  Lea  Weidner,  Rev. 
William  E.  Lampe,  Rev.  Allen  K.  Faust,  ^liss  Carrie  J. 
Dreibelbies,  Miss  Lena  Zurfluh,  Miss  Lucy  M.  Powell. 

A  sense  of  justice  demands  that  we  add  a  word  of  apprecia- 
tion of  the  excellent  services  of  Mrs.  D.  B.  Schneder  and 
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Mrs.  W.  E.  Hoy  during  the  time  of  their  sojourn  in  the 
homeland.  They  were  most  untiring  in  their  labors.  The 
same  praise  is  due  to  ^liss  Weidner. 

At  this  writing  we  have  heard  of  the  critical  illness  of  Mrs. 
J.  P.  Moore,  of  Tokyo.  Two  years  ago  Dr.  Moore  came  to 
America  with  the  hope  of  restoring  the  broken  health  of  ]\Irs. 
]\Ioore,  who  was  then  on  the  verge  of  a  nervous  collapse. 
After  a  six  months'  rest  they  went  back  to  Japan  for,  at  least, 
the  full  term  of  service  until  furlough.  It  was  touching  to 
hear  from  his  own  lips  these  words:  "I  am  willing  to  say  that 
we  are  going  back  to  stay,  to  live  or  die.  We  are  going,  as  it 
were,  burning  the  bridges  behind  us."  God  bless  these  vet- 
erans of  the  Cross  in  Japan.  We  bespeak  for  them  the 
prayers  and  sympathies  of  our  people. 

We  also  note  with  profound  sorrow  the  illness  of  Mi*s.  I.  G. 
Boydstun,  at  Shenchowfu,  and  the  necessity  of  her  return  to 
this  country.  We  commend  all  our  suffering  missionaries 
to  the  tender  care  of  our  heavenly  Father. 

All  the  personal  reports  of  the  missionaries  breathe  a  joy- 
ful hope  in  their  work.  In  them  they  lay  bare  their  hearts, 
and  we  can  see  their  longings  for  the  larger  growth  in  the 
near  future.  Each  communication  brings  to  view  a  new 
phase  of  our  ever-growing  operations  in  the  empires  of  Japan 
and  China.  They  should  be  carefully  studied  and  kept  for 
future  reference.  The  record  of  the  past  year  may  well 
awaken  a  just  pride  in  all  our  hearts.  The  fidelity  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  the  divine  blessing  on  their  labors  has  won  for 
us  a  crown  of  rejoicing. 

Both  of  our  oldest  missionaries,  Drs.  Jairus  P.  Moore  and 
William  E.  Hoy,  were  privileged  to  attend  the  Centenary 
Missionary  Conference  in  Shanghai,  China,  last  May.  They 
were  deeply  moved  by  the  addresses  of  men  who.  by  self- 
denial,  are  helping  to  plant  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  in  the 
lands  of  darkness.  Dr.  Moore  spent  a  week  at  Yochow. 
He  brought  a  blessing  and  he  carried  one  away. 

For  good  reasons,  the  Rev.  A.  V.  Casselman  felt  constrained 
to  resign  as  Field  Secretary.     Having  been  an  eye  witness  to 
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the  growth  and  needs  of  our  work  in  Japan  and  China,  he 
could  speak  wdth  authority  to  the  people,  and  as  a  result  of 
his  instructive  lectures,  there  was  kindled  an  intelligent  ap- 
preciation of  the  w^ork  in  many  hearts  throughout  the  Church. 
The  Board  has  made  record  of  its  grateful  appreciation  of 
his  valuable  services  and  bespeaks  at  his  hands  the  further 
counsel  and  co-operation  in  the  cause  so  dear  to  his  heart  as 
his  time  and  strength  permit. 

The  position  of  Field  Secretary  is  vacant.  There  is  need 
for  a  man  who  can  spend  some  time  in  the  office  as  well  as 
in  the  field. 

In  order  to  give  the  members  the  benefit  of  the  communi- 
cations from  our  missions,  we  have  been  occasionally  pub- 
lishing eight  pages  as  a  supplement  in  the  Refoi~med  Church 
Messenger,  Christian  World  and  Kirchenzeitung.  Only  words 
of  approval  have  been  heard.  We  need  some  medium 
through  which  to  publish  the  tidings  from  the  fields.  It  is 
a  pity  that  our  Boards  of  Missions  do  not  have  a  missionary 
organ  for  a  fuller  presentation  of  the  cause  we  represent. 

Famine. — The  famine  of  1906  in  Japan  was  one  of  the  best 
opportunities  for  Christian  w^ork  that  has  ever  come  to 
Tohoku.  It  was  the  worst  famine  since  that  deadly  one  of 
the  Tempo  Age,  some  sixty  years  ago.  Our  Church  had  an 
honorable  share  in  caring  for  the  famine  sufferers  by  contrib- 
uting about  $7,000.  The  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Famine 
Relief  Committee,  Rev.  William  E.  Lampe,  presents  a  state- 
ment of  our  relation  to  the  work  on  page  105.  Speaking  of 
the  famine,  Miss  Mary  E.  Gerhard  wrote:  "This  is  a  great 
opportunity,  and  good  -vsall  surely  come  out  of  the  evil.  I 
have  heard  it  stated  that  many  business  men,  who  are  usually 
indifferent  or  hostile  to  missionary  work,  are  now  putting 
their  funds  into  the  hands  of  the  missionaries,  and  praising 
their  promptness  and  leadership  in  the  matter  of  relief." 

Sword  Presentation. — On  July  3,  1905,  a  few  friends  ac- 
companied Dr.  D.  B.  Schneder  to  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  to  President  Roosevelt  two  gifts,  a 
costly  sword  and  two  silk  flags,  the  gifts  of  citizens  of  the 
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city  of  Sendai,  as  a  token  of  their  regard  and  appreciation 
for  the  chief  executive  of  the  American  people.  The  Presi- 
dent, in  accepting  the  gifts,  said  in  part:  "I  want  you.  Dr. 
Schneder,  to  bear  in  return  this  message  to  Japan:  I  am  glad 
to  receive  this  sword  from  a  nation  of  swordsmen,  whose 
motto  is  that  the  sword  should  never  be  drawn  except  with 
justice,  but  having  been  drawn,  should  never  be  sheathed 
except  with  honor.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  my 
address  at  the  Mother's  Congress  has  been  translated  into 
Japanese,  and  is  being  distributed  among  the  people.  I 
thank  you  for  your  kindness."  Evidently  this  gift  made  a 
profound  impression  upon  the  President,  who  thoroughly 
appreciates  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  given,  and  he  will  ever 
link  the  bearer.  Dr.  Schneder,  with  it.  It  may  be  of  interest 
to  the  members  of  the  Church  to  know  that  the  sending 
of  this  gift  had  its  origin  in  the  visit  of  the  late  Dr.  C.  Cuth- 
bert  Hall,  of  Union  Seminary,  New  York,  to  Sendai  a  few 
years  ago.  Both  the  citizens  and  the  missionaries  gave 
Dr.  Hall  such  a  royal  welcome  that  upon  his  return  to 
America  he  got  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  send 
him  an  autograph  photo  for  the  Mayor  of  Sendai. 

In  recognition  of  his  efforts  to  relieve  the  distress  during 
the  famine,  a  present  was  also  sent  to  President  Roosevelt, 
through  Rev.  William  E.  Lampe,  by  the  people  of  3hiroishi. 

Welcome  Visitors. — It  has  been  a  source  of  mutual  profit 
and  pleasure  to  have  a  number  of  our  Japanese  brethren  visit 
us  in  recent  years.  On  account  of  the  positions  they  occupy 
in  the  work  at  Sendai,  three  of  them  deserve  special  mention. 

Rev.  C.  Ivajiwara,  professor  in  North  Japan  College,  spent 
a  year  in  this  country.  He  came  to  visit  some  of  his  Semi- 
nary classmates  in  Princeton  University,  and  to  see  the  state 
of  Christianity  in  America  again,  and  to  get  new  inspiration 
for  his  work.  Professor  Kajiwara  is  an  efficient  teacher,  and 
a  great  power  among  students.  He  made  many  friends 
during  his  sojourn  amongst  us.  On  a  warm  day,  when  the 
atmosphere  of  the  office  was  very  pressing,  this  dear  brother 
came  to  see  us,  and  before  leaving  he  said,  "May  we  have  a 
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word  of  pra3-er?"  And  there,  amid  the  city's  din,  we  knelt 
and  told  the  Lord  the  burden  on  our  hearts. 

Dr.  Kumetaro  Sasao,  professor  in  North  Japan  College, 
spent  only  a  few  months  in  America.  He  came  as  one  of 
four  delegates  from  Japan  to  the  great  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Conven- 
tion held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  very  fact  implied  an 
honor  of  which  he  was  worthy.  It  was  the  privilege  of  Dr. 
Sasao  to  visit  a  few  of  our  leading  Reformed  centers,  and 
see  the  work  of  our  Church.  It  will  always  be  a  regret  to 
those  who  met  him,  that  his  time  would  not  permit  him  to 
spend  several  months  in  a  careful  study  of  our  own  field, 
and  see  the  difficulties  that  confront  us  in  working  out  our 
own  salvation.  Dr.  Sasao  returned  to  the  work  in  Sendai 
with  the  conviction  that  we  are,  at  least,  trying  to  do  all 
we  can  to  help  the  workers  yonder  in  winning  hearts  to 
Christ. 

Mr.  Tetsuro  Hayasaka,  kanji  of  Miyagi  Girls'  School,  will 
spend  a  few  years  in  Am-erica.  At  present  he  is  in  Heidel- 
berg University,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  where  he  is  pursuing  special 
studies.  For  his  faithful  service  of  twenty  years  in  connec- 
tion with  our  mission,  and  in  order  to  fit  himself  for  still 
greater  usefulness,  the  mission  and  the  Board  have  granted 
him  a  two  years'  leave  of  absence  for  study  and  observation. 
He  has  proved  himself  a  loyal  worker  in  our  Girls'  School. 
Mr.  Hayasaka  has  also  served  his  city  as  vice-mayor,  and 
even  then  while  the  work  in  the  said  office  required  a  great 
part  of  his  time,  he  never  gave  up  his  position  in  the  school. 
His  work  during  the  trying  da^-s  following  the  burning  of  the 
Girls'  School  will  never  be  forgotten.  He  is  the  firet  Japanese 
worker  from  our  Girls'  School  to  come  to  America.  Dr.  Moore 
says,  "He  has  been  a  personal  friend  of  mine  for  the  last 
twenty  years,  and  I  claim  him  as  one  of  my  spiritual  chil- 
dren." 

Men  of  the  ability  of  these  brethren  could  easily  command 
larger  compensation  for  their  services,  but  up  to  this  time, 
not  the  love  of  money,  but  the  love  for  souls  constrains 
them,  and  other  loyal  workers,  to  give  their  lives  for  the 
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upbuilding  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  Japan,  so  that  indeed 
the  Sunrise  Kingdom  may  be  ruled  by  the  Sun  of  Right- 
eousness. 

Foreign  Mission  Day. — Happily  the  significance  of  this  day 
is  dawning  upon  many  minds  who  did  not  welcome  its  advent 
into  the  Church  Calendar  six  years  ago.  There  are  still  some 
pastors  who  believe  that  we  are  getting  too  many  special 
days,  but  the  great  majority  are  observing  these  occasions 
to  the  practical  and  permanent  benefit  for  the  growth  of  our 
Church  and  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  The 
fact  that  we  have  these  days  is  in  itself  an  evidence  of  the 
ever-growing  spirit  of  missions  in  the  hearts  of  our  people." 
One  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  the  progress  of  the  kingdom 
is  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  this  work  on  the  part  of  the  Church 
at  large.  Many  of  our  people  have  but  a  vague  idea  of  our 
work  in  Japan  and  China,  and  are  utterly  deficient  of  the  de- 
tails of  this  great  enterprise.  The  hope  of  the  future  Church 
lies  with  the  young  people  of  the  present.  Training  the 
young  in  the  love  of  truth  and  in  the  knowledge  of  missions 
is  the  original  purpose  of  Foreign  Mission  Day.  Giving  is  a 
part  of  the  training,  but  getting  the  money  is  not  the  primary 
aim.  Just  as  soon  as  we  can  instruct  our  people  in  the  great- 
ness of  the  missionary  work,  have  them  grow  up  in  it,  and 
breathe  in  the  verj'  atmosphere  of  missions,  we  will  receive 
all  the  financial  aid  we  need  for  the  spread  of  the  light  of  the 
Gospel  in  all  lands.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  Christians,  young 
and  old,  put  their  life  and  love  and  labor  into  the  service  of 
Christ,  and  we  shall  have  no  more  trouble  with  the  financial 
problem.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  men  and  women  who  give 
the  most  to  the  cause  of  Christ  are  they  who  have  first  given 
themselves  to  the  Lord?  He  who  can  truly  say,  "I  am  not 
my  own,  but  I  belong  to  my  Lord  and  Saviour  in  body  and 
soul,  in  life  and  death,"  will  regard  his  life  as  a  trust,  and 
himself  as  a  steward. 

The  services  thus  far  issued  were  entitled:  ''Forward  Be 
Our  Watchword,"  "Christ  for  the  World— the  World  for 
Christ,"  "Onward,  Christian  Soldiers,"  "Soldiers  of  Christ," 
"The  Healing  of  the  Nations,"  "Light  in  the  East." 
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Bequests. — We  rejoice  in  being  able  to  report  the  sum  of 
$13,107.10  from  bequests  and  legacies.  This  is  the  largest 
amount  in  the  history  of  our  work.  While  these  post-mortem 
gifts  msi.y  not  be  as  accurate  a  test  of  the  spirit  of  liberality 
as  are  donations,  yet  the}''  do,  to  no  small  degree,  reflect  the 
attitude  of  our  people  towards  the  cause  of  foreign  missions. 
It  is  a  blessing  that  most  of  these  gifts  could  be  put  to  present 
use.  The  principal  bequest  came  from  that  friend  of  mis- 
sions, N.  B.  Schmitt,  of  Woodstock,  Va.,  who  has  alwaj'^s  been 
kno^^^l  as  one  of  the  very  liberal  givers  in  the  Church.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  day  of  legacies  is  not  past.  We  feel  confi- 
dent that  if  the  pastors  will  exert  their  good  influence,  we 
shall  see  a  steadily  increasing  income  from  this  source. 

Annuity  Bonds. — Better  still  than  bequests  is  the  Annuity 
Bond,  on  which  the  Board  pays  an  annuit}^  during  the  life- 
time of  the  donor.  There  are  so  many  gifts  daily  lost  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  through  the  technicalities  of  the  law  that  the 
safest  way  is  to  give  to  the  Church  with  your  own  hand, 
and  thereby  safeguard  the  Lord's  portion.  It  is  with  joy 
of  heart  we  report  that  $9,400  w^orth  of  the  Annuity  Bonds 
have  been  taken  by  members,  who,  we  feel  certain,  are  per- 
fectly satisfied  with  the  investment.  The  interest  is  sure. 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  best  saving  and  trust  com- 
pany in  the  world,  and  they  who  give  to  advance  her  inter- 
ests receive  the  biggest  dividends  in  knowing  that  they  are 
doing  the  will  of  their  Father  in  heaven. 

Finances. — The  income  of  the  Board  for  1905  to  1907  was 
$264,283.  We  feel  thankful  to  God  for  this  liberal  offering. 
The  kind  help  of  past  ore  and  people  has  been  a  constant 
encouragement  to  us. 

The  New  Knoxville  congregation,  Ohio,  of  which  Rev. 
John  Bachmann,  D.D.,  is  the  pastor,  contributed  $1,800  for 
the  Kita  Kaji  Machi  chapel  in  Sendai.  This  congregation 
has  set  an  example  worthy  of  imitation. 

W.  M.  S. — These  three  letters  should  ever  remind  us  of 
the  splendid  help  our  women  are  giving  to  the  work  of  mis- 
sions.    As  usual,  their  contributions  have  been  liberal.    The 
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AVoman's  Missionary  Society  is  supporting  tlie  regular  work 
of  the  Miyagi  Girls'  School.  "We  are  also  promised  the  sal- 
aries of  two  lady  teachers  in  our  Girls'  School  in  China,  and 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Eastern  Synod  is 
supporting  the  two  nurses,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  is  providing  the  salary  for  the 
lady  evangelist  in  China. 

Neio  Publications. — Two  books  have  been  issued  by  the 
Board  during  the  triennium,  which  should  be  in  every  home 
in  our  Church.  We  refer  to  the  pretty  booklet,  "0  Mura 
San,"  by  Mrs.  D.  B.  Schneder,  and  the  interesting  sketch  of 
the  life  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Schneider,  D.D.,  by  Rev.  James  I. 
Good,  D.D.     The  books  are  fully  illustrated. 

Mission  Study. — Two  things  are  vital  to  the  success  of 
Missions — the  true  motive  and  the  actual  service.  Here  lies 
the  deep  necessity  for  the  study  of  missions.  The  appeals  of 
the  Board  and  the  approvals  by  the  Synods  may  afford 
present  relief  to  the  work,  but  they  will  not  insure  the  per- 
manent success  of  the  work.  We  feel  very  strongly  that  we 
must  adopt  a  policy  of  education  in  missions,  especially 
among  the  young  people  of  our  Church.  There  is  no  more 
popular  plan  for  an  intelligent  study  of  missions  than  the 
Mission  Study  Class.  ]\Iission  study  will  lead  each  member 
of  the  class  to  feel  the  world's  need  of  Christ,  and  to  realize 
his  own  responsibility  as  a  Christian.  The  study  of  missions 
broadens  one's  outlook,  gives  instruction  on  the  progress  of 
the  Kingdom,  and  increases  one's  appreciation  of  the  bless- 
ings of  Christianity.  What  we  all  need  is  a  larger  vision, 
a  broader  sympathy,  and  a  deeper  spiritvuil  life.  All  these 
the  iMission  Study  Class  will  furnish.  The  Board  urges  the 
formation  of  such  a  class  in  all  our  congregations.  We  sug- 
gest as  suitable  text-books:  "Sunrise  in  the  Sunrise  King- 
dom," by  Dr.  John  H.  DeForest,  and  "The  Uplift  of  China," 
by  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Smith. 

The  Mission  Study  Class  should  consist  of  about  eight  or 
ten  persons  who  are  willing  to  spend  an  hour  every  week, 
for  eight  weeks,  in  the  study  of  the  text -book  and  collateral 
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reading.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  pastor  ])e  the  leader 
of  the  class;  an  earnest,  intelligent  and  enthusiastic  layman 
will  do.  However,  he  must  he  in  full  sj'mpathy  with  the 
work.  So  strongly  has  the  Board  felt  the  need  of  an  aggres- 
sive campaign  among  our  young  people,  that  we  have  in- 
vited Mrs.  Calvin  K.  Staudt,  of  Myerstown,  Pa.,  to  serve  as 
a  special  organizer  of  Mission  Study  Classes  and  Missionary 
Societies  in  our  congregations.  Those  who  have  had  a  taste 
of  class  work  in  the  most  interesting  of  all  studies  are  loud 
in  their  praises  of  it.  It  will  prove  the  best  kind  of  recreation 
for  the  winter  evenings,  and  at  the  same  time  enrich  the 
mind  with  very  helpful  information.  One  has  said,  after  a 
Mission  Study  experience,  "I  can  now  pray  for  the  exact  and 
concrete  needs  of  the  field  instead  of  using  the  old  general 
prayer  for  missions  in  toto." 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  summer 
conferences  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Young  People's 
Movement.  The  object  of  the  conferences  is  to  train  and 
equip  leaders  for  study  classes  and  other  forms  of  missionary 
education.  Seven  conferences  will  be  held  during  the  summer 
of  1908,  as  follows:  Pertle  Springs,  Mo.,  June  12-19;  Lake 
Geneva,  Wis.,  June  23-July  1;  Whitby,  Canada,  July  2-9; 
Asheville,  N.  C,  July  3-12;  Sunday-school  Conference,  Silver 
Bay,  N.  Y.,  July  15-23;  Silver  Bay,  Lake  George,  N.  Y., 
July  24- August  2;  Alhance,  Ohio,  August  11-19.  Those  who 
have  been  attending  these  conferences  know  the  value  of 
them. 

Men  and  Missions. — On  November  13-14,  1906,  a  group  of 
laymen  met  in  New  York  in  response  to  "A  Call  to  Prayer," 
in  which  it  was  stated  that  "the  need  of  the  hour  is  for  the 
consecration  of  laymen  to  the  work  of  missions."  This 
meeting  led  to  the  formation  of  the  Laymen's  Missionary 
Movement,  a  direct  outgrowth  of  the  Haystack  Centennial. 
It  aims  to  enlist  business  and  professional  men  outside  of  the 
ministry  in  praying,  giving,  and  all  forms  of  working  for  the 
advance  of  the  world's  evangelization. 

To  afford  a  clear  idea  of  this  new  Movement  in  the  spread 
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of  the  Gospel,  we  quote  from  the  address  of  Dr.  Samuel  B. 
Capen,  before  the  Conference  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Boards 
in  Philadelphia.  He  said:  "It  is  not  a  new  missionary 
board  to  collect  and  administer  funds.  It  is  not  a  move- 
ment to  find  and  send  out  missionaries;  nor  an  interdenomi- 
national movement  to  organize  a  new  missionary  brother- 
hood. It  is  a  promoting  agency  to  facilitate  the  work  already 
under  way;  a  missionary  movement  to  reach  the  whole 
world  in  this  generation;  recognizing  that  the  Church  has 
been  in  the  'retail  business'  long  enough.  It  is  a  Layman's 
Movement,  for  the  mature  business  men  of  to-day  who  now 
have  in  hand  the  money  which  they  can  give  if  they  will. 
It  is  an  effort  to  get  all  denominations  to  work  more  closely 
together  than  ever  before,  in  harmony  with  modern  business 
methods;  it  is  an  attempt  to  utilize  the  principles  of  legiti- 
mate promoting." 

How  can  this  be  done?  The  idea  is  to  form  a  large  central 
committee  with  representatives  from  all  the  large  denomi- 
nations. The  work  is  to  be  carried  on  through  the  existing 
organizations.  The  Boards  shall  organize  campaigns  to 
arouse  interest  in  foreign  missions.  This  is  to  be  done  by 
devising  a  plan  to  get  men  to  pledge  themselves  to  positive 
obligations  toward  mission  work,  by  reaching  the  business 
men  through  parlor  conferences,  by  dividing  the  missionary 
budget  among  the  local  churches,  by  pledging  laymen  to 
devote  a  few  minutes  at  a  certain  hour  of  the  daj''  to  silent 
prayer  for  missionary  work,  by  the  distribution  of  leaflets 
containing  short,  pithy  facts  about  the  movement,  by  send- 
ing a  committee  of  laymen  abroad  at  an  early  date  to  inspect 
our  missions,  and  by  the  gradual  unison  through  these  plans 
of  men  of  all  denominations  into  a  great  missionary  party. 

Such  in  brief  is  the  beginning  and  aim  of  the  Laymen's 
Missionary  Movement.  Every  true  friend  of  missions  will 
rejoice  in  this  new  effort  of  enlisting  the  co-operation  of  all 
men  in  the  work  of  world-wide  Gospel  dissemination.  Up 
to  this  time  a  mere  sprinkling  of  men  in  every  congregation 
have  taken  anv  interest  in  the  cause  of  missions.     The  need 
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of  waking  up  the  men  us  a  whole  is  being  felt  as  never  before, 
and  let  us  hope  that  the 'Lord's  business  will  receive  its  share 
of  the  time  and  energy  of  all  men,  and  thus  utilize  the  lay- 
men's power  that  has  been  running  to  waste  as  far  as  the 
Church  work  goes.  If  we  can  get  our  men  to  take  the  same 
pains  as  the  women  do,  to  ,know  the  spiritual  needs  in  every 
part  of  the  world,  it  will  stimulate  prayer,  increase  gifts,  and 
secure  consecration  to  the  work. 

We  recognize  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  as 
providential,  and  we  believe  it  will  aid  in  the  completion  of 
the  great  purpose  of  God  in  the  redemption  of  mankind. 
That  the  Synod  may  be  brought  into  living  touch  with  the 
movement,  and  take  advantage  of  it  in  our  own  work,  we 
have  invited  Mr.  J.  Campbell  White,  Secretary,  to  deliver  an 
address  during  the  sessions.  We  crave  for  an  action  that 
will  win  our  men  to  the  work  of  missions,  that  will  restore  the 
spirit  of  Christian  stewardship,  and  that  will  consecrate  the 
money  power  of  the  Church  unto  God. 

Missionary  Deputation. — One  of  the  first  suggestions  of  the 
Laymen's  Movement  was  that  a  body  of  at  least  fifty  men 
should  plan  to  visit  all  the  mission  fields  of  the  world  during 
the  past  year,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  first-hand  study  of 
missions.  It  is  believed  that  the  reply  of  the  deputation  will 
bring  great  inspiration  to  the  churches,  and  strengthen  the 
faith  of  the  people  in  foreign  missions.  Knowing  that  the 
best  proof  of  the  work  in  Japan  and  China  is  seeing  it,  we 
have  encouraged  the  idea  of  a  deputation  from  our  Church 
to  our  mission  fields  at  no  distant  day.  It  is  understood 
that  the  party  going  will  be  at  their  own  expense. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  visit  of  the  President  of  our 
Board,  Rev.  James  I.  Good,  D.D.,  during  his  tour  around  the 
world  to  our  missions  in  Japan  and  China.  His  presence 
proved  a  great  comfort  to  the  workers.  Dr.  Good  has  caught 
a  clearer  vision  of  the  great  work  to  be  done  in  all  lands. 
His  addresses  are  highly  spoken  of  by  our  pastors  and 
people. 

Among  the  laity  of  our  Church  we  find  that  Mrs.  Mary  A. 
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S.  Gilbert  and  her  daughter,  Miss  Emma  L.  Gilbert,  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.;  Mrs.  Matilda  Chidsey,  and  Mrs.  W.  S.  Hulick^ 
of  Easton,  Pa.,  have  also  spent  some  time  with  our  mission- 
aries at  Sendai,  and  they  are  loud  in  their  praises  of  the  work. 
The  fact  that  these  four  ladies  have  been  eye-witnesses  of 
our  mission  in  Japan,  should  be  gratifying  to  both  the  workers 
on  the  field  and  the  supporters  at  home.  It  is  one  of  the 
good  signs  of  a  deepening  interest  in  the  spread  of  the  King- 
dom, that  our  own  people  are  anxious  to  view  the  growing 
work  in  the  Orient.  One  of  the  missionaries  writes:  "These 
ladies  were  hardly  prepared  to  see  so  much,  and  they  are 
beginning  to  realize  that  the  half  has  never  been  told  them. 
They  were  also  under  the  impression  that  many  have  in  the 
home  Church,  viz.,  that  the  gifts  for  Foreign  Missions  which 
the  Reformed  Church  has  made  during  all  these  years  have 
been  spent  much  in  the  same  way  as  if  a  man  should  give  a 
beggar-boy  a  box  of  sweets:  after  the  sweets  are  gone,  the 
permanent  results  of  the  gifts  are  not  much  in  evidence. 
But  now  these  visitors  find  some  results,  much  beyond  their 
expectation,  and  they  are  happy." 

Tributes. — Dr.  J.  H.  DeForest,  who  has  lived  in  Sendai 
twenty  years,  says:  "I 'know  every  missionary  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  as  well  as  I  know  mj^  own  kith  and  kin.  I 
saw  the  foundations  of  their  wide  work  laid  by  Dr.  Hoy.  I 
lived  with  the  Noss  family  a  year,  and  they  are  way  up  in 
my  estimation.  I  have  lectured  repeatedly  in  their  Tohoku 
Gakuin.  1  took  a  brief  part  in  the  dedication  of  their  new 
Recitation  Hall,  probably  the  finest  school  building  of  middle 
school  grade  in  the  whole  empire.  I  have  eaten  at  the  tables 
of  all  their  homes.  I  have  seen  with  joy  the  expansion  of 
their  evangelistic  and  educational  work,  now  conspicuous 
among  the  larger  missions  of  Japan." 

Dr.  Borden  P.  Bowne,  of  Boston  University,  was  the  guest 
of  our  mission  for  a  few  days  in  September,  1905.  He  de- 
clared, "I  have  never  been  more  completely  surprised  than  I 
was  by  the  hearty  welcome  of  Sendai." 

Mr.  John  M.  Johnson,  a  business  man,  writes:   "The  work 
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which  is  being  done  in  both  your  Boys'  and  your  Girls'  Schools 
is  certainly  a  credit,  and  as  for  the  work  being  done  in  the 
printing  office,  dairy,  store,  etc.,  this  is  decidedly  excep- 
tional. I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  a  number  of  the 
Japanese  boys  who  are  at  the  head  of  these  various  depart- 
ments while  there,  and  every  one  of  them  is  full  of  the  work 
which  they  are  doing.  Your  buildings  are  clean,  students 
are  neat  and  tidy  about  their  rooms,  and  the  air  of  the  whole 
place  is  such  that  you  can  feel  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction 
in  the  men  whom  you  have  at  the  heads  of  your  various 
departments  in  that  w^ork." 

Two  years  ago  Mr.  William  T.  Ellis  made  a  tour  of  the 
Orient.  His  letter  should  be  a  clarion  call  to  the  Church  and 
stir  the  hearts  of  pastors  and  people  to  greater  efforts.  He 
says:  "I  had  never  reahzed  the  magnitude  of  your  mission 
at  Sendai.  I  wonder  if  you  have  not  been  rather  too  modest 
in  letting  the  world  know"  of  the  greatness  of  this  enterprise! 
The  size,  quality  and  equipment  of  your  school  buildings 
stir  an  American's  pride.  They  surpass  all  the  government 
schools  I  have  so  far  visited,  and  are  on  a  par  with  the  best 
American  institutions  of  like  grade.  I  do  not  wonder  that 
all  the  officials  and  people  of  Sendai  seem  to  have  such  hearty 
respect  and  good  will  for  jouv  work  and  workers.  Your  two 
schools  are  bound  to  have  a  long  continued  and  far-reaching 
influence  upon  Northern  Japan,  as  well  as  a  pronounced 
direct  influence  upon  the  student  body.  The  sturdy  Christian 
character  of  some  of  the  latter  whom  I  met  personally  was 
a  dehght  to  me.  One  of  your  students  interpreted  an  ad- 
dress I  made  to  the  soldiers  at  the  hospital,  and  I  could  not 
ask  for  more  sympathetic,  vigorous  and  satisfagtor}'  inter- 
pretation. Similarly,  I  was  attracted  by  the  Japanese  mem- 
bers of  5'our  facuky;  it  was  a  pleasure  to  sit  in  conference 
with  them.  If  any  of  your  people  should  ever  question  Dr. 
Bartholomew  whether  your  Foreign  Missions  are  worth 
while,  I  hope  I  may  be  near  enough  to  be  called  upon  to  add 
my  testimony  in  answer  to  him."

Seventieth  Anniversary. 

Seventieth  Anniversary. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
the  United  States  in  1838,  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  in  its  report  suggested  the  organization  of  a 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  Church  was  ripe  for  the 
work.  Immediately  pledges  and  contributions  to  the 
amount  of  $945  were  made.  During  the  first  forty  j'-ears  of 
its  existence  the  Board  carried  on  its  work  through  the 
American  Board,  and  the  offerings  of  our  people,  amounting 
to  $27,986.99,  were  devoted  toward  the  support  of  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  Schneider,  D.D.,  at  Broosa  and  Aintab,  Turkey. 
From  the  year  1865  there  was  a  suspension  of  interest  in 
Foreign  Missions  in  our  Church,  and  but  few  contributions 
found  their  way  into  the  treasury.  Happily  there  was  a 
revival  of  the  spirit  of  Foreign  Missions  during  the  seventies, 
and  at  the  meeting  of  General  Synod  in  Lancaster,  in  1878, 
instructions  were  given  to  the  Board  to  move  forward  in  its 
work.  No  time  was  lost  in  determining  upon  our  field  of 
labor.     Here  the  history  must  end  for  the  present. 

We  believe  that  the  Seventieth  Anniversary  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Board  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  the  Church 
to  warrant  us  in  asking  the  Synod  to  set  apart  the  month  of 
September,  1908,  for  special  commemorative  services. 

The  Debt. — The  Synod  is  aware  of  the  effort  now  being 
made  by  the  Board  for  the  pa)-ment  of  a  debt  of  seventy 
thousand  dollars,  the  accumulation  of  five  years.  The  incur- 
ring of  this  debt  was  unavoidable.     We  could  not  do  other- 
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wise  than  supply  the  new  school  buildings  in  Jupan  and 
China,  and  to  send  out  a  number  of  workers  to  meet  the 
most  urgent  needs  of  our  two  missions.  If  all  the  congrega- 
tions had  paid  their  apportionments  in  full,  with  the  extra 
contributions  from  liberal  congregations  and  individual 
members,  we  could  have  kept  the  debt  down  to  much  smaller 
proportions.  But  the  apportionment  has  never  been  more 
than  two-thirds  paid  in  any  year,  and  hence  the  large  deficit. 
Though  the  income  for  the  work  is  larger  than  ever,  yet  the 
expenses  of  the  work  are  also  annually  increasing.  There 
is  only  one  way  for  us  to  get  rid  of  this  debt,  and  that  is  by 
the  people  laying  an  extra  offering  on  the  altar  as  an  ex- 
pression of  their  gratitude  to  God  for  His  favor  upon  our 
work.  The  Board  has  a  plan  for  raising  the  debt.  Someone 
has  said,  "It  is  the  most  feasible,  practical  plan  that  has  so 
far  been  proposed  to  put  this  work  on  a  cash  basis." 

We  are  asking  seven  thousand  persons  to  contribute  ten 
dollars  each  towards  this  worthy  object.  We  are  glad  to 
say  that  the  plan  has  met  with  favor.  Rich  and  poor  seem 
willing  to  help  the  project.  There  is  a  deep  conviction  that 
the  pastors  must  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  help 
the  movement.  The  pastor  is  the  key-man  to  the  cause  of 
missions.  He  locks  and  unlocks  the  situation.  His  interest 
means  success,  his  indifference,  failure.  The  pastors  must 
co-operate.  If  we  do  our  duty  here,  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  but  that  the  plan,  which  is  now  in  operation,  will 
meet  with  speedy  success.  The  members  of  our  Church  will 
make  these  pledges  if  they  are  asked  to  do  so,  and  the  con- 
ditions of  payments  are  explained.  There  will  be  but  few 
refusals,  for  the  plan  will  appeal  to  the  common  sense  and 
judgment  of  our  people,  as  well  as  to  their  charity  and  loyalty. 
One  of  the  most  active  pastors  says:  "I  feel  that  this  is  the 
time  for  the  whole  Church  to  act.  The  ministers  must  do 
the  work.  But  you  must  get  right  after  them  and  prod  them 
until  they  all  act  and  do  something.  AVe  must  get  rid  of 
this  debt,  and  it  will  be  done  this  year  if  all  act  together. 
If  we  fail,  it  will  mean  a  shameful  disaster  for  the  Church  in 
her  foreign  missionary  work;  it  will  almost  spell  ruin." 
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WILL  agree  to  be  one  of  Seven  Thou- 
sand persons  to  contribute  Ten  Dollars 
towards  a  Thank  Ojfering  of  Seventy 
Thousand  Dollars,  in  recognition  of  the 
Seventieth  Anniversary  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  paj'ing  the  debt 
of  the  Board,  and  providing  for  the 
special  urgent  needs  of  the  Japan  and 
China  missions.

Do  you  ask,  Why  pay  the  debt  of  the  Foreign  Board?  Be- 
cause it  has  a  damaging  effect  upon  every  other  interest  in 
the  Church.  Our  entire  membership  must  feel  the  evil 
consequences  if  this  heavy  burden  will  remain  upon  the  work 
in  Japan  and  China.  Noto  the  debt  is  harassing  the  members 
of  the  Board,  who  are  responsible  for  it,  but  they  will  not  be 
able  to  bear  it  all  the  time.  Sooner  or  later  the  responsibil- 
ity of  its  payment  will  fall  back  upon  the  Church,  and  be  it 
said  to  her  credit,  we  believe,  she  will  pay  it  before  the  com- 
ing of  that  fatal  day.  Do  you  know  that  four  thousand  dol- 
lars are  uselessly  wasted  every  year  in  interest  on  loans, 
which  could  be  spent  in  supphdng  evangelists  for  the  many 
places  where  the  people  are  hungering  for  the  Bread  of  Life? 
Is  it  right?. 

Think  not  that  our  Board  is  the  only  Board  in  debt.  There 
are  others.  In  the  conduct  of  the  work  abroad,  the  expenses 
of  the  year  cannot  be  foreseen  with  exact  clearness.  Certain 
appropriations  are  fixed,  but  there  are  so  many  contingencies 
that  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  known  budget  of  expenses. 
Ours  is  a  growing  work,  and  who  would  have  it  otherwise? 
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It  grows  because  it  is  a  vine  of  the  Lord's  own  planting,  be- 
cause God's  own  spirit  is  behind  and  through  it.  The  work 
is  bound  to  succeed  and  ho  man  can  stop  it.  True,  the  debt 
is  a  matter  for  serious  thought,  but  the  members  of  the  Board 
feel  confident  that  their  emergency  call  will  not  be  in  vain. 
Over  against  this  debt  we  ask  you  to  put  the  thrilling  story 
of  achievement.  These  are  times  of  great  conquests  for  the 
Church.  Let  us  be  proud  of  our  work.  Mr.  John  R.  Mott 
declares,  "It  is  the  time  of  times"  for  pressing  the  work  of 
the  evangelization  of  the  world.  Our  missionaries,  by  their 
appeals,  only  add  emphasis  to  this  statement.  The  appeal 
that  comes  to  us  from  China  is  almost  agonizing  in  its  inten- 
sity for  the  ability,  in  men  and  means,  to  meet  the  opportuni- 
ties forced  upon  our  missionaries.  From  Japan  itself  there 
comes  the  voice:  "Never  before  have  such  favorable  condi- 
tions for  the  spread  of  the  influence  of  the  Gospel  existed  in 
Japan  as  confront  us  to-day."  Truly,  the  way  is  open,  and 
the  time  is  ripe  for  a  rich  harvest  of  souls.  Thirty  years  ago 
the  late  Dr.  Theodore  Appel  wrote  an  article  for  the  Re- 
formed Church  Messenger  in  which  he  says,  "Our  Church  is 
ready  for  planting  missions  in  Japan,  China  and  India."  If 
this  man  of  God  was  led  to  say  so  with  a  church  membership 
of  a  hundred  thousand  less  than  now,  and  many  millions  less 
in  money,  is  it  asking  too  much  of  our  Church,  with  all  its 
store  of  wealth,  to  pay  the  debt,  and  help  to  advance  the 
work  in  Japan  and  China?  If  "the  reward  of  work  faithfully 
done  is  to  have  more  to  do,"  then  we  should  be  ready  for  a 
glorious  advance  in  our  work.  Have  we,  as  a  Church,  a 
vision?  Yes;  and  in  the  fear  of  God  let  us  be  obedient  to  it. 
Shall  we  not,  from  this  time  forth,  work  more  earnestly,  more 
prayerfully,  and  with  more  of  the  spirit  of  love  for  the  greater 
work  that  lies  before  us  in  the  years  to  come? 

An  Appeal. — All  growth  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  the  re- 
sult of  sacrifice.  Cannot  we  have  a  little  bit  of  the  spirit  of 
sacrifice  in  this  day  of  golden  privileges?  Will  not  the 
Church  of  the  martyrs  add  another  wreath  of  glory  to  her 
historj^  by  doing  something  grand  and  heroic,  as  she  stands 
face  to  face  with  her  glorious  heritage  in  Japan  and  China? 
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As  a  Church  we  cannot  afford  to  allow  the  present  opportuni- 
ties to  slip  our  grasp.  Do  you  tell  us  that  the  problems  which 
we,  as  a  Church,  have  to  face  in  Japan  and  China  are  serious? 
We  beg  of  you  to  rememlDer  that  they  are  the  fruits  of  faithful 
service  on  the  part  of  our  missionaries.  The  loud  call  for  help, 
the  debt  itself,  is  only  the  price  which  we  should  gladly  pay 
for  the  triumphs  won  during  the  past  thirty  years.  If  our 
Japan  and  China  missions  had  not  been  a  success,  these 
demands  could  not  be  heard  in  this  day,  and  there  would  be 
no  occasion  for  the  unspeakable  joys  over  the  gro"\rth  and 
greatness  of  a  work  that  is  one  of  the  rarest  jewels  in  the 
crown  of  our  rejoicing.

Statement  of  the  Japan  Mission. 

Sendai,  Japan,  February,  10,  1908. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Dear  Brethren:  The  Japan  Mission  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  hereby  extends  to  the  Reverend 
General  Synod  its  cordial  greetings,  praying  that  all  your 
deliberations  may,  under  the  Spirit's  guidance,  bring  about 
the  prosperity  and  growth  of  our  beloved  Zion. 

Ordinarily  we  are  content  to  leave  to  our  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  the  task  of  reporting  to  General  Synod  on  the 
progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  Japan  as  proclaimed  by 
the  Reformed  Church.  However,  it  is  felt  that  this  year  the 
mission  ought  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  endorse  the  Board's 
presentation  of  the  situation  and  to  second  its  appeal  for 
relief  from  the  crushing  burden  of  the  large  debt.  Without 
indulging  in  vain  repetition,  we  beg  leave  to  say  that  the 
Board's  heavy  indebtedness  has  come  to  be  a  serious  menace 
to  our  work. 

1.  In  the  first  place,  the  debt  wastes  precious  money  on 
interest,  etc.,  that  would  go  a  long  way  toward  the  erection 
of  a  church  building  or  paying  the  salary  of  a  missionary 
for  a  year. 

2.  Again,  the  irregular  receipt  of  the  money  absolutely  re- 
quired for  the  mere  maintenance  of  the  work  harasses  our 
minds  to  such  an  extent  that  we  cannot  devote  ourselves  to 
our  calling  with  that  freedom  from  unnecessary  worldly  care 
that  it  has  always  been  the  aim  of  the  Church  to  afford  its 
ministering  servants.  Besides,  however  much  inconveni- 
ence we  might  be  willing  to  suffer  ourselves,  we  must,  for 
mercv's  and  honor's  sake,  keep  our  engagements  with  our 
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Japanese  associates.  In  some  cases  these  brethren  work  for 
less  than  they  could  command  in  secular  life,  and  as  a  rule, 
they  live  pretty  much  from  hand  to  mouth.  If  we  do  not 
pay  them  their  salaries  at  the  appointed  time,  they  cannot 
but  suffer.  What  is  of  even  more  serious  import,  is  the 
danger  to  our  reputation  for  business  integrity.  Foreigners, 
especially  missionaries,  are  justly  proud  of  the  fact  that 
Japanese  have  learned  to  accept  their  promises  as  equivalent 
to  legal  guarantees.  Rather  than  lose  this  good  name,  we 
would  be  willing  to  suffer  all  sorts  of  hardships.  But  the 
necessity  to  bear  such  burdens  in  an  environment  where  it 
is  difficult  merely  to  preserve  ordinary  health,  involves  a 
wasteful  consumption  of  that  vital  energy  that  is  one  of  the 
missionary's  chief  assets,  and  leads  to  additional  outlays  for 
medical  treatment. 

3.  Thirdly  and  finally,  the  debt  has  brought  us  to  a  stand- 
still. Actual  observation  of  our  field  and  its  equipment 
would  make  it  plain  that  the  previous  sacrifices  of  our 
Reformed  people  have  enabled  us  to  secure  a  fine  outfit  for 
missionary  operations.  Our  plant  is  now  installed,  but  alas! 
what  can  we  do  with  it?  It  was  our  fond  hope  that  now  we 
might  be  welcoming  more  missionaries  for  the  directly  evan- 
gelistic work,  so  that  in  due  time  our  educational  and  evan- 
gelistic arms  of  the  service,  duly  co-ordinated,  could  labor 
more  abundantly  and  aggressively.  Some  one  has  estimated 
that  there  are  in  Japan  one  million  people,  in  and  out  of  the 
Church,  who  regulate  their  lives  by  Christian  principles,  but 
even  so,  that  represents,  roughly  speaking,  but  one-fiftieth 
of  the  population.  The  first  period  of  missionary  work  in 
Japan  has  indeed  come  to  a  close,  the  Christian  Church 
having  been  planted  and  having  firmly  taken  root.  A  new 
era  confronts  us,  in  which  this  precious  plant  must  be  en- 
couraged to  grow  rapidly,  if  it  is  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  created.  The  native  Church  is  thoroughly 
aroused  to  its  responsibilities,  and  there  is  even  now  going 
on  an  earnest  evangelistic  campaign,  engineered  entirely  by 
Japanese  leaders,  which,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  greatly 
promote  the  Church's  growth.     We  gladly  co-operate  in  this 
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work,  but  -what  can  the  few  of  us  do,  when  many  laborers  are 
needed?  The  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan,  with  which  we  co- 
operate, LS  passionately  devoted  to  its  ideal  of  independence, 
and  is  now  striving  with  might  and  main  to  become  self- 
supporting.  The  leaders  are  working  with  definite  results 
in  mind.  They  aim  at  5,000  converts  in  1908.  Moreover, 
they  wish  to  achieve  their  true  independence,  not  apart 
from,  but  in  closest  co-operation  with,  us.  While  there  is 
relatively  less  need  of  the  work  of  missionaries  now  than  at 
the  beginning — it  would,  indeed,  be  discouraging  if  this  were 
not  so — in  more  senses  than  one  is  it  true  that  never  was  there 
a  more  favorable  opportunity  for  the  work  of  foreign  mission- 
aries in  Japan  than  now.  This  is  not  merely  the  opinion  of 
our  mission,  but  eloquent  testimonj^  to  the  truth  of  this  state- 
ment is  furnished  by  the  fact  that  Japanese  themselves  in 
some  cases  have,  by  formal  vote,  asked  for  more  foreign  work- 
ers. To  be  held  back  just  at  this  favorable  juncture  merely 
for  lack  of  money,  is  indeed  distressing. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  rise  in  your  Christian  might 
and  hasten  to  the  help  of  our  Board  and  of  our  work.  For 
the  love  of  Christ  and  humanity,  send  us  men  and  means  as 
speedily  as  possible.  Money  spent  on  Christian  missions  in 
Japan  will  surely  prove  to  be  a  most  profitable  investment 
spiritually,  for,  as  a  veteran  missionar}^  belonging  to  another 
denomination  publicly  asserted,  there  Ls  now  being  won  here 
one  of  the  grandest  victories  of  the  Gospel  that  has  ever  been 
achieved  in  the  history  of  the  Church! 

Praying  for  the  Lord's  richest  blessings  upon  our  dear 
Church,  we  remain.

IV.  Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  submitted 
its  report  on  the  6th  day  of  the  session.  It  was  acted  on 
item  by  item  and  finally  adopted. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  For- 
eign Missions  begs  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

There  were  referred  to  us  the  Tenth  Triennial  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  items  5  and  8  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Overtures,  a  copj^  of  "O'Mura  San/'  by 
Mrs.  Anna  Margaret  Schneder,  and  a  copy  of  the  "Life  of 
Rev.  Benjamin  Schneider,  D.D.,"  by  Rev.  James  I.  Good, 
D.D. 

Item  5  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures  relates 
to  a  communication  from  Ludwig  Schneller,  President  of  the 
Missionary  Societ}^  of  the  Syrian  Orphanage,  etc.  This  com- 
munication shows  that  the  Board  of  the  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Syrian  Orphanage,  and  kindred  institutions  in  the 
Hol}^  Land,  desires  to  plant  a  Protestant  ]\Iission  in  Nazareth, 
in  Palestine,  where  no  Protestant  mission  work  has  yet  been 
undertaken.  A  valuable  property,  and  the  only  one  now 
available,  has  been  offered  for  sale  at  a  cost  of  eight  thousand 
dollars.  The  Board,  by  a  small  majority,  turned  down  the 
proposition,  for  lack  of  funds,  but  the  Rev.  Mr.  Schneller 
has  met  with  a  favorable  reception  for  his  project,  in  America, 
and  is  now  endeavoring  to  secure  one  thousand  ministers  to 
pledge  eight  dollars  apiece  for  the  purchase  of  the  property, 
and  asks  the  endorsement  of  this  movement  by  this  body. 

Item  8  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures  refers 
to  photographs  of  our  educational  institutions  in  Sendai, 
Japan. 

Your  committee  does  not  propose  to  make  a  digest  of  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  Such  an  attempt 
would  either  unduly  lengthen  our  report,  or  else  prove  en- 
tirely inadec^uate  and  unsatisfactory.  The  report  will  appear 
in  full  in  the  printed  minutes  of  Synod,  and  will  be  found  to 
contain  a  complete  statement  of  the  present  status  of  our 
Foreign  ]\Iissionary  operations,  as  well  as  a  ringing  challenge 
to  the  home  Church  to  arise  in  her  might  to  do  the  work  of 
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her  Lord  in  the  foreign  field.  We  are  peculiarly  fortunate  in 
having  our  missions  in  the  two  strategic  centers  of  the  non- 
Christian  world,  but  our  duties  and  responsibilities  are  cor- 
respondingly increased.  The  stirring  message  brought  to 
this  body  by  Mr.  J.  Campbell  White  and  Mr.  Robert  E.  Speer 
have  intensified  the  conviction  that  if  we  wish  to  assume 
our  fair  share  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  we  need  to 
renew  our  strength  by  a  fresh  waiting  upon  the  Lord,  and  by 
an  intelligent  and  concerted  effort  to  bring  into  operation 
the  still  largely  latent  resources  of  our  Church. 

We  propose  the  following  for  your  consideration  and 
adoption : 

1.  We  are  deeply  humbled  by  the  overwhelming  oppor- 
tunities which  God  has  opened  to  our  Church  in  Japan  and 
China,  in  view  of  the  inadequate  response  which  we  have 
made  to  the  manifest  challenge  of  God  to  go  forward,  and 
we  pledge  ourselves  as  opposed  to  any  suggestion  of  a  halt 
or  a  retreat,  and  in  favor  of  a  prosecution  of  the  work  in 
some  measure  at  least  commensurate  with  our  opportunities, 
our  duties  and  our  resources,  and  for  the  purpose  of  quicken- 
ing our  own  spiritual  life,  as  well  as  for  the  sake  of  the  work 
which  has  been  committed  to  our  hands,  we  do  now  set 
apart  a  season  for  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  God  for  His 
gracious  blessings  on  our  missions,  and  for  his  continued 
guidance  and  favor. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  put  on  record  anew  our  high  appre- 
ciation of  the  enthusiastic  and  intelligent  leadership  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Rev.  Allen 
R.  Bartholomew,  D.D.,  of  the  self-sacrificing  devotion  and 
labors  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  untiring  zeal  of  the  mission- 
aries and  other  workers  in  the  field. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  appreciate,   and   heartily 
commend,  the  services  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies 
in  spreading  missionary  intelligence,  in  creating  missionary 
enthusiasm,  and  in  making  large  contributions  to  the  work 
of  foreign  missions. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  also  make  grateful  recognition  of  the 
helpful  services  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  Young  People's 
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Societies,  and  urge  the  Board  to  make  every  possible  effort 
to  get  these  organizations  to  support  one  missionary,  re- 
spectively, in  the  foreign  field. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  recognizes  the  importance  of 
intelligent  information  to  sustained  giving,  and,  therefore, 
heartily  approves  the  inauguration  of  Mission  Study  Classes 
throughout  the  Church,  and  the  occasional  foreign  mission 
supplements  in  the  Church  papers. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  summer  conferences  of  the  Board, 
with  its  missionaries  at  home  on  furlough  and  missionaries- 
elect,  and  the  Young  People's  Conferences  at  Silver  Bay, 
New  York,  and  Alliance,  Ohio,  be  approved  and  commended. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  directs  the  Board  to  issue 
special  services  for  the  annual  Foreign  Mission  Day  in  the 
Sunday-schools,  on  the  second  Sunday  of  February  in  each 
year. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  commends  to  our  people, 
through  the  Classes,  the  Annuity  Bonds  of  the  Board,  as  a 
safe  way  of  investing  money,  and  at  the  same  time  of  con- 
tributing to  Foreign  Missions. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  have  the 
charter  changed  according  to  the  recommendations  made  in 
the  report  of  the  Board,  with  the  exception  of  the  omissions 
in  Article  II  and  VII,  relating  to  work  among  the  Indians 
in  our  own  country. 

10.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  spirit  and 
purpose  of  what  is  known  as  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Move- 
ment, and  we  hereby  instruct  the  Board  to  appoint  an  ade- 
quate committee  at  once,  to  plan  for  the  organization  of  the 
men  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  a  movement  for  the  deepen- 
ing of  interest  in  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  in  all  lands. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  month  of  September,  1908,  be  set 
apart  for  special  services  in  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools, 
in  commemoration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  organization  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  we  suggest  that  the  Young 
People's  Societies  make  this  the  topic  of  their  monthly  mis- 
sionary discussion  in  September. 
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12.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  approves  of  the  plan  adopted 
by  the  Board  to  raise  the  Foreign  Missionary  debt,  and 
instructs  the  Board  to  inaugurate  at  once  a  vigorous  cam- 
paign to  secure  the  remainder  of  the  pledges  necessary  to 
cancel  the  debt,  by  appointing  active  assistants  in  each 
Classis,  and  by  Conferences  and  Institutes  wherever  practic- 
able, and  that  the  pledges  taken  within  the  bounds  of  each 
Synod  be  reported  at  the  meetings  of  the  respective  Synods 
in  the  fall  of  1908. 

13.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  greatly  enlarged  and 
ever  enlarging  work,  the  Board  is  fully  justified  in  increasing 
its  office  force,  and  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  secure 
an  efficient  office  assistant  so  as  to  release  the  Secretary  for 
the  more  purely  administrative  and  field  work  of  his  offices. 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  shall  make  every  possible 
effort  to  reinforce  immediately  the  evangelistic  work  in  Japan, 
by  the  appointment  of  five  additional  missionaries  and  four 
lady  evangelists,  and  as  soon  as  the  $70,000.00  have  been 
raised  for  the  cancellation  of  the  present  debt,  to  seek  to 
provide,  by  special  gifts,  the  $40,000.00  necessary  for  the 
erection  of  the  chapels  and  missionary  residences. 

15.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  shall  provide,  as  the  income 
will  warrant  it,  for  the  special  needs  of  the  Yochow  and  Shen- 
chow  stations  in  China. 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  shall  equip  the  two  hospitals 
in  Yochow  and  Shenchow  by  the  appointment  of  two  physi- 
cians and  two  nurses  for  each  station. 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  favors  the  establishing  of  a 
Missionary  Museum  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Board  and 
calls  the  attention  of  the  people  to  its  importance,  and  chal- 
lenges their  co-operation  in  the  movement. 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  approves  of  the  borroAving 
of  money  by  the  Board,  and  hereby  authorizes  the  Board  to 
make  loans  to  the  limit  of  $50,000.00  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
situation  may  require. 

19.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $70,000.00  be  apportioned 
on  the  Synods  for  Foreign  Missions,  for  each  year  of  the 
coming  triennium. 
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20.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  extends  its  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy to  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  missionaries 
who  have  passed  through  great  bereavements  during  the 
past  three  years. 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  recognizes  its  indebtedness 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  I.  Good,  for  his  valuable  historical 
sketch  of  the  life  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Schneider,  D.D.,  and  to 
Mrs.  Anna  Margaret  Schneder,  for  her  verj^  human  portrayal 
of  the  life  and  character  of  O'Mura  San,  and  heartily  com- 
mends both  of  these  valuable  works  as  suitable  for  the  Sunday- 
schools  and  Societies  and  homes  of  our  Church. 

22.  Resolved,  That  the  photographs  of  our  educational 
institutions  in  Sendai,  Japan,  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  for  the  proposed  Missionary  Museum. 

23.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  approves  of  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Syrian  Orphanage  and 
directs  that  the  matter  of  assistance  be  left  to  the  individual 
judgment  of  our  pastors  and  congregations.

ARTICLE  XIV. » 
BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Orphans* 
Homes  was  read  on  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  and  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes,  except  the 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board,  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

I.  Report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Directors  on  Orphans'  Homes. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Fathers  AND  Brethren:  Your  Board  of  Orphans'  Homes 
hereby  respectfully  submits  its  triennial  report : 

In  addition  to  the  three  Homes  from  which  reports  were 
presented  to  your  Body,  three  years  ago,  we  now  have  the 
gratification  of  adding  one  more,  the  Nazareth  Orphans' 
Home  in  North  Carolina. 
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The  officers  of  their  respective  boards  are  as  follows :

St.  Paul's — President,  John  E.  Kunkle,  Esq.,  Greensburg, 
Pa.;  Superintendent,  Rev.  D.  H.  Leader;  Treasurer,  Rev.  A.

Fort  Wayne — President,  Pastor  J.  F.  Winter,  Terre  Haute, 
Ind.;  Superintendent,  Pastor  B.  Ruf;  Treasurer,  Pastor  J.  H.

Nazareth  Orphans'  Home,  Gold  Hill,  N.  C. — Treasurer, 
John  Moose;  President,  Rev.  J.  M.  L.  Lyerly. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  the  Superintendents  of 
the  first  three  Homes,  from  which  we  cull  the  following: 

All  the  reports  gratefully  acknowledge  the  goodness  and 
mercy  of  God,  in  having  shielded  them  from  evil  and  for 
having,  by  His  good  Spirit,  moved  the  hearts  of  His  people 
so  that  they  gave  them  the  continuous  support  of  their 
prayei-s  and  their  contributions. 

Bethany  Home  reports  but  one  death,  a  small  child,  which 
was  in  a  feeble  condition  when  received;  and  though  there 
was  an  epidemic  of  measles,  whooping  cough,  chicken  pox 
and  mumps,  all  the  children,  save  the  above-mentioned  in- 
fant, passed  safely  through  all  these  diseases.  When  we  con- 
sider that  the  average  number  of  children  homed  in  Bethany 
during  the  last  three  years  was  149,  we  have  reason  to  be 
very  grateful  to  the  good  Lord  for  having  so  graciously 
preserved  the  lives  of  these  dear  children. 

As  is  well  known,  there  is  also  a  regularly  organized  con- 
gregation in  this  Home,  called  the  Bethany  Charge,  which 
not  only  always  pays  its  full  apportionment,  as  called  for 
by  the  Lebanon  Classis,  but  contributes  very  liberally  to 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  to  the  Phoebe  Deaconess  Home 
and  to  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  Their  Wid- 
ows. It  also  gave  offerings  to  the  San  Francisco  sufferers, 
to  the  Sendai  Girls'  School,  to  needy  congregations  North 
and  South,  and  contributed  twice  to  the  Chicago  mission, 
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making  a  total  of  $49.00  given  to  that  needy  interest.  Its 
benevolent  contributions  in  1907  amounted  to  $124.00.  All 
this  shows  that  the  grace  of  giving  is  not  neglected. 

The  property  of  Bethany  has  been  greatly  improved,  a 
steam  heating  plant  has  been  installed  in  Santee  Hall,  the 
bathing  facilities  increased  six  fold,  an  additional  cottage  has 
been  built,  accommodating  twenty-four  little  boys  and  girls, 
which  enables  it  to  make  a  better  classification  of  the  chil- 
dren according  to  age.  Another  item  of  no  little  interest  is 
that  the  main  building  has  been  fitted  out  with  iron  bed- 
steads, so  that  now  each  boy  has  his  own  bed;  an  additional 
school  has  been  started,  so  that  there  are  now  four  grades, 
with  the  standard  of  the  upper  much  higher  than  before.  All 
these,  as  well  as  many  other  improvements,  excluding  the  new 
cottage,  were  made  at  a  cost  of  $4,649.33,  and  add  much  to 
the  value  of  the  property  and  the  efficiency  of  the  institution. 

Two  items  are  given  which  deserve  special  mention.  One 
of  these  is  the  industrial  department,  and  now  the  boys  are 
taught  farming  and  all  that  pertains  thereto,  as  well  as  carpet 
weaving  and  type-writing.  The  other  improvement  de- 
serving special  mention  is  the  beautiful  new  cottage,  the 
erection  of  which  cost  $13,000,  and  was  paid  out  of  special 
gifts  and  undesignated  legacies.  The  first  gift,  the  one  that 
gave  the  Board  of  Managers  the  courage  and  inspiration  to 
erect  it,  came  from  Mr.  George  A.  and  Mrs.  Leinbach,  of  Read- 
ing, Pa.,  in  whose  honor  the  new  building  was  named  "Lein- 
bach Cottage." 

The  Board  of  Managers  have  had  a  cash  outlay  of  $40,- 
314.44  for  three  years,  or  $13,438.15  per  year,  making  a  little 
over  $90.00  a  year  for  sheltering,  feeding,  educating  the 
orphans,  including  church  privileges,  the  fatherly  and  moth- 
erly care  of  the  employees,  as  well  as  the  necessary  attention 
of  oculist,  dentist  and  physician. 

The  good  Lord  also  favored  this  Home  on  its  anniversary 
da^^s  by  giving  propitious  weather,  so  that  thousands  of 
Reformed  people  and  friends  of  Bethany  were  present,  which 
made  these  celebrations,  financially,  very  profitable  to  the 
Home  and  enabled  it  to  add  each  year  to  its  surplus.     The 
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receipts,  however,  have  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  addi- 
tional expense  in  supporting  the  children  in  the  new  building, 
so  that  the  Board  kindly  asks  your  reverend  body  to  urge 
the  members  of  the  Eastern  and  the  Potomac  Synods  and 
the  German  Synod  of  the  East,  through  their  Classes,  to  re- 
member Bethany  Home  with  liberal  collections  in  the  future. 

St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home  is  now  completing  its  fortieth 
year  of  its  history,  and  has  continued  in  its  blessed  work 
uninterruptedly  since  our  last  report.  An  average  of  seventy- 
five  children  have  been  faithfully  cared  for  yearly.  Efficient 
schooling  is  given  nine  months  in  the  year  and  a  kindergarten 
training  is  received  by  those  under  school  age.  The  rehgious 
training  of  the  children  is  ca.refully  attended  to,  daily  prayer 
service  is  held,  weekly  service,  Sunday-school  and  catechetical 
instruction  given. 

The  health  of  the  children  in  this  Home  has  been  excep- 
tionally good,  no  death  occurring  in  the  past  six  years.  For 
the  past  twenty-eight  years  this  Home  has  maintained  a 
monthly  paper,  called  the  Orphans'  Friend  by  means  of 
which  information  is  given  of  its  condition  and  needs.  The 
receipts  for  current  expenses  in  the  past  three  years  has 
amounted  to  S30,000.  Besides  this,  there  were  $3,700  given 
toward  the  cancelling  of  a  long-standing  indebtedness  and 
a  considerable  sum  added  to  the  endowment  fund,  which 
now  amounts  to  $17,000.  The  current  expenses  for  this 
period  amounted  to  $26,928. 

In  July  of  1906,  the  property  of  this  Home,  at  Butler,  was 
sold  for  the  sum  of  $75,000.00,  and  its  board  has  purchased 
a  farm,  consisting  of  287  acres,  at  Greenville,  Pa.,  upon  which 
buildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection  for  conducting  the 
Home  on  what  Is  known  as  the  Cottage  plan,  into  which  the 
Home  expects  to  move  within  the  present  year. 

Fort  Wayne  Orphans'  Home  has  at  present  98  children. 
Barring  several  cases  of  measles,  divers  fevers  and  even 
trachoma,  this  large  family  has  enjoyed  the  best  of  health. 
The  location  of  this  Home  is  ideal,  its  rooms  airy  and  well- 
lighted.  Here,  too,  the  boys  and  girls  are  not  only  taught 
in  the  school  room,  but  are  instructed  in  all  kinds  of  house- 
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hold  duties  and  trades.  "The  means  used  for  their  reUgious 
training  are  regular  devotional  services  morning  and  evening, 
biblical  instruction,  a  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  the  ser- 
vices of  the  sanctuary  and,  above  all,  the  influence  of  genuine 
Christian  example." 

The  Treasurer's  report  of  this  Home  shows  total  receipts 
during  the  year  of  $13,249.77.  The  indebtedness  on  the 
new  building  was  decreased  from  $9,950.00  to  $6,400.00 
during  the  year.  The  Messenger,  a  paper  published  by  the 
Home,  has  many  readers  and  is  self-sustaining.  Sjmods, 
Classes,  congregations  and  Sundaj'-schools  are  petitioned  by 
this  Board  to  put  forth  special  efforts  to  wipe  out  the  remain- 
ing indebtedness  by  the  time  of  the  next  anniversary,  which 
is  its  twenty-fifth  jubilee  anniversary. 

Let  us  praise  God  for  putting  into  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  our  people  the  establishment  of  these  four  Orphans'  Homes 
and  for  their  continuous  liberal  support,  and  in  our  daily  de- 
votions let  us  not  forget  these  fatherless  children. 

Since  our  last  report.  Elder  Jacob  Rader,  of  Easton,  Pa,, 
who  was  re-elected  by  j^our  body  at  your  last  meeting,  was 
taken  to  the  heavenly  home.

Report  on  Orphans'  Homes. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes  presented 
its  report  on  the  eighth  day  of  the  session.  The  report  was 
received  and  adopted;  it  reads  as  follows: 

Dear  Brethren:  The  report  of  General  Synod's  Board 
of  Directors  on  Orphans'  Homes  was  the  only  document  that 
came  into  our  hands.  It  deals  with  facts  and  figures  gleaned 
from  the  annual  reports  submitted  by  the  Superintendents 
of  our  various  orphanages.  It  Is  gratifying  to  note  that  in- 
stead of  three,  we  now  have  four  of  these  institutions,  viz: 
Bethany,  St.  Paul's,  Fort  Wayne  and  Nazareth,  the  latter 
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located  at  Gold  Hill,  N.  C.  Because  of  this,  our  facilities  for 
sheltering,  nurturing  and  educating  needy  children  are 
larger  and  better  than  ever  before.  Much  has  been  done  in 
the  way  of  improving  one  of  these  Homes — Bethany — re- 
ducing the  indebtedness  resting  on  another — Fort  Wayne — 
and  procuring  a  new  site  and  now  erecting  a  new  plant  for 
a  third — St.  Paul's.  These  are  evidences  of  a  deep  and  grow- 
ing interest  in  this  important  work.  The  orphan  cause  is 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  people — one  that  appeals  to  our 
Christian  sympathy,  and  that  calls,  and  calls  loudly,  for 
increased  liberality  on  the  part  of  our  membership. 

We  make  the  following  recommendation  for  your  favorable 
action : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  gives  its  unqualified 
approval  to  this  particular  branch  of  our  benevolent  opera- 
tions, and  with  reverent  urgency  of  appeal  bespeaks  for  it 
the  sympathies,  prayers  and  contributions  of  the  whole 
Church.

II.  Report  on  Ministerial  Relief  Fund. 

In  response  to  item  10  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod  at  Allentown,   1905,  page  169,  the  following  report 
was  received  and  adopted. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  chairman  of  our 
committee,  the  Rev.  Thos.  M.  Yundt,  has,  by  the  providence 
of  God,  been  removed  from  the  Church  militant  to  the 
Church  triumphant.  There  all  the  perplexing  questions  of 
the  Church  of  Christ  here  below,  about  which  we  are  con- 
cerned in  the  meetings  of  this  General  Synod,  and  for  which 
the  dear  departed  one  labored  with  us  so  earnestly  and  faith- 
fully, are  solved.  There,  in  the  many  mansions  of  our 
Father's  house,  ample  provision  has  also  been  made  for  min- 
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isterial  relief.  "And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes,  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow  nor 
crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain:  for  the  former 
things  have  passed  away." 

According  to  general  custom,  the  next  man  named  on  your 
committee  takes  up  the  duty  of  the  chairman,  and  through 
him  the  committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
Your  committee  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows  on  October  16,  1906, 
at  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  but  after  careful  conference,  lasting 
several  hours,  found  that  there  was  no  way  agreeable  to  the 
society  in  which  this  committee  of  General  Synod  could 
do  an}iihing  to  help  that  organization  in  carrying  forward 
its  benevolent  work,  in  harmony  with  Gener-^i  Synod's  Board 
of  Ministerial  Relief.

IV.  First  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your 
Board  of  Ministerial  Relief,  in  presenting  its  first  triennial 
report,  desires,  first  of  all,  to  express  its  gratitude  to  God 
for  the  use  He  has  been  pleased  to  make  of  it,  in  the  work  of 
giving  some  relief  to  that  portion  of  the  needy  ministers  in 
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the  Church  for  whom  no  provision  seemed  possible  among 
the  several  agencies  that  were  engaged  in  furnishing  minis- 
terial relief. 

This  Board  held,  as  directed  by  the  Synod,  one  meeting 
each  year,  at  the  first  of  which  the  following  officers  were 
elected,  viz:  President,  Rev.  Philip  Vollmer,  D.D.,  of  the 
German  Synod  of  the  East;  Vice-President,  Rev.  J.  H.  Steele, 
D.D.,  of  the  Ohio  Synod;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Rev. 
J.  M.  Schick,  D.D.,  of  the  S^^nod  of  the  Ptoomac.  At  this 
meeting  steps  were  taken  to  secure  a  charter,  and  a  series 
of  by-laws  were  adopted.  The  former  was  decreed  by  the 
Court  on  January  24,  1907,  and  both  are  herewith  presented 
for  your  consideration. 

The  beginnings  of  the  work  of  this  Board  were  necessarily 
slow,  as  the  Sj^nod  had  only  provided  for  the  expense  of  the 
initial  meeting,  and  it  was  necessary  to  wait  for  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Church  to  provide  for  the  means  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  Synod. 

But  the  Church,  as  soon  as  the  need  was  made  known, 
responded  to  an  appeal  early  sent  out,  and  the  Board  was 
able  not  only  to  perfect  its  organization,  but  also  to  do  some 
very  much  needed  relief  work  in  the  first  year  of  its  life. 
Thus  it  was  shown  that  the  Church  approved  the  effort  of 
the  Synod  to  furnish  help  to  all  the  needy  ministers  of  the 
denomination  who  were  in  good  standing  in  the  Classes. 

The  Board  found  three  other  organizations  engaged  in 
relief  work,  but  so  organized  that  there  were  cases  impos- 
sible to  be  helped  by  them,  and  the  necessity  of  the  steps 
taken  by  the  General  Synod  clearly  demonstrated. 

During  the  time  covered  by  this  report,  the  Board  has 
aided  eight  ministers  and  three  widows,  or  rather,  seven 
ministers  and  four  widows,  for  one  need}^  brother  was  called 
to  his  rest  before  the  help  could  reach  him,  and  his  widow 
became  the  beneficiary.  It  is  especially  gratifying  to  the 
Board,  as  it  must  be  to  you,  that  there  was  no  reason  for 
denying  help  to  any  servant,  who  came  in  the  day  of  his  need 
to  the  Church  he  had  served.  The  work  of  the  first  trien- 
nium  is  in  every  way  one  of  great  encouragement,  indeed. 
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Your  Board  finds  a  work  to  be  done,  and  it  also  finds  that 
the  Reformed  Church  is  ready  to  do  that  work,  as  may 
be  witnessed  by  the  response  given  to  the  calls  for  help.  It 
can  never  be  truthfully  said  that  our  Church  is  deaf  to  the 
calls  of  her  needv  ministers.  For  after  aidmg  the  needy 
ones  we  find  there  is  a  good  fund  to  start  the  work  of  the 
second  term  of  usefulness.  During  the  three  years  there 
was  received,  including  the  Central  Synod's  Invalid  Fund 
as  you  will  see  from  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  sum  of 
$2,649.96,  and  your  Board  feels  assured  that  the  future  will 
show  no  less  interest  in  this  great  work. 

The  work  of  the  first  term  has  revealed  the  importance 
of  the  plan  of  the  Board  to  have  informants  appointed,  m 
every  Classis,  who  know  the  brethren  and  their  needs.     One 
case  is  in  point.     An  aged  brother  was  living  alone  m  his 
little  home  with  his  wife,  and  needed  more  help  than  his 
modesty  permitted  him  to  ask.     This  disabled  son  of  the 
Church  is  no  longer  able  to  leave  his  home  and  is,  m  a  con- 
siderable degree,  dependent  upon  friendly  neighbors  for  the 
helpful  turns   they   are  willing  to   render.     The   Reformed 
Church  would   never  have  been  satisfied  to   let   the   aged 
preacher  suffer  along  with  a  bare  pittance,  if  there  had  been 
an  informant  in  his  Classis  who  knew  this  state  of  affairs  and 
reported  it.     You  will  agree  with  the  Board  on  the  import- 
ance of  having  just  such  informants  to  represent  each  Classis 
in  this  work;  and  the  Board  asks  you  to  take  such  action 
as  will  impress  the  Classes  with  the  propriety  of  appointing 
such  a  member  at  their  next  meeting,   and  reportmg  the 
fact  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.     The  information  which 
such  a  brother  interested  in  his  brethren  could  give,  would 
prove  a  great   help  in  carrying  forward  the  blessed  work 
this  Svnod  has  undertaken. 

The  time  is  coming  when  this  General  Synod  will  have  to 
consider  the  question  of  electing  a  salaried  secretary  to 
conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Board.  Already  there  is  too  much 
for  an  active  pastor  to  do  in  connection  with  his  pastorate, 
and  the  cause  is  far  too  important  to  continue  m  any  wise 
as  a  minor  matter;  but  if  your  reverend  body  cannot  see  its 
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way  clear  to  adopt  this  course,  it  will  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  a  goodly  number  of  informants  to  lend  cheerful 
hands  in  this  work  of  the  Lord,  so  that  the  needy  every- 
where may  both  be  found  and  helped.  For  you  will  find 
that  it  will  really  be  easier  to  find  the  means  of  relieving  the 
worthy  than  it  is  to  find  the  brave-hearted,  worthy  servants 
of  the  Church,  who  would  rather  suffer  on  in  silence  than 
let  their  wants  be  known  to  any  but  their  best  and  trusted 
friends. 

Your  Board  enters  upon  the  second  term  of  service  with 
seven  ministers  and  four  widows  and  a  number  of  children 
needing  help,  and  this  number  is  likely  to  be  increased. 
Something  over  a  thousand  dollars  will  be  needed  annually 
for  these,  and  it  will  cost  about  two  hundred  dollars  a  year 
for  traveling,  printing  and  mailing  expenses  connected  with 
carrying  on  this  work.  From  this  you  will  see  that  we  need 
a  growing  interest  in  the  cause. 

We  have,  however,  a  wider  field  to  begin  this  term  with 
since  the  Central  Synod  Invalid  Fund  and  work  have  been 
transferred  to  this  Board,  and  in  the  future  the  number  of 
relief  organizations  in  the  Church  will  not  be  larger.  The 
turning  of  this  work  over  to  this  Board  strongly  emphasizes 
the  fact  that  no  small  portion  of  the  Church  has  a  deep  con- 
fidence in  the  General  Synod's  ability  to  carry  on  this  work 
in  a  way  that  will  be  to  the  glory  of  God  in  the  relief  of  His 
disabled  servants. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  the  oldest  and 
most  efficient  agency  for  the  care  of  needy  servants  of  the 
Church,  has  been  actively  engaged  in  this  blessed  work. 
It  has  under  its  care  twenty-eight  ministers  and  forty-eight 
widows,  and  is  now  in  readiness  to  give  aid  to  any  minister 
of  the  Church  if  he  be  in  good  standing  in  his  Classis  and  in 
need,  as  well  as  to  all  widows  of  ministers  who  may  be  in 
want. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  are  Rev.  J.  D.  Miller,  President ; 
Rev.  D.  N.  Dittmar,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  S.  S.  Miller,  Solic- 
itor and  Treasurer. 
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During  the  three  years  this  Society  contributed  $14,065.12 
for  relief;  and  it  received  from  all  sources  $24,088.15.  It 
has  also  cash  in  hands  and  invested  funds  the  sum  of  $79,- 
941.11.  The  Church  has  reason  to  thank  God  for  the  ser- 
vice rendered  by  this  Society,  and  Synod  may  well  commend 
it  to  the  Church  as  worthy  of  support. 

The  relief  organization  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  a 
younger  society,  has  been  successfully  engaged  in  relief 
work  among  its  139  members.  During  the  three  years  past 
it  contributed  for  the  relief  of  six  beneficiaries  the  sum  of 
$2,501.00,  and  received  into  its  treasury,  in  gifts,  bequests, 
interest  and  contributions,  the  sum  of  $4,847.04.  From 
which  it  is  to  be  gathered  that  this  very  liberal  society  lacks 
no  encouragement  in  its  efforts  to  relieve  the  disabled  under 
its  care.  The  invested  fund  of  this  Society  is  now  $5,545.44, 
a  nice  beginning  for  so  young  an  institution,  which  last  year 
presented  its  ninth  annual  report  to  the  Synod  under  whose 
jurisdiction  it  stands. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  your  Board  there  was  also 
an  association  under  the  care  of  the  Central  Synod,  but 
which,  last  February,  gave  its  fund  of  $825.36  for  the  use 
of  j^our  Board  and  turned  the  care  of  its  five  beneficiaries 
over  to  General  Synod's  Board.  There  is  no  data  at  hand 
on  which  to  calculate  definitely  the  work  of  the  years  cov- 
ered by  this  report. 

Altogether  some  eighty-eight  persons  have  been  helped 
by  the  several  agencies,  to  an  amount  averaging  about  $76 
each,  and  while  this  is  not  a  princely  sum,  it  showed  at  least 
that  the  Church  was  not  indifferent  to  the  needs  of  her  faith- 
ful, needy  servants  and  their  dependents.  And,  inasmuch 
as  the  General  Synod  has  now  undertaken  to  come  to  the 
help  of  all  the  worthy  needy  ones  it  can  find,  that  also  the 
benevolent  spirit  of  the  denomination  can  be  brought  to 
support  the  effort  of  the  Synod  sufficiently  to  enable  its 
Board  and  the  other  societies  to  give  more  adequate  amounts 
of  assistance,  especially  in  cases  of  great  need.  Most  of 
those  who  have  been  helped  are  such  as  have  served  the 
Church  in  self-denial  and  trial,  and  it  will  truly  be  a  gracious 
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thing  for  the  Church  to    take  a  practical    interest  in  them 
during  their  age  and  in  their  declining  days. 

There  is  a  widely-expressed  desire  for  the  General  Synod 
to  unite  all  the  forces  engaged  in  this  service  under  some 
one  organization,  but  your  Board  has  so  far  not  been  able  to 
suggest  any  plan.  Particularly  since  the  other  agencies 
have  not  been  erected  by  the  Synod  and  there  is  no  way 
other  than  each  society's  voluntarily  uniting  with  this  work. 
Remembering  that  the  General  Synod  erectetd  this  Board 
only  after  twelve  years'  failure  to  bring  about  even  a  co- 
operation with  one  of  the  existing  institutions,  it  cannot  be 
expected  to  do  anything  better  than  to  let  all  work  together 
until  such  time  as  the  will  of  the  Church  can  be  shown  in 
such  a  way  as  to  bring  about  through  love  what  cannot  be 
accomplished  by  resolution. 

This  Synod  will  be  called  upon  to  fill  the  vacancies  occur- 
ring in  the  Board,  first  by  electing  two  members  to  take  the 
places  of  Rev.  T.  M.  Yundt  and  Elder  George  A.  Leinbach, 
who  were  called  from  service  to  rest  before  they  had  served 
out  their  terms  of  office.  The  Board  filled  these  places  tem- 
porarily by  electing  Rev.  H.  M.  J.  Klein  and  Elder  C.  H. 
Leinbach  to  serve  till  this  meeting  of  the  General  Sj^nod;  and, 
therefore,  two  members  of  the  Eastern  Synod,  one  minister 
and  one  elder,  should  be  chosen  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  six  members,  one  minister  each  from  the  four  Synods: 
the  Eastern,  Pittsburg,  Central  and  the  Interior,  and  one 
elder  each  from  the  Synods  of  the  Northwest  and  of  the 
Potomac,  for  the  term  of  six  years.

Charter  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  of  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States. 

In  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No.  4,  for  the  County  of 

Philadelphia,  of  September  Term,  1906,  No.  3315. 
To  THE  Honorable  Judges  of  the  said  Court: 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  in  regular  triennial  session,  held  at  Allen- 
town,  Pa.,  May  16th  to  24th,  Anno  Domini,  One  thousand 
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nine  hundred  and  five,  erected  a  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief, 
and  directed  said  Board  to  adopt  suitable  measures  to  obtain 
a  proper  charter  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania, 

Now,  be  it  known  that  the  subscribers,  three  of  whom  are 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  having 
associated  themselves  together  in  pui-suance  of  with  said 
directions,  being  desirous  of  becoming  incorporated  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  cor- 
porations," approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini,  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and 
its  supplements,  do  hereby  declare,  set  forth  and  certify 
that  the  following  are  the  purposes,  objects,  articles  and 
conditions  of  their  said  association,  for  and  upon  which  they 
desire  to  be  incorporated: 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be  "The  Board  of 
Ministerial  Relief  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States." 

2.  The  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed  is 
to  receive,  hold  and  disburse  such  real  and  personal  estate  as 
may  be  given  to  it  and  it  may  acquire,  for  the  relief  and  sup- 
port of  disabled  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  needy  widows  and  orphans  of  min- 
isters of  said  Church. 

3.  The  place  where  the  business  of  said  corporation  is  to 
be  transacted  is  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania. 

4.  The  corporation  is  to  have  perpetual  existence. 

5.  The  names  and  residences  of  the  subscribei-s  are  as 
follows:  Rev.  Philip  Vollmer,  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Rev.  T.  ]\I. 
Yundt,  Reading,  Pa.;  Rev.  J.  W.  Meminger,  Lancaster,  Pa., 
Elder  George  Leinbach,  Reading,  Pa. ;  Rev.  John  M.  Schick, 
Washington,  D.  C. ;  Elder  E.  A.  Shulenberger,  Carlisle,  Pa.;

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6.  The  corporation  has  no  capital  stock.  The  membership 
thereof  shall  be  composed  of  the  subscribers  and  such  other 
pei-sons  as  may  hereafter  be  appointed  members  of  the  said 
Board  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

7.  The  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
a  Board  of  Directors,  not  less  than  ten  in  number,  one-third 
or  more  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsjdvania,  elected  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  at  its  regular  sessions,  as  pre- 
scribed by  rules  adopted  by  the  said  Synod;  one  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  president,  one  vice-president,  one  secretary 
and  treasurer,  and  an  executive  committee  of  five,  and  such 
other  officers,  agents  and  factors  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  authorized  by  the  corporation  for  that  purpose.

Nott,  Milwaukee,  Wis.;  Elder  H.  E.  Shortemeier,  Indian- 
apolis, Ind.;  Rev.  P.  S.  Kohler,  St.  Mary's,  Ohio;  Rev.  C.  M. 
Hartzell,  Latrobe,  Pa.;  Rev.  J.  H.  Steele,  Tiffin,  Ohio;  Rev. 
B.  B.  Royer,  Chicago,  111. 

9.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  adopt 
such  forms  for  their  government  and  the  proper  transaction 
of  their  business  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  right  and 
proper,  and  are  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  of  the  laws,  rules  and  tenets  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States.

The  By-Laws. 
Article  I.     Meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

In  the  years  in  which  the  General  Synod  meets  in  tri- 
ennial session,  the  meeting  shall  be  held  as  soon  after  the 
election  of  new  members  of  the  Board  as  convenient. 

In  the  years  between  the  triennial  meetings  of  the  General 
Synod,  the  Board  shall  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  June 
annually,  at  a  place  designated  by  the  President. 

The  President  may  call  a  special  meeting  at  any  time, 
and  shall  do  so  at  the  request  of  five  members. 

Article  II.     Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  to  preserve  order,  to  appoint 
committees,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  and  he  shall  have 
custody  of  the  seal  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  preside  and  perform  the  other  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  shall  issue  notices  of  the  meet- 
ings, and  prepare  a  docket  of  business.  He  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Board  and  shall  preserve  a  record, 
showing  at  all  times  the  grants  to  beneficiaries,  and  the  sums 
actually  paid  them,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  per- 
taining to  that  office  as  the  Board  may  designate,  and  shall 
prepare  the  triennial  report  to  the  General  Synod, 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  cor- 
poration; he  shall  deposit  the  funds  in  such  banks  or  other 
places  of  deposit  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  designate; 
the  payments  to  the  beneficiaries,  and  the  salaries  and  other 
expenses  shall  be  paid  by  him,  as  directed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 
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Sec.  6.  The  President  and  Secretary  are  authorized,  with 
the  assent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  execute,  under  the 
seal  of  the  corporation,  any  refunding  bond,  which  may  be 
required  in  order  to  receive  any  legacy  bequeathed  to  this 
corporation;  and  the  President  and  Secretary,  when  required 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  are  authorized  to  execute 
power  of  attorney,  with  the  corporate  seal  affixed,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  entering  satisfaction  on  mortgages  and  other 
deeds  and  assignments  as  may  be  requested  by  said  com- 
mittee in  the  management  of  the  investments  of  the  Board. 

Article  III.     Committees. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee. — This  committee 
shall  consist  of  five  members,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  heed  being  given 
to  the  action  of  General  Synod,  viz:  "This  Board  shall  ap- 
point an  Executive  Committee  of  five,  located  within  com- 
paratively easy  reach  of  each  other."  This  committee  shall 
have  superintendence  of  the  funds  of  the  Board;  they  shall, 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  report  the 
investments,  value  of  its  securities,  etc.  They  shall  take 
measures  to  secure  to  the  corporation  all  property  and  funds 
which  may  be  devised  or  given  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  act  on  all  applica- 
tions or  renewals  for  aid  and  grant  such  relief  and  assistance 
as  the  funds  of  the  Board  may  warrant,  having  proper  re- 
gard of  the  need  of  the  applicant,  comparatively  with  other 
cases  of  need  aided  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditing  Committee. — This  committee  shall 
consist  of  three  members,  and  shall  carefully  examine  the 
accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  before  each  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  report  to  the  Board  in  writing. 

Article  IV.    Deposits,  Investments,  Loans  and  Legacies. 

Section  1.  Moneys  deposited  in  banks  or  trust  companies 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  Investments  shall  be  made  and  changed  at  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  in  the 
name  of  the  corporation. 
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Section  3.  All  investments  of  funds  which  are  left  to  the 
management  of  the  Board  shall  be  made  in  such  securities 
as  are  sanctioned  by  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  relating  to 
investments  by  executors  and  trustees,  or  in  such  other 
good  securities  as  may  be  formally  authorized  by  not  less 
than  four  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  No  loans  shall  be  made  to  any  member  or  officer 
of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  Legacies  not  specificalh^  given  to  the  Permanent 
Fund  may  be  used  by  the  Board  in  paying  beneficiaries  and 
€urrent  expenses. 

Article  V.     Alteration  of  By-Laws. 

These  By-laws  ma}^  be  amended  by  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Board  at  any  meeting,  notice  in  vrriting  of  such  amendment 
having  been  given  to  each  member  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  meeting  at  which  action  is  to  be  taken.

The  foregoing  documents  pertaining  to  ministerial  relief 
were   referred    to   the   Standing   Committee   on    Ministerial 
Relief,  and  the  following  report  was  presented  in  the  after- 
noon on  the  8th  day  of  the  session  and  adopted. 
To  the  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Relief  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  your 
consideration : 

Papers  were  referred  to  your  committee  as  follows: 

1.  The  first  triennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Relief  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  inclosing 
also  a  report  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and 
their  Widows. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  organized  according  to 
the  direction  of  General  Synod  and  was  incorporated  by  a 
decree  of  the  Court  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  January  24, 
1907. 

The  Board  received  during  the  last  three  years  for  the 
support  of  its  cause  the  sum  of  $2,571.76.  It  disbursed  to 
needy  persons,  $803.00,  and  has  a  balance  of  $1,417.64  on 
hand.      Seven  ministers  and  four  widows  have  received  aid. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  ]\Iinisters  and  their  Widows 
received  during  the  last  triennium  from  all  sources  the  sum 
of  $24,091.10,  and  disbursed  this  amount,  less  the  balance 
on  hand  of  $6,676.11.  It  gave  aid  to  thirty-four  ministers 
and  fifty-two  widows.     It  has  an  invested  fund  of  $73,265.00. 

The  Relief  Organization  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest 
has  139  members,  with  receipts  during  the  past  three  years 
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of  $4,847.04,  and  contributions  for  the  relief  of  six  benefici- 
aries of  $2,501.00.     Its  invested  fund  amounts  to  $5,545.44. 
We  offer  for  adoption  the  following: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  worthy  cause  represented  by  these 
organizations  be  heartily  commended  to  the  consideration 
and  liberal  support  of  the  Classes  and  the  people  of  our 
Church,  and  an  annual  offering  for  the  cause  be  urged  in 
every  congregation. 

Resolved,  2.  That  General  Synod  hereafter  appoint  a 
Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Relief.  That  each 
Classis  is  requested  to  appoint  an  informant  in  connection 
with  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief.

IV.  Young  People's  Societies. 

In  regard  to  the  Young  People's  Societies  of  our  Church, 
there  is  not  sufficient  data  available  to  compare  the  present 
condition  of  the  work  with  that  of  three  years  ago.  This  is 
due  to  the  imperfect  organization  and  supervision  under  the 
Classes  and  Synods.  We  gather  sufficient  knowledge,  how- 
ever, of  the  growth  in  numbers,  spiritual  culture  and  training 
in  practical  Church  life  and  benevolence,  to  have  reason  for 
congratulation  and  to  inspire  us  to  larger  undertakings  in 
this  work.  In  order  that  our  young  people  may  in  large 
numbers  have  the  benefit  of  this  religious  experience  and 
practice,  your  committee  recommends  the  following  for 
adoption : 
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Resolved,  That  General  Synod  heartily  commends  the, aim 
and  purpose  of  the  various  Young  People's  Societies  existing 
in  the  Reformed  Church,  and  earnestly  urges  their  organiza- 
tion under  the  direction  of  pastors  and  Consistories.

V.  The  Board  of  Moral  and  Religious  Education. 

In  response  to  item  13  in  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  the  following  report  was  presented,  considered   in  its 
several  items,  and  adopted: 
To  the  General  Synod: 

Your  Commission  on  Moral  and  Religious  Education  beg 
leave  to  report  that  we  have  considered  the  subject  referred 
to  us  and  desire  to  record  our  conviction  that  the  proper 
co-ordination  of  the  several  agencies  and  institutions  of  the 
Church  in  the  cause  of  moral  and  religious  education  is  of 
vital  importance  and  fundamental  to  the  progress  of  the 
Kingdom.  The  commission  recognizes  that  the  teaching 
function  of  the  Church  needs  emphasis  in  more  thorough 
training  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  in  the  primary 
responsibility  of  parents  for  religious  nurture  in  the  home. 
The  Sunday-school,  as  an  agency  of  the  Church,  is  capable 
of  large  expansion,  but  this  enlargement  waits  upon  the  thor- 
ough training  of  Sunday-school  teachers.  The  teacher  is  the 
vital  factor  in  any  school.  There  are  two  parts  of  the 
teacher-training  problem,  namely:  (a)  the  assistance  to  be 
given  those  already  teaching;  (b)  the  proper  preparation  of 
those  who  shall  become  teachers.  The  source  of  supply, 
both  for  teachers  of  teachers  and  for  teacher-training,  must 
come  ultimately  from  our  colleges  and  theological  seminaries. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  the  colleges  of  the  Reformed 
Church  should  provide  in  their  curriculums  for  the  study  of 
the  Bible  as  history  and  literature,and  at  least  afford  optional 
courses  for  the  study  of  the  child  and  pedagogy.  Theological 
students  should  receive  instruction  in  the  nature  and  pro- 
gressive capacities  of  child-life,  and  in  the  adaptation  thereto 
of  religious  truths  and  teaching  methods.  A  knowledge  of 
the  principles  of  religious  instruction  is  a  fundamental  neces- 
sity.    A  teaching  Church  is  impossible  without  a  ministry 
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alive  to  educational  principles  and  ideals.  To  secure  the 
best  results  in  the  matter  of  teacher-training  for  the  Sunday- 
school  and  the  preparation  of  the  candidates  for  the  ministry 
in  the  exercise  of  the  teaching  function,  it  is  desirable,  if 
possible,  to  co-ordinate  this  work.  To  fit  students  for  their 
future  pastoral  Sunday-school  work  and  to  assist  teachers 
in  their  work,  courses  of  instruction  for  both  should  be  re- 
lated and  brought  into  practical  touch  one  with  the  other. 
Only  as  the  Church  accepts  more  fully  than  at  the  present 
this  educational  responsibility,  can  the  standard  of  the 
Sundaj'-school  be  lifted.  The  subject  is  so  large  and  has 
such  intimate  bearings  upon  securing  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  upon  their  training  and  upon  the  proper  education 
of  our  young  people  in  the  colleges  of  the  Church  and  in  the 
home  and  Sunday-school,  that  your  commission  believes  it 
would  be  wise  to  continue  the  work  of  investigation  already 
begun;  to  assist  in  raising  the  standards  of  Sunday-school 
work,  and  to  foster  in  every  way  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
youth  of  the  Church. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  That  the  Commission  on  Moral  and  Religious  Education 
be  continued. 

2.  The  establishment  of  Educational  Day,  for  the  purpose 
of  calling  the  attention  of  the  entire  Church  to  the  need  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry,  the  importance  of  the  work  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  and  the  Christian  College,  and  in 
general  to  call  attention  of  ovu'  Sunday-school  workers  and 
young  people  to  the  vital  relation  which  those  institutions 
sustain  to  the  educational  agencies  of  the  congregation,  and 
to  make  it  a  Day  of  Prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon  them. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  several  Synods  and  Classes  call 
the  attention  of  our  colleges  to  the  importance  of  providing, 
as  a  required  part  of  the  curriculum,  the  study  of  the  English 
Bible  as  history  and  literature,  and  of  optional  courses  in 
the  science  and  art  of  teaching  and  child  study. 

4.  We  recommend  that  efforts  be  made  by  conference 
between  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  General  Synod  and 
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the  Boards  of  Visitors  of  the  several  Theological  Seminaries, 
to  secure  the  employment  of  a  Superintendent  of  Teacher- 
training,  an  expert,  who  may  give  courses  of  instruction  on 
religious  pedagogy,  etc.,  in  the  Theological  Seminaries,  and 
co-operate  with  Synods,  Classes  and  pastors  in  the  training 
o^  Sunda3'-school  teachers.

VI.  Report  on  Education.

Zerbe,  Elders  D.  M.  Wolf  and  C.  F.  Eamich,  to  whom  several 
documents  were  referred,  noted  in  the  report  on  Overtures 
for  due  consideration.  The  following  report  was  presented 
on  the  last  day  of  the  session  and  adopted : 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation offers  the  following  report: 

The  catalogues  of  the  following  institutions  were  referred 
to  us:  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.;  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  Lancaster,  Pa.;  Heidelberg  University,  Tiffin,  O. ; 
the  Central  Theological  Seminary,  Tiffin,  0.;  the  Mission 
House,  Plymouth,  Wis. ;  Ursinus  College,  Collegeville,  Pa. ; 
the  Woman's  College,  Frederick,  Md.,  and  the  Interior  Acad- 
emy, Dakota,  111. 

From  these  we  learn  that  these  institutions  are  in  a  pros- 
perous condition  and  doing  an  important  work  in  the  re- 
ligious education  of  our  young  men  and  women.  We  suggest 
the  following  resolution  for  your  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  we  return  thanks  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  for  the  measure  of  success  and  prosperity  which  has- 
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been  granted  to  these  several  institutions  of  learning;  that 
we  implore  His  continued  blessing  upon  them,  and  that  we 
heartily  commend  them  to  the  confidence  and  support  of  our 
people. 

From  the  catalogues  of  the  three  Theological  Seminaries 
we  learn  that  eighty  students  were  in  attendance  during  the 
past  year,  pursuing  the  regular  under-graduate  course  of 
study,  and  that  twenty-three  were  graduated  this  spring. 
It  is  evident  that  the  number  of  men  who  are  thus  in  the 
V  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry  of  reconciliation  is 
entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the 
Church.     We  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  that 
He  would  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  again  call  the  attention  of  our  Synods, 
Classes,  pastors  and  people  to  this  great  need,  and  that  we 
especially  urge  pastors  to  look  out  and  challenge  worthy 
young  men  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  Master's  service. 

There  was  also  referred  to  us  a  communication  from  Rev. 
A.  G.  Gekeler,  asking  that,  "inasmuch  as  religious  and 
moral  instruction,  from  the  Christian  standpoint,  is  not  prac- 
ticable in  the  schools  of  this  country,"  this  General  Synod 
declare  "that  it  would  welcome  the  regular  teaching  of 
morals,  on  the  scientific  basis,  in  our  pubhc  schools,"  and 
further,  that  the  Synod  "urge  upon  its  members  of  influence 
to  use  their  best  efforts  for  this  end."  We  recommend  the 
following  action,  in  response  to  this  petition: 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Sj^nod  that, 
in  view  of  the  peculiar  relations  existing  between  Church  and 
State  in  this  country,  which  makes  distinctively  religious 
instruction  in  our  public  schools  impracticable,  the  regular 
teaching  of  morals  on  a  scientific  basis,  whereby  the  prin- 
ciples of  truth,  honesty  and  civic  righteousness  may  be 
inculcated  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  children  and  youths, 
becomes  a  matter  of  supreme  importance. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  that, 
in  the  hands  of  earnest,  patriotic  and  upright  teachers,  such 
instruction  cannot  help  being  of    immense  value;  and  we, 
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therefore,  place  upon  record  our  earnest  desire  that  such  in- 
struction may  everywhere  be  introduced  into  our  public 
schools.

ARTICLE  XV. 
SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  seventh  triennial  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board 
of  the  Reformed  Church  was  presented  to  Synod  and  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools.  The  follow- 
ing is  the  report : 

I.  The  Seventh  Triennial  Report  of  the  Sunday-School  Board  of  the 
Reformed  Church. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

This  seventh  triennial  report,  covering  the  years  begin- 
ning April  1,  1905,  and  closing  March  31,  1908,  records  a 
marked  advance  in  the  operations  of  the  Board  and  in  the 
General  Sunday-school  work,  for  which  praise  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  is  due. 

I. 
The  Work  of  the  Board  is  Fourfold. 

1.  Educational  and  Inspirational. — The  establishment  and 
diffusion  of  Sunday-schools  ideals  and  standards. 

2.  Benevolent  and  Missionary. — Schools  must  be  established 
and  helped  in  new  and  needy  places. 

3.  Editorial. — The  creation  and  development  of  a  varied 
and  suitable  literature. 

4.  Business. — Books,  periodicals  and  supplies  must  be  pub- 
lished, manufactured  and  marketed.  For  convenience  and 
efficiency,  the  Educational,  Inspirational,  Benevolent  and 
Missionary  work  is  known  and  carried  on  as  The  Sunday- 
school  and  Missionary  Department,  whilst  the  Editorial  and 
Business  Departments  are  co-ordinate. 

1.  The  Sunday-School  and  Missionary  Departm,ent. 
This  work  is  supported  by  the  annual  free-will  offerings  of 
the  churches  and  Sunday-schools  on  Children's  Day,  and  by 
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individual  gifts  and  bequests.  The  total  receipts  for  the  last 
three  years  were  $11,688.44,  compared  with  $10,690.21  the 
preceding  three  years.  No  appropriations  from  the  earnings 
of  the  Business  Department  were  given  as  formerly,  on  ac- 
count of  the  erection  of  the  Reformed  Church  Building. 
$10,786.18  were  received  as  offerings — an  increase  of  $3,081.55 
over  the  preceding  period. 

Educational  and  Inspirational  Work. — The  Board  has  en- 
deavored to  aid  the  District  Synodical  Sunday-school  Boards, 
Classical  Committees,  pastors  and  Sunday-school  workers. 
The  Secretary  has  held  conferences  with  Boards  and  com- 
mittees. Leaflets  have  been  issued  and  assistance  rendered 
in  Increase  Missionary  Campaigns,  having  in  view  the  increase 
of  the  Sunday-school  membership,  the  increase  of  average 
attendance,  larger  offerings  to  missions,  the  addition  of  mis- 
sionary books  to  the  Sunday-school  library  and  formation 
of  Mission  Study  Classes. 

A  number  of  congregations  have  erected  Sunday-school 
buildings.  Hundreds  of  teachers  have  been  enrolled  in 
Teacher  Training  Classes  and  many  schools  have  been  graded. 
Notwithstanding  incomplete  statistics,  it  is  evident  that  gains 
have  been  made  in  our  Sunday-school  membership,  and 
larger  proportionate  gains  in  benevolent  and  missionary 
giving. 

We  have  reports  from  1,675  schools,  enrolling  25,995  offi- 
cers and  teachers,  and  with  the  scholars,  making  a  total 
enrollment  of  248,988.  Reports  have  not  been  received 
from  many  of  our  schools  as  to  benevolent  and  missionary 
giving,  but  actual  figures  reported  show  that  last  year  $59,805 
were  contributed  to  the  various  Church  Boards  and  other 
benevolent  objects.  A  noteworthy  advance  has  been  made 
in  the  Organized  Adult  Class. 

The  responsibility  of  the  Church  through  Synod,  Classis, 
Consistory  and  the  Christian  home,  for  the  moral  and  religious 
training  and  instruction  of  the  young  is  evidently  felt  as 
never  before,  and  the  value  of  the  general  Sunday-school 
work  as  an  educational  movement  is  appreciated  as  never 
before. 
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As  the  State  exercises  oversight  and  aids  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  pubUc  school  system,  so  the  Church  is  called  upon 
to  build  up  a  sound  educational  system  in  morals  and  religion 
through  the  Sunday-school  Board  and  the  representatives  of 
the  Church  in  Synods  and  Classes. 

Sunday-School  Missions. — Six  Sunday-school  missionaries 
have  been  employed  during  the  past  three  years,  of  whom 
three  were  theological  students.  Six  new  schools  were  or- 
ganized. From  these  schools  four  congregations  have  de- 
veloped. These  congregations  are  located  at  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Akron,  Ohio,  and  Freeport,  111. 

Since  1894  3-our  Board  has  organized  a  total  of  forty  new 
schools,  reorganized  five,  out  of  which  twenty-eight  congre- 
gations have  been  established  through  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions,  etc.  The  work  of  the  triennium,  however,  has  been 
limited,  in  the  employment  of  Sunday-school  missionaries, 
because  of  the  lack  of  funds,  and  the  special  work  of  the 
Board  in  other  directions,  and  because  the  way  was  not  open 
to  establish  congregations  under  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

Grants  of  Literature. — These  grants  consist  of  lesson  helps, 
periodicals.  Bibles,  hymnals,  etc.,  and  abundant  evidence  is 
at  hand  to  indicate  their  great  value  in  the  extension  of  the 
Sunday-schools  of  the  Church,  228  grants  have  been  made 
to  161  schools  whose  membership  exceeds  10,000;  they  are 
located  in  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Maryland,  North 
Carolina,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Delaware,  Kentucky, 
Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  etc.  Many  of  these  schools 
could  not  have  been  started  without  this  special  aid,  and 
scores  of  schools  connected  with  congregations  under  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  have  been  greatly  helped,  and 
many  more  have  been  encouraged  and  otherwise  aided.  The 
net  value  of  grants,  books,  tracts,  and  periodicals  for  the 
three  years  amounts  to  more  than  $2,000.  Applications  for 
aid  of  this  character  are  constantly  increasing. 

Hungarian  Sunday- School  Literature. — We  have  expended 
$2,500  for  the  publication  of  our  Hungarian  papers  and  for 
other  literature,  including  material  for  Japanese  Sunday- 
schools.  The  following  is  a  descriptive  list  of  our  foreign 
publications: 
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UsJQnnM3JL&Qk  Lapia  X" Reformed  Sentinel"),  an  illustrated 
sixteen-page  weekly.  This  paper  was  pureliu^ed  joiJitLy  by 
the  Reformed  and  Presbyterian  Boards,  and  is  published 
under  their  auspices.  This  paper  is  intended  to  furnish  re- 
ligious reading  for  the  Protestant  and  Reformed  Hungarians 
of  whom  there  are  at  least  100,000  now  here;  and  to  enlighten 
other  Hungarians  also.  At  present  it  is  issued  from  Pitts- 
burg, Pa.  Many  copies  are  given  away  regularly,  but  the. 
subscription  list  is  growing.  Subscription  price,  $2.00  per- 
yean 

Oromhir  ("Evangel"),  a  religious  monthly  intended  for  the 
SabbaJTh-school  and  the  home.     It  contains  articles  by  the_ 
Hungarian    pastoi's    and    expositions    of    the    International 
Sabbath-school  lessons.     Subscription  price,  50c  per  year. 

Hungarian.^^icture  Cards,  similar  to  the  Heidelberg  Picture 
Cards,  are  issued.  ~""~"    "" 

These  periodicals  are  under  the  editorialclirection  of  Rev. 
Stephen  TTarsanyi,  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  and  Rev.  A.  Kalassay, 
Pittsburg,  Pa.  Thousands  of  copies  have  been  circulated, 
and  a  genuine  religious  patriotic  work  has  been  performed-. 

ChUdren^s  Day  and  Rally  Day. — A  gratifying  increase  was 
shown  the  last  few  years  in  the  number  of  Sunday-schools 
observing  these  two  days  and  taking  an  offering  for  educational 
and  Sunday-school  missionary  work  of  our  Reformed  Church. 
Emphasis  needs  to  be  laid  upon  the  fact,  not  only  that  these 
days  are  significant  in  calling  attention  to  the  importance  of 
the  work  for  the  young  in  the  local  congregation,  but  also  in 
affording  the  one  opportunity  of  supporting  the  general 
Sunday-school  work  of  the  entire  Church.  Double  the  amount 
heretofore  given  could  be  judiciously  expended. 

11.  Editorial  Department. 

Our  Reformed  Lesson  Helps  have  maintained  their  high 
standard.  The  number  of  periodicals  published  is  thirteen — 
nine  lesson  helps  and  four  illustrated  papers.  Including  The 
Church  Festival  Helper,  the  total  issue  of  these  periodicals — 
weekly,  monthly  and  quarterh' — has  increased  from  323,385, 
April,  1905,  to  380,288,  April,  1908. 
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During  the  last  year,  in  order  to  assist  the  Organized 
Adult  Class  Movement  and  to  secure  closer  co-operation 
between  the  home  and  the  Sunday-school,  the  character  of 
the  Home  Department  Quarterly  was  changed  and  the  size 
of  the  periodical  enlarged.  This  is  now  known  as  ^The  Home 
Department  Quarterly  and  Adult  Class  Magazine."  The  cir- 
culation of  this  periodical  has  constantly  increased.  Volume 
Two  of  the  Heidelberg  Teacher  Training  Course  was  published 
and  is  being  increasingly  used.  There  have  been  issued 
eighteen  new  publications,  six  imprints  of  former  editions 
and  thirty-five  Sunday-school  recjuisites,  manufactured  arti- 
cles or  material  for  the  Sunday-school  during  the  last  three 
years. 

It  is  gratifjang  to  report  that  31,000  copies  of  the  Sunday- 
school  Hymnal  have  been  issued  the  last  three  years,  making 
a  total  of  131,000  copies  of  this  song  book — generally  recog- 
nized as  the  best  of  its  class.  A  third  edition — 10.000  copies 
of  the  Primar}^  Sunday-school  Hymnal  was  also  issued,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  30,000  copies  to  date.  A  special  edition  of 
Standard  Songs,  to  the  number  of  15,000  copies,  was  published 
for  a  sister  denominational  Board. 

The  Board  has  not  seen  its  way  clear  to  make  changes  in 
the  Sunday-school  papers,  although  it  reiterates  its  convic- 
tion that  the  schools  and  young  people  of  our  Church  need  a 
larger  and  more  comprehensive  Young  People's  Paper  than 
we  are  publishing.  The  frequent  requests  coming  from 
various  parts  of  the  Church,  indicate  the  necessity  of  pub- 
lishing more  literature  specially  intended  for  the  training  of 
our  young  people  in  missions  and  for  intelligent  church  life 
and  activity. 

German  Sunday-School  Literature. — German  Lesson  Helps 
and  Sunday-scJiool  papers  have  been  issued  as  usual  by  the 
Central  Publishing  House,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  representing  the 
three  German  Synods. 

///.   The  Business  Department. 

This  department  has  enjoyed  a  splendid  growth.  For  the 
sake  of  system  and  efficiency,  it  is  subdivided  into  the  Peri- 
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odical,  Sunday-school  Supplies,  Book  and  Music  Departments. 
Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Central  Pub- 
lishing House,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  act  as  the  Western  De- 
pository and  agent  of  the  Sunday-school  Board. 

Publications: — According  to  the  statement  found  on  page 
2  6,  there  have  been  published  during  the  triennium  860,840 
copies  of  books,  requisites,  etc.,  9,856,732  copies  of  periodicals, 
which,  together  with  5,000  copies  of  the  last  triennial  report, 
make  an  aggregate  of  10,722,572  copies  for  the  three  years. 

Sales. — An  indication  of  the  stability  and  advance  in  the 
business  is  shown  in  the  increasing  sales,  year  by  year.  The 
sales  for  the  first  year  were  $65,521.18;  the  sales  for  the  sec- 
ond year  amounted  to  $68,601.28,  and  the  sales  for  the  third 
year,  ending  March  31,  1  08,  were  $73,951.53.  The  state- 
ment of  cash  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  assets  and 
liabilities  is  noted  at  its  proper  place  in  this  report. 

Net  Profits. — The  net  profits  of  the  triennium  are  $17,150.79^ 
the  best  showing  for  any  period  in  the  history  of  the  Board- 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  this  period  there  has  been 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Reformed  Church  Publication 
Board,  by  reason  of  a  contract  with  the  three  Eastern  Synods, 
a  royalty  amounting  to  $2,250.  A  royalty  amounting  to 
$394.27  has  also  been  paid  on  the  Sunday-school  Hymnal  to 
the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows. 

Capital. — The  capital  at  the  beginning  of  the  triennium, 
according  to  the  balance  sheet  of  the  last  report,  was  $28,- 
461.36.  During  this  period,  $22,045.66  have  been  withdrawn 
from  the  capital  of  the  Business  Department  and  paid  on 
account  of  the  Reformed  Church  Building.  The  net  gain  for 
the  last  fiscal  year  was  $6,803.79,  the  largest  for  any  one  year 
in  the  operations  of  the  Board.  The  capital  reported  March 
31,  1908,  is  $23,782.26. 

Reformed  Church  Building. 
By  far  the  most  important  development  in  the  work  of  the 
Board  during  the  past  three  years  has  been  the  purchase  of 
ground  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  use  of  the  different  Boards  of  the  Church. 
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Your  Board  spoke  of  the  importance  of  this  step  in  its 
report  to  your  reverend  body  in  1902,  and  recommended  the 
erection  of  a  building.  That  report  was  adopted.  Immedi- 
ately following  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Synod, 
efforts  of  the  Board  in  this  direction  culminated  in  securing 
an  option  on  a  property  located  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
Fifteenth  and  Race  streets,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Conferences 
were  held  with  representatives  of  the  other  Boards  of  the 
Church.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  the  location  was  an 
excellent  one,  and  the  Board  felt  encouraged  to  purchase 
the  ground,  size  of  which  originally  was  120  feet  fronting  on 
Fifteenth  street  and  running  between  Race  and  Spring 
streets,  with  a  depth  of  thirty  feet  on  said  streets.  After 
considerable  consultation,  steps  were  taken  to  form  a  Board 
of  Trustees  representing  the  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions,  the  Publication  Board  of  the  three  Eastern  Synods, 
and  the  Sunday-school  Board.  Legal  difficulties,  however, 
prevented  the  formation  of  such  a  holding  corporation  for 
the  building  and  it  became  necessary  to  dissolve  the  pro- 
posed Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Reformed  Church  Building, 
The  sentiment  was  generally  expressed  in  favor  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board  assuming  the  responsibility  for  the 
erection  of  the  building.  After  careful  consideration,  the 
Board  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  ground  and  the  award- 
ing of  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  seven-story,  fire- 
proof building.  An  Advisory  and  Building  Committee  was 
formed  to  act  in  co-operation  with  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Sunday-school  Board.     This  committee  consisted  of:

The  responsibility  was  placed  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  for  the  securing  of  the  necessary  funds.  The  corner- 
stone of  the  building  was  laid  May  9,  1907.  During  the 
progress  of  the  work,  the  opportunity  presented  itself  to  pur- 
chase the  ground  adjoining  the  building,  fronting  20  feet  on 
Spring  street  and  running  parallel  with  the  building  a  dis- 
tance of  60  feet.  On  this  ground  there  is  a  two-story  build- 
ing. The  property  was  purchased  and  was  changed  at  a 
moderate  cost  so  as  to  enable  the  Board  to  use  the  first  floor 
as  the  shipping  department  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday- 
school  Boards,  and  the  second  floor  as  the  Periodical  and 
Accounting  Rooms  of  the  Board;  the  second  floor  was  con- 
nected by  door  with  the  second  floor  of  the  new  building. 

It  is  gratifjdng  to  report  that  the  erection  of  this  building 
has  been  successfully  accomplished,  and  the  several  boards  of 
the  Church  moved  into  the  building  in  March,  1908.  A  week 
of  Jubilee  Dedicatory  Services  was  held  from  March  14,  1908, 
to  March  20.  The  building  was  formally  dedicated  under  the 
name  of  "The  Reformed  Church  Building,"  ]\Iarch  20,  1908. 
More  than  twenty-five  hundred  people  attended  the  several 
services.  The  several  Boards  occupy  space  as  follows:  The 
basement  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  the  entire  second 
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floor,  offices  on  the  third  floor,  offices  on  the  fourth  floor,  in- 
cluding an  Assembly  Hall.  Tenants  have  been  secured  at 
fair  rental  for  the  entire  first  floor  and  the  bosement  on  the 
south  side  of  the  building,  and  on  the  third  floor,  the  fourth 
floor,  the  entire  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  floors. 

The  total  rentals  are  sufficient  to  meet  not  only  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  building,  including  light  and  heat,  but 
also  to  pay  interest  charges  on  the  mortgage,  and  to  permit 
of  reduction  of  the  indebtedness  from  time  to  time. 

A  statement  of  the  gifts  and  Sunday-school  funds  received 
and  moneys  invested  in  the  building  is  given,  including  the 
cost  of  the  ground  and  building,  on  pages  000-000.  The  total 
cost  approximates  $130,000.     Some  $62,000  has  been  raised. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  heartfelt  appreciation  of 
the  man}^  generous  gifts  that  have  been  received  for  the 
building.  It  was  a  work  of  faith  to  proceed  in  this  enterprise, 
but  the  response  of  the  Church  was  not  wanting.  Synods  and 
Classes  gave  hearty  approval;  Sunday-schools,  churches  and 
individuals  have  contributed  generously.  While  there  is  a 
considerable  debt  upon  the  building,  the  fact  is  to  be  kept 
in  mind  that  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  value  of 
the  property,  owing  to  prospective  improvements  in  the 
vicinity. 

It  is  greatl}^  to  be  desired  that  this  debt  should  be  reduced 
as  rapidly  as  possible.  This  would  enable  the  Missionary 
Boards  of  the  Church  to  occupy  offices  without  any  expense, 
and  in  addition  will  permit  the  income  from  the  building  to 
be  used  for  advancing  the  all-important  educational  and 
missionary  work  of  the  Sunday-school  Board. 

II. 
The  Teaching  Work  of  the  Church. 

A  notable  advance  has  been  made  during  the  past  three 
years,  not  only  in  the  firm  establishment  of  our  general 
Sunday-school  work,  but  more  particularly,  also,  in  the 
increasing  recognition  and  emphasis  of  the  teaching  function 
of  the  Christian  Church.  The  call  is  upon  us  to  magnify 
the  teaching  and  training  of  the  young. 
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If  the  Church  is  to  hold  the  future  it  can  no  longer  depend 
upon  special  efforts — that  would  be  using  merely  the  tactics 
of  the  cavalry  charge;  neither  can  it  depend  simply  upon 
taking  good  care  of  its  veterans — however  important  that 
work  is;  nor  must  the  main  effort  be  simply  the  drilling  of 
adult  soldiers  for  dress  parade  on  Sunday.  The  Church  must, 
more  and  more,  concern  itself  with  the  serious  business  that 
faces  an  army  of  occupation.  Reformation  of  character  is 
of  course  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Church,  but  character 
formation  is  at  least  equal  in  importance  with  reformation. 

Is  there  anjihing  more  worthy  of  the  first  thought  and  the 
most  serious  effort  of  the  pastors  and  people  than  the  teach- 
ing and  training  of  boj^s  and  girls? 

The  Church  of  to-day  is  coming  to  understand  that  a  child 
from  three  to  six  is  one  creature,  one  from  six  to  twelve  is 
another  creature,  one  from  twelve  to  seventeen  still  another 
creature,  and  one  from  seventeen  to  thirty  still  another  crea- 
ture, and  all  these  different  creatures  in  the  development  of 
their  character  must  have  treatment  according  to  their  dif- 
ferent states. 

This  demands  that  the  Sunday-school  be  graded,  and  that 
the  different  departments  come  under  trained  heads.  Plans 
should  be  made  to  extend  the  work  of  the  school  through  one 
or  more  days  of  the  week.  Buildings,  appliances,  and  lesson 
material  for  these  schools  must  be  provided.  Leaders  and 
parents  must  be  trained.  We  would  especialh^  emphasize 
the  more  thorough  training  of  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
and  for  the  educational  work  of  the  Church,  as  a  fundamental 
necessity.  A  teaching  Church  is  impossible  without  a  min- 
istry alive  to  educational  principles  and  ideals.  Is  it  not  a 
primary  duty  of  the  pastor  to  direct  and  develop  into  full 
and  vigorous  efficiency  the  educational  agencies  of  his 
charge?  Is  not  the  thorough  training  of  the  Sunday-school 
teachers  a  supreme  need?  Is  it  not  evident  that  the  first 
interests  of  the  Sunda3'-school  demands  a  larger  proportion  of 
men  teachers?  The  Church  must  urge  upon  men  of  recog- 
nized professional  or  commercial  position  their  responsibility 
for  pereonal  service  in  the  Sunday-school.     During  the  ado-

lescent  period  the  growing  boy  needs  the  fellowship  of  his 
brother  man.  We  must  never  cease  to  insist  that  parental 
instruction  is  essential  to  a  Christian  home  and  Christian 
children.  The  lack  of  parental  interest  and  co-operation 
is  the  greatest  hindrance  to  Sunday-school  effectiveness.  The 
very  fact  that  the  Sunday-school  is  a  voluntary  institution 
makes  it  imperative  that  parents  be  awakened  to  a  deeper 
sense  of  their  duty. 

The  problem  of  religious  education  is,  first  of  all,  a  problem 
of  the  family.  The  restoration  of  religion  in  the  home  and  of 
family  worship  is  vital.  This  may  be  done  through  the 
Sunday-school.  The  bringing  together  of  parents  and  chil- 
dren in  religious  festivals,  the  careful  organization  of  the 
Home  Department  and  the  use  of  the  Cradle  Roll — all  these 
lead  to  stronger  emphasis  upon  the  religious  phases  of  the 
home  and  upon  home  missions. 

The  earliest  religious  impressions  outside  of  the  home  are 
received  in  the  Sunday-school.  This  fact,  coupled  with  the 
additional  fact  that  the  public  school  does  not,  as  a  rule,  re- 
ceive children  under  six  years  of  age,  and  that  children  from 
three  to  six  are  most  susceptible  to  a  religious  environment, 
points  the  way  to  the  most  promising  method  of  character 
formation.  The  development  of  the  Beginners'  Class,  or  the 
establishment  of  the  Christian  Kindergarten  during  week- 
days, for  at  least  a  part  of  the  year,  should  receive  the  thought- 
ful attention  of  the  entire  Church.  Here  the  teaching  deacon- 
ess can  probably  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  the  educational 
work  of  the  Church.  The  best  experience  of  the  day  indi- 
cates the  value  also  of  special  clubs  for  the  boys  and  girls,  in 
connection  with  their  Sunday-school  classes,  for  practical 
work  and  training  on  week-days.  The  young  people's  organ- 
izations are  a  potent  force  and  should  be  correlated  at  every 
step  with  the  development  of  the  Sunday-school. 

Your  Board  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  call  is 
upon  us  to  take  an  advance  step  in  these  directions,  in  the 
face  of  the  great  need  and  the  splendid  opportunities  through- 
out the  entire  Church  to  further  develop  the  Sunday-school 
and  Young  People's  work. 
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The  sense  of  responsibility  resting  upon  the  Board  is  over- 
whelming. It  is  true  that  we  have  growing  resources.  The 
Church  has,  year  by  year,  most  generously  supported  this 
work.  This  gives  us  faith  to  believe  that  the  time  is  at  hand 
when  your  reverend  body  should  indicate  its  wish  whether  or 
not  the  Board  should  enter  more  vigorously  and  systematic- 
ally upon  the  work  of  Teacher  Training,  the  supervision  of 
the  Young  People's  training  and  agitation  in  favor  of  the 
establishment  of  week-day  religious  instruction  for  the 
Primary  and  Junior  grades  of  the  Sunday-school.  To  this 
end  it  might  be  desirable  to  create  a  separate  Educational 
De'partment. 

III. 

Special  Matters. 

1.  The  term  of  service  of  the  following  members  of  the 
Board  expires  with  this  meeting  of  Synod: 

Rev.  A.  E.  Dahlman,  D.D.,        Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer, 

Rev.  Conrad  Clever,  D.D.,  Rev.  A.  E.  Baichley,  D.D., 

Rev.  C.  F.  Kriete,  D.D.,  Rev.  D.  H.  Fouse. 

2.  The  Board  reports  with  gratification  the  payment  of  the 
bequest  of  the  Dr.  Jacob  S.  Fry  Sunday-school  Fund,  to  the 
amount  of  S5,635.  The  principal  of  the  fund  has  been  in- 
vested in  the  Reformed  Church  Building  and  the  income  is 
paid  to  the  Sunday-school  and  Missionary  Department  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will. 

3.  The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  its  member- 
ship is  less  than  that  of  other  Boards  of  the  General  Synod, 
and  also  that  by  the  terms  of  its  charter  its  chief  place  of 
business  is  mentioned  as  Reading,  Pa.,  whereas  now  the  per- 
manent headquarters  is  Philadelphia. 

It  submits  for  your  consideration  a  form  of  amendment  to 
the  charter. 

It  is  desirable  to  have  amendment  made  also  to  the  charter 
in  order  to  safeguard  the  property  interests  and  gifts  of  the 
Board. 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  the  membership  of  the  Board 
be  not  less  than  twelve  and  not  more  than  fifteen.  If  this 
amendment  to  the  charter  is  secured,  it  will  be  possible  for 
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the  Board  to  give  more  careful  oversight  of  its  Business 
Department  and  to  secure  a  larger  co-operation  on  the  part 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  in  carrying  forward  the  work. 

IV. 

Recommendations  and  Suggestions. 
Your  Board  would  recommend  the  following  matters  for 
your  favorable  consideration  and  for  reference  to  the  several 
Classes : 

(1)  Reiteration  of  the  former  action  of  the  General  Synod, 
— requesting  the  Schools,  Churches  and  individuals  to  make 
an  annual  offering  to  Sunday-school  and  Missionary  Work — 
preferably  on  Children's  Day. 

(2)  Affectionately  urge  Synods,  Classes,  pastors  and  Con- 
sistories to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Sunday-school, 
and  improve,  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  Sunday-school  work, 
both  with  respect  to  Teacher  Training,  supplemental  lessons, 
home  co-operation  and  the  fuller  participation  of  the  men 
of  the  Church  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school. 

(3)  Through  the  Classes,  call  the  attention  of  pastors, 
congregations  and  schools  to  the  possibility  of  giving  week- 
day instruction  in  morals  and  religion  to  the  children  of  the 
Primary  and  Junior  grades. 

(4)  In  view  of  the  membership  of  young  people  in  the 
Sunday-school  and  the  movement  toward  organized  adult 
classes,  the  co-ordination  of  Young  People's  work  in  missions, 
church  history  and  Bible  study,  with  the -work  of  the  Sunday- 
school.  Authorize  the  Board  to  undertake  more  definite 
work  in  behalf  of  the  young  people  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  Board  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  in  the  training  of  our 
young  people  in  missions.  Church  work,  and  Christian  service. 

(5)  Authorize  the  Board,  if  the  way  is  clear,  to  erect  a 
Superintendent  of  Sunday-school  training  and  young  people's 
work. 

(6)  Authorize  the  Board  to  secure  the  necessary  changes 
in  its  charter. 

(7)  Recommend  that  changes  be  made  in  the  Sunday- 
school  statistical  blanks  as  suggested  in  several  overtures  to 
your  reverend  body. 
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In  conclusion,  your  Board  desires  to  place  on  record  its 
conviction  that,  without  a  question,  the  Sunday-school  is  the 
basis  of  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions  and  of  the  congrega- 
tion. It  is  the  spring  to  the  river.  The  immediate  and  con- 
tinuous need  for  the  spread  of  the  Church  is  a  base  of  sup- 
plies— both  of  money  and  of  men.  That  supply  is  found  in 
greatest  abundance  in  childhood.  It  is  the  work  of  your 
Board  to  magnify  this  great  truth.  The  Sunday-school 
Board  may  well  be  called  the  Pioneer  Board,  because  so  much 
of  its  work  for  the  children  and  foreigners  of  America  is  of  a 
pioneer  character.  It  ma}^  be  called  the  Children's  Board, 
because  in  so  many  ways  it  is  ministering  to  the  children, 
and  it  may  also  be  appropriately  called  the  Young  People's 
Board,  providing  we  give  a  broad  significance  to  the  term 
"young  people,"  so  that  it  includes  all  the  younger  members 
of  society — ^the  children  as  well  as  the  older  boys  and  girls. 
It  is  pre-eminently  the  Sunday-school  Board,  because  it  is 
so  fully  occupied  with  Sunday-school  work  of  all  kinds,  and 
represents  the  educational  instruction  in  which  the  young 
and  old  alike  are  offered  opportunities  in  Bible  study.  Chris- 
tian training  and  Christian  service.  The  boys  and  girls  of 
to-day  will  be  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow.  What 
more  important  duty  is  given  to  the  Church  or  to  the  nation 
than  to  instruct  and  train  these  young  people?  To-day  we 
can  gather  them  into  the  Sunday-school  and  Young  People's 
Society,  and  touch  their  hearts  and  mould  their  characters. 
To-morrow  it  will  be  too  late. 

In  view  of  this  all-important  work,  and  with  a  profound 
sense  of  its  increasing  responsibilit}^,  your  Board  is  assured  of 
and  craves  the  heart}'  commendation  and  wise  counsel,  and 
action  of  your  reverend  body,  and  in  hope  of  fulfiUing  more 
adequately  its  enlarging  field  of  usefulness,  this  report  is 
respectfully  submitted.

Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Charter  of  the  Sunday-school  Board. 

II.  Said  Corporation  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing,  assisting,   extending   and   improving   Sunday-schools, 
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and  advancing  the  cause  of  Moral  and  Religious  Education 
through  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to 
prepare,  publish  and  disseminate  all  such  literature  for  the 
Sunday-school,  children  and  young  people  as  may  be  author- 
ized, directed  or  approved  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  said 
Church,  and  which  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  doctrines, 
customs  and  usages  of  the  said  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

III.  The  chief  place  of  business  of  the  said  corporation  is 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  but  a 
Western  agency  may  be  established  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and 
other  places,  for  the  transaction  of  business,  may  at  any 
time  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said 
corporation,  or  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  said  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

VI.  The  number  of  Trustees  of  the  said  corporation  is 
fixed  at  not  less  than  eleven  and  not  more  than  fifteen. 

VIII.  The  said  corporation  may  hold,  to  the  extent  author- 
ized by  law,  any  and  all  real  or  personal  estate  conveyed  to 
them  by  gift,  grant,  bargain  and  sale,  devise,  bequest  or 
other  alienation  whatsoever,  and  sell,  alien  and  convey  the 
same.

II.  Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools. 

The  report  on  Sunday-schools  was  presented  on  the  eighth 
day  of  the  session,  considered  separately  item  by  item,  and 
finally  adopted  as  a  whole.     The  report  reads  as  follows : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethken:  Your  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools- 
begs  leave  to  report. 

To  this  committee  were  referred  the  seventh  triennial  re- 
port of  the  Sunday-school  Board  and  also  a  supplemental 
report  of  the  same. 

From  statistics,  which  are,  however,  not  quite  complete, 
we  learn  that  there  are  in  our  denomination  at  least  1,685- 
Sunday-schools,  a  gain  in  three  years  of  about  40;  that  there 
are  25,995  officers  and  teachers,  a  gain  in  three  years  of  421; 
there  are,  apart  from  the  Home  Department  and  Cradle  Roll,. 
in  which  rapid  gains  were  made  during  the  past  few  years, 
210,408  scholars  in  the  schools,  a  gain  of  12,800  since  the  last 
report. 

The  Board's  report  recites  in  detail  its  various  lines  of  work,. 
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and  notes  the  facts  and  achievements  of  the  past  three  years. 
It  is  a  most  interesting  account  and  should  have  a  wide  cir- 
culation amongst  pastors  and  Sunday-school  workers. 

The  Board  is  alert  and  has  been  of  immense  help  to  the 
Church  in  the  equipment  and  improvement  of  our  Sunday- 
schools,  and  in  the  establishment  of  mission  schools,  a  goodly 
number  of  which  have,  since  the  founding  of  the  Board, 
grown  into  churches.  We  gain  some  conception  of  the  wide 
reach  of  its  operations  in  noting  the  immense  distribution  of 
periodical  literature,  aggregating  nearly  eleven  millions  of 
copies  during  the  period  covered  by  its  report.  Its  most 
notable  achievement,  during  this  triennium,  was  the  erection 
and  successful  financiering  of  the  Reformed  Church  Building, 

In  view  of  the  various  facts  and  needs  brought  before  us, 
we  would  respectfully  recommend  for  your  favorable  action 
the  following: 

1.  That  we  hereby  register  our  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
earnest  efforts  of  our  Sunday-school  Board  in  their  manifest 
zeal  to  do  their  best,  under  God,  to  help  our  Church  to  realize 
the  educational  ideal,  in  the  training  of  the  youth,  for  which 
we,  as  a  Church,  stand, 

2,  That  we  record  our  special  gratitude  to  this  Board  and 
their  advisors  for  the  great  achievement  in  erecting  the  com- 
plete and  well-equipped  Reformed  Church  Building,  and 
that  we  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  individual's,  Sunday- 
schools  and  congregations  for  their  generous  gifts  to  the 
same,  and  that  we  appreciate  very  greatly  the  persevering 
energy  and  resourcefulness  of  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  Dr,  Rufus  W.  Miller,  to  whom  this  success  is  most 
largel}''  due, 

3.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  less  than  one-third  of  our 
Sunday-schools  make  an  offering  to  the  Sunda^'-school  and 
Missionary  work  of  this  Board,  we  reiterate,  with  special 
emphasis,  the  former  requests  of  this  Synod  that  schools, 
churches  and  individuals  be  urged,  through  the  Classes,  to 
make  their  Children's  Day  offering  toward  this  object, 

4,  That,  inasmuch  as  the  Sunday-school  is  the  Church's

chief  auxiliary  in  carrying  out  the  Master's  commands,  "Feed 
my  lambs;  tend  my  sheep,"  the  S\aiods,  Classes,  Consistories 
and  pastors  be  urged  to  do  their  utmost  to  increase  the 
Sunday-school  membership,  and  to  improve  the  instruction, 
in  extent  and  quality,  through  better  school  grading,  supple- 
mental lessons,  more  thorough  training  of  teachers,  more 
hearty  home  co-operation,  and  especially  the  fuller  partici- 
pation of  our  many  strong,  competent  laymen  in  the  work  of 
training  our  boys  and  young  men. 

5.  That  the  Classes  urge  all  pastors  to  see  to  it  that,  if 
possible,  our  Reformed  lessons  and  other  helps  be  used  in 
their  several  schools. 

6.  That  the  Classes  call  the  attention  of  pastors,  congrega- 
tions and  schools  to  considering  the  possibility  and  feasibility 
of  giving  week-day  instruction  in  religion  and  morals  to  the 
children  of  the  primary  and  junior  grades. 

7.  That  the  Sunday-school  Board  be  authorized  to  co- 
operate with  the  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  in 
training  the  youth  in  missions,  church  work  and  Christian 
service. 

8.  That  we,  through  the  Classes,  recommend  to  our  Sunday- 
schools  and  people  the  American  Revised  version  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  and  authorize  the  Sunday-school  Board  to  use  it 
in  their  publications  of  lesson  helps,  in  connection  with  the 
authorized  version,  at  their  discretion. 

9.  That  the  Sunday-school  Board  be  authorized  to  elect 
and  support,  when  the  way  is  open  to  them,  a  Superintendent 
of  Sunday-school  Teachers'  Training  and  Young  People's 
Work. 

10.  That  the  Sunday-school  Board  be  authorized  to  secure 
the  necessary  changes  in  their  charter,  as  suggested  in  their 
Seventh  Triennial  Report,  page  :j.4:1,  and  when  the  amend- 
ment is  secured,  to  elect  one  additional  member  to  serve  until 
the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod. 

11.  That  in  response  to  the  Board's  request  in  a  supple- 
mental report,  we  grant  it  permission  to  publish  an  inexpen- 
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sive  song  book  for  the  schools  not  using  the  Sunday-school 

Hymnal.

ARTICLE  XVI. 
APPEALS  AND  REFERENCES. 

In  response  to  item  1  in  report  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod 
1905,  page  23,  the  special  committee  rendered  the  following 
report  on  the  case  of  Rev.  J.  Wirz,  which  was  received  and 
adopted ' 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  special  commit- 
tee appointed  by  General  Synod  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  May, 
1905,  to  report  at  this  present  meeting  of  General  Synod  on 
item  5  of  the  report  on  Minutes  of  German  Classes,  and  having 
reference  to  a  request  of  the  German  Maryland  Classis  to  the 
Synod  at  Allentown,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  the  German  Maryland  Classis  asked  the  General  Synod 
at  Baltimore  to  express  an  opinion  whether  the  Synod  of  the 
Northwest  was  right  in  its  action  taken  in  1900,  pertaining 
to  Oregon  Classis  (Minutes  of  General  Synod,  Baltimore, 
1902,  p.  194).  The  General  Synod  at  Baltimore,  in  the 
absence  of  any  appeal  or  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  German 
Maryland  Classis,  refused  to  take  any  action. 

The  said  German  Maryland  Classis  again  asked  General 
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Synod  at  AUentown,  Pa.,  May,  1905,  to  consider  the  matter, 
giving  as  their  reason  for  not  bringing  an  appeal  simply  to 
"save  the  precious  time  of  Synod,"  that  the  adverse  reply 
of  General  Synod  to  their  request  made  at  Baltimore  could 
be  explained  by  the  fact  that  General  Synod's  committee 
having  the  matter  under  consideration  was  a  committee  of 
whom  three -members  belonged  to  the  same  Synod  against 
which  the  German  Maryland  Classis  had  lodged  complaint. 
While  this  may  have  been  true  with  regard  to  the  composi- 
tion of  that  committee,  nevertheless,  your  committee,  in  the 
absence  of  any  regular  appeal  or  complaint  coming  from 
the  German  Maryland  Classis,  recommends  that  this  General 
Synod  take  no  further  action  in  this  matter.

Item  6  in  report  on  Minutes  of  Synod  of  Northwest, having 
reference  to  appeals,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  to 
ascertain  whether  in  order.  The  committee  consisting  of 
Revs.  T.  J.  Hacker,  J.  S.  Isenberg,  A.  E.  Truxal  and  Elders 
Crum  and  Miller,  who  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Appeals  from  Synod  of  Northwest. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  certain  items  from 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of 
the  Northwest,  calling  attention  to  three  appeals  from  said 
Synod  to  General  Synod,  with  instructions  to  ascertain 
whether  said  appeals  were  properly  and  regularly  before  this 
body,  would  say,  that  we  have  carefully  considered  the  evi- 
dence placed  at  our  convenience,  and  first  of  all  would  report 
that  these  three  appeals  are  in  reality  complaints  and  not 
appeals;  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  clear  distinction  made  by 
the  old  constitution,  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  this 
fact  should  not  operate  as  a  bar  to  the  hearing  of  these  ap- 
peals by  this  Synod. 

Appeal  1.  This  is  an  appeal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dahlman 
from  a  decision  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  made  at  the 
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annual  meeting  of  said  Synod,  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  October  2 
to  7,  1907.  See  printed  Minutes,  page  78.  This  appeal  ap- 
pearing to  be  irregularly  before  the  Synod,  it  was  withdrawn. 

Appeal  2  is  one  made  by  Revs.  H.  C.  Nott  and  Carl  Heyl 
against  certain  action  taken  by  the  same  Synod,  see  Minutes 
of  Synod  of  Northwest  for  1907,  page  41.  This  appeal  is 
regularly  before  this  General  Synod,  according  to  constitu- 
tional law  and  order. 

Appeal  3.  This  appeal  is  one  made  by  the  same  appellants 
against  the  same  Synod,  see  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  North- 
west, page  184.  This  appeal  is  also  regularly  and  constitu- 
tionally before  this  body. 

The  Synod  of  the  Northwest  has  appointed  the  Rev.  C.  F. 
Kriete,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  O.  Vitz  to  defend  the  action  of  said 
Synod  before  the  General  Synod  in  both  cases. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  General  Synod 
hear  appeals  Nos.  2  and  3  immediately  after  the  Committee 
on  Minutes  of  Classes  be  heard. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  order 
of  hearing  these  cases  be  as  follows: 

(1)  That  in  both  cases  the  papers,  evidence  and  history 
be  read  first  in  order. 

(2)  That  in  case  No.  2  the  appellant  have  twenty  minutes 
to  open,  the  Synod  thirty  minutes  to  respond  and  the  appellant 
ten  minutes  to  close. 

(3)  That  in  case  No.  3  the  appellant  have  fifteen  minutes 
to  open,  the  Synod  twenty  minutes  to  respond  and  the  appel- 
lant five  minutes  to  close. 

(4)  That  immediately  upon  the  closing  argument  of  the 
appellant  in  each  case,  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to  vote,  with- 
out further  discussion.

The  hearing  of  the  case  in  Appeal  No.  2  was  made  the  order 
of  the  day  on  the  8th  day  of  the  session.     The  necessary 
papers  were  read.  Revs.  H.  C.  Nott  and  Carl  Heyl  spoke  as 
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the  appellants  against  the  action  of  the  Synod  of  Northwest, 
1907,  page  41,  and  Revs.  C.  F.  Kriete  and  J.  O.  Vitz  were 
heard  in  its  defence.  The  arguments  were  tlosed  according 
to  the  prescribed  form  and  the  decision  of  the  General  Synod 
was  in  calling  the  roll  and  recording  the  vote,  which  resulted 
in  68  yeas  and  32  nays.  The  record  of  this  decision  is  pre- 
served in  the  Synodical  Roll  of  1908.  The  President  declared 
the  appeal  sustained. 

A  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  S.  L. 
Whitmore,  A.  F.  Lienkaemper,  F.  A.  Rupley,  J.  J.  Loose, 
F.  W.  Hoff,  to  determine  the  effect  of  the  decision  in  the 
case  of  the  appeal  against  the  action  of  Synod  of  Northwest. 

The  Defining  of  the  Effect  of  the  Decision. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  define  the  action  of  General 
Synod  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  certain  persons  against  the 
action  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  begs  leave  to  offer  the 
following: 

First.  The  decision  of  General  Synod  calls  attention  to 
the  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Northwest  at  its  session  of  1907,  whence  this  appeal  arose. 

Second.  That  in  the  judgment  of  General  Synod,  it 
requires  a  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  to  con- 
stitute an  election.

The  permission  was  granted  to  Rev.  Dr.  A.  E.  Dahlman 
to  withdraw  his  appeal  against  the  action  of  Central  Synod. 

Petition  and  Complaint  of  Lebanon  Classis  Against  the  Action  of 
German  Philadelphia  Classis. 

In  the  report  on  Minutes  of  English  Classes,  item  8,  a  com- 
plaint is  lodged  against  the  action  of  German  Philadelphia 
Classis,  which  was  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of 
Revs.  Wm.  C.  Schaeffer,  John  M.  Evans,  F.  C.  Seitz  and  Elders 
Evans  and  Hoff,  who  presented  the  following  report: 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:    Your  committee  on  the 
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petition  from  Lebanon  Classis  respectfully  offers  the  follow- 
ing report: 

1.  The  Classis  overtures  the  General  Synod  to  give  a  de- 
liverance on  the  status  of  members  who  were  baptized  and 
confirmed  by  a  suspended  minister.  The  question  is  an 
important  one  and  should  be  carefully  considered.  No  hasty 
or  inconsiderate  deliverance  should  be  thought  of.  Your 
committee  does  not  feel  itself  competent,  during  the  remaining 
hours  of  this  session,  to  formulate  a  deliverance  such  as  the 
importance  of  the  case  and  the  dignity  and  authority  of  this 
Synod  demand.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  part  of 
the  overture  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  with  instruc- 
tions to  take  the  whole  matter  into  careful  consideration  and 
to  report  to  the  General  Synod  at  its  next  triennial  sessions. 

2.  The  second  part  of  the  petition  contains  a  complaint 
against  "the  action  of  the  German  Classis  of  Philadelphia, 
German  S3"nod  of  the  East,  in  entering  into  and  taking  pos- 
session of  a  certain  congregation  (commonly  known  as  the 
Old  Klopp  Church),  situated  in  Bethel  township,  Lebanon 
county.  Pa.,  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Classis  of  Leb- 
anon, notwithstanding  the  earnest  protest  of  Lebanon  Clas- 
sis." 

The  complaint  was  lodged  with  the  Eastern  Synod,  at  its 
meeting  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  in  October,  1907.  After  examin- 
ing into  the  case,  the  Eastern  Synod  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  did  not  have  jurisdiction  in  the  case,  and  adopted  the 
following  item: 

"Resolved,  That  Lebanon  Classis  be  herewith  advised,  in 
accordance  with  Article  83  of  the  Constitution,  to  bring  its 
complaint  before  General  Synod." 

Article  83  of  the  Constitution  sa^^s:  "All  matters  relating 
to  the  whole  Church,  or  involving  controversies  between  two 
or  more  Synods,  or  two  or  more  Classes  or  congregations 
belonging  to  different  Synods,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  ad- 
judication of  the  General  Synod." 

It  is  the  judgment  of  your  committee  that  the  case  is  one 
which  clearly  comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  General  Synod, 
and  of  General  Synod  only.     We,  therefore,  recommend  that 
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the  case  be  heard  immediately  by  this  Synod,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

(1.)  That  the  petition  of  Lebanon  Classis  be  read. 

(2.)  That  the  representatives  of  Lebanon  Classis  be  given 
twenty  minutes  to  present  its  side  of  the  case. 

(3.)  That  the  representatives  of  the  German  Classis  of  Phila- 
delphia be  given  twenty  minutes  to  reply. 

(4.)  That  the  representatives  of  Lebanon  Classis  be  given 
five  minutes  to  close. 

(5.)  That  the  Synod  then  proceed,  without  debate,  to  vote 
on  the  complaint. 

3.  The  petition  of  Lebanon  Classis  further  "calls  the  atten- 
tion of  the  General  Synod  to  the  fact  that  the  German 
Classis  of  Philadelphia  permits  the  ministrations  in  said 
church  of  S.  F.  Hartzell,  a  minister  of  East  Susquehanna 
Classis,  Eastern  Synod,  who  was,  at  the  time  of  the  recep- 
tion of  said  congregation,  and  still  is,  under  suspension  from 
the  functions  of  the  ministry."  This,  in  the  judgment  of 
your  committee,  is  clearly  in  violation  of  law  and  order. 
We  suggest  the  following  for  adoption: 

Inasmuch  as  said  congregation  has  been  enrolled  by  the 
German  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  and 

Inasmuch  as  the  irregular  and  unlawful  ministrations  of 
the  said  S.  F.  Hartzell  have  been  carried  forward  under  the 
sanction  of  the  German  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  German  Classis  of  Philadelphia  be  di- 
rected to  prohibit  the  said  S.  F.  Hartzell  from  conducting 
further  services  in  the  said  Klopp's  Church. 
Respectfully  submitted,

The  first  item  in  the  foregoing  report  was  adopted. 

In  regard  to  the  second  item,  the  following  action  was 
taken : 

Resolved,  That  the  item  be  adopted  and  that  it,  with  the 
subject  matter  thereunto  related,  be  referred  to  General 
Synod's  Judicial  Committee,  to  ascertain  whether  the  case 
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has  any  status  before  the  General  Synod,  and  if  so,  to  pro- 
ceed according  to  constitutional  requirements. 

The  third  item  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  same 
Judicial  Commission,  consisting  of  the  following  persons: 
Revs.  Dr.  Wm.  C.  Schaeffer,  A.  S.  Zerbe,  C.  Cort,  H.  C.  Nott, 
John  Bachman,  Elders  Jacob  C.  Ranck,  L.  P.  Teel,  P.  W. 
Siebert,  C.  M.  Dechant. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Complaint  Against  Action  of  Pittsburg  Synod. 

In  response  to  the  second  item  in  the  minutes  of  Pittsburg 
SjTiod,  having  reference  to  a  complaint  against  the  action  of 
that  body,  a  special  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Revs.  Dr.  D.  E.  Klopp,  Wm.  A.  Korn,  A.  G.  Gekeler,  Elders 
H.  S.  Bomberger  and  L.  C.  Kinley,  who  presented  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  adopted: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaint  Against  Pittsburg  Synod. 

Brethren:  Your  committee  to  which  were  referred  the 
several  complaints  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Cort  and  Elder  Siebert 
against  certain  actions  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  would  re- 
spectfully report  that  they  find  these  complaints  regular  and 
in  order  and  would  recommend : 

First.  That  they  be  heard  in  the  following  order  of  their 
arising : 

(a)  Complaint  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Cort  against  the  action  of 
Pittsburg  Synod,  taken  at  its  meeting,  at  Latrobe,  on  the 
appeal  of  Rev.  C.  Cort  against  the  action  of  Westmoreland 
Classis,  held  at  Youngwood,  August  28,  1905. 

(h)  Complaint  of  Elder  Siebert  against  the  action  of  the 
Synod  of  Pittsburg  at  its  special  meeting  held  at  Manor, 
May  16,  1907. 

(c)  Complaint  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Cort  against  the  action  of 
the  Synod  of  Pittsburg  at  a  special  meeting  of  Pittsburg 
Synod,  held  at  Manor,  May  16,  1907. 

Second.  That  in  each  of  these  cases  the  case  be  heard  in 
the  following  order: 
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(a)  That  the  necessary  papers  in  the  case  be  read. 
(6)  That  the  complainant  be  given  ten  minutes  to  present 
his  case. 

(c)  That  the  defendant  be  allowed  fifteen  minutes  to  an- 
swer his  case. 

(d)  That  the  complainant  be  given  five  minutes  more  in 
which  to  close. 

(e)  That  the  case  be  then  acted  on  by  the  Synod  without 
debate. 

Third.  That  the  time  for  the  hearing  be  2  p.  m.  Tuesday, 
the  26th.

At  the  hour  of  appointment,  on  the  7th  day  of  the  session, 
the  necessar}^  papers  bearing  on  the  complaint  were  read 
by  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  articles  in  the  constitu- 
tion bearing  on  the  case  were  read  by  Elder  Siebert.  Rev. 
Dr.  Cort  presented  the  argument  to  sustain  the  complaint 
and  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Heller  defended  the  action  of  Pittsburg 
Synod.  At  the  close  of  the  argument  the  roll  was  called 
and  the  vote  recorded,  which  resulted  in  68  yeas  and  62  nays. 
The  vote  is  recorded  in  the  Synodicall  Roll  of  1908.  The 
President  declared  the  appeal  sustained. 

Defining  the  Meaning  of  the  Decision. 

The  following  action  Y\-as  adopted  as  to  the  meaning  of 
this  decision: 

Resolved,  That  General  Sj'nod,  by  its  action  in  sustaining 
the  complaint  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Cort  against  the  Pittsburg  Synod 
at  Latrobe,  Pa.,  has  hereby  decided  that  no  Classis  has  the 
right  to  transact  any  business  at  a  special  meeting,  such 
as  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  supply  for  vacant 
charges,  unless  there  is  an  item  in  the  call  making  special 
provision  for  such  appointment. 

By  Synod's  permission,  Rev.  Cyrus  Cort  withdrew  the 
second  complaint. 
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ARTICLE  XVllL 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  several  items  in  the  Reports  on  the  Minutes  of  the 
Several  Classes  bearing  on  the  approval  of  the  Constitution 
were  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr. 
J.  W.  Meminger,  A.  T.  G.  Apple,  J.  G.  Rupp,  H.  S.  Bom- 
berger  and  S.  E.  Friend,  who  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted: 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren — Your  committee  appoint- 
ed to  report  to  your  honorable  body  on  the  vote  of  the  Classes 
on  the  New  Constitution  and  the  form  for  the  reception  of 
members  on  renewal  of  their  profession  of  faith,  begs  leave 
to  present  the  following: 

The  new  Constitution  has  been  adopted  by  the  following 
German  Classes:  Sheboygan,  Indiana,  Milwaukee,  Nebraska, 
Ursinus,  Dakota,  East  New  York,  West  New  York,  German 
Philadelphia,  German  Maryland,  and  St.  Johns. 

The  English  Classes  reporting  the  Constitution  adopted 
are:  East  Pennsylvania,  Goshenhoppen,  Lebanon,  East  Sus- 
quehanna, Philadelphia,  Lancaster  (Eastern  Synod),  West 
Susquehanna,  Tohickon,  Lehigh,  Schuylkill,  Wyoming,  Read- 
ing, Miami,  Lancaster  (Ohio  Synod),  Tuscarawas,  St.  Joseph, 
Tiffin,  Eastern  Ohio,  Clarion,  St.  Paul,  Somerset,  Allegheny, 
Zion's,  Mercersburg,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
Gettysburg,  Juniata,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Wichita  and  Kansas. 

Forty-six  Classes  in  this  General  Sjmod  have  adopted  the 
Constitution. 

The  form  for  the  reception  of  members  on  renewal  of  their 
profession  of  faith  was  likewise  adopted  by  the  Classes.

Report  on  Forms  to  Be  Appended  to  the  Constitution. 

Instruction  was  given  to  Committee  on  New  Constitution  to 
prepare  forms,  and  in  response  to  item  19  in  Report  on  Min- 
utes of  General  Synod,  the  following  report  was  presented: 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States,  York,  Pa.: 

Fathers  and  Brethren — The  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  prepare  "Forms  "  required 
by  Article  118  of  the  New  Constitution,  beg  leave  to  present 
the  following  report: 

The  first  and  only  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  in 
August,  1907,  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Three  members  were  in 
attendance;  two  were  absent  for  satisfactory  reasons. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  work  assigned  them,  the  commit- 
tee were  guided  in  part  by  a  series  of  unsigned  Forms  which 
had  been  prepared  some  years  ago  at  the  request  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  but  had  never  been  adopted.  We  desire  to 
acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  this  pamphlet  for  the  fol- 
lowing Forms:  Accusations  against  an  Offender,  A  Citation 
of  an  Accused  Person,  A  Citation  of  a  Witness,  and  A  Notice 
to  Take  Testimony.  With  slight  modifications  they  were 
made  to  harmonize  with  the  New  Constitution. 

The  committee,  however,  have  revised  or  constructed  de 
novo  most  of  the  Forms  herewith  submitted.  A  printed 
copy  of  the  report  was  sent  in  advance  to  each  clerical  dele- 
gate, in  order  that  it  might  be  criticised,  corrected  and 
amended  in  the  shortest  time  and  in  the  most  effective  manner 
during  the  sessions  of  your  body. 

According  to  Art.  118  only  19  Forms  are  required.  The 
committee  trust  that  they  have  not  gone  beyond  the  purpose 
of  their  appointment  in  presenting  forty-one  Forms  which 
are  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  in  the  general  work  of  the 
Church. 
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The  expenses  of  the  committee  have  been  paid  by  your 
Treasurer,  with  the  exception  of  the  bill  for  printing  of  the 
Prescribed  Forms,  which  has  not  yet  been  rendered.

We  have  carefully  considered  the  Forms  prepared  by  the 
committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of 
Allentown  three  years  ago,  as  well  as  the  amendments  of 
the  "Rules  of  Order"  suggested  by  the  committee,  and 
recommend  the  following  changes  in  the  Forms  as  presented 
by  the  committee: 

[The  changes  submitted  by  the  Committee  and  adopted 
by  the  Synod  have  been  duly  made  in  the  revised  copy  of 
the  Prescribed  Forms.] 

Article  5,  page  35,  where  the  committee  suggested  that 
these  words  be  added:  "Blank  ballots  or  non-liquets  shall 
not  be  counted  as  votes,"  your  committee  submits  the  mat- 
ter to  the  General  Synod  without  approval  or  disapproval.

above  stated  is  embodied  in  the  deed  or  deeds  of  the  respective 
congregations. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  this  com- 
mittee be  retained,   or  a  similar  committee   appointed,   to 
whom  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Sjmod  of  the  North- 
west can  apply  for  legal  advice  in  the  matter.

PUBLICATION. 

In  response  to  item  7,  in  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  General  Synod  of  1905,  at  Allentown, 
Pa.,  to  have  a  certain  number  of  copies  printed  in  the  English 
and  German  language  for  distribution,  the  following  report 
was  received  and  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows:     ■ 

On  Printing  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod. 
The  undersigned,  in  accordance  with  instructions  given  at 
the  Synod  at  AUentown,  Pa.,  three  years  ago,  had  printed 
by  Reformed  Church  Publication  Board,  at  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
6,600  copies  of 'the  Minutes  in  the  English  language;  contain- 
ing 277  pages  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings;  42  pages  of  sta- 
tistical tables;  9  pages  of  the  ministerial  register  and  5  pages 
of  general  index,  making  a  total  of  334  pages,  at  an  expense 
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of  $840.78,  excluding  the  cost  of  boxing  and  shipment.  The 
German  edition,  of  1,500  copies,  was  published  by  the  Central 
Publishing  Board,  at  Cleveland,  O.,  containing  251  pages 
of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings,  and  3  pages  of  the  general  in- 
dex in  German,  42  pages  of  the  statistical  tables  and  9  pages 
of  the  ministerial  register  in  the  English  language,  making  a 
total  of  304  pages,  at  an  expense  of  $419.34,  not  including 
boxing  and  cartage. 

The  distribution  of  the  Minutes  was  made  to  the  several 
District  Synods  according  to  the  ratio  of  contingent  appor- 
tionment received  from  these  Synods,  -and  the  distribution 
made  to  the  several  Classes  according  to  the  ratio  furnished 
by  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  District  Synods,  that  each  Classis 
might  receive  its  quota  as  soon  as  the  Minutes  were  published. 
In  addition  to  these  quotas,  1,200  copies  were  sent  by  mail, 
at  a  postage  of  eight  cents  per  copy,  to  ministers  and  insti- 
tutions, at  an  aggregate  cost  for  mailing  of  $94.00,  as  soon 
as  the  English  edition  was  issued  from  the  press.

Printing  the  New  Constitution  With  Form. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  General  Synod  be  and  are 
hereby  instructed  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Reformed 
Church  PubHcation  Board  and  the  Central  Publishing  House 
for  the  immediate  publication  of  the  English  text  of  the 
Constitution. 

The  Publishing  of  a  Book  Entitled  "Four-Score  and  More." 
In  regard  to  the  issuing  of  this  publication,  the  following 
action  was  adopted: 
Whereas,  A  book,  entitled  "  Four-Score  and  More,"  with  the 
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imprint  of  the  Heidelberg  Press,  has  recently  appeared,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  General  Srnod  disapproves  the  sale  of  this 
book,  and  requests  its  Sunday-school  Board  to  readjust  its 
contract  with  the  present  owner. 

Translation  of  Certain  Latin  Books  of  Zwingli. 

Dr.  Samuel  M.  Jackson  offei-s  the  translation  of  certain 
Latin  books  of  Zwingli  in  manuscript  form  to  General  Synod 
for  publication.  With  this  purpose  in  view,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Drs.  Jas. 
I.  Good,  Geo.  W.  Richards,  Elders  Israel  Loucks,  P.  W. 
Siebert  and  Geo.  A.  Wood,  who  are  histructed  to  make  special 
efforts  to  carry  the  proposal  into  execution,  and  report  at 
the  next  triennial  session. 

Report  on  Church  Hymnal  and  Directory. 

In  response  to  item  25  in  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  the  following  report  was  read  and  adopted: 

Brethren:  Your  committee  to  whom  is  entrusted  the 
oversight  of  the  publication  of  the  Church  Hymnal  and  the 
Directory  of  Worship  begs  leave  to  report  progress.  The 
contracts  for  the  pubUcation  of  these  books  of  the  Church 
continue  in  force,  as  when  we  last  reported  to  Synod,  three 
years  ago.  The  Hymnal  still  meets  with  favor,  as  is  wit- 
nessed by  its  very  general  use  on  the  part  of  the  congrega- 
tions and  people.  The  sales  do  not  equal  those  of  the 
earlier  years,  because  of  the  wide  circulation  the  Hymnal 
had  already  gained  when  we  made  our  last  report.  No  small 
profit,  however,  still  arises  from  these  sales. 

The  Central  Publishing  House  reports  the  sale,  from  July 
31,  1905,  to  July  31,  1907,  of  2,584  copies  of  Hymnal,  music 
edition,  and  of  the  word  edition,  541.  The  royalty  on  these 
sales  amounts  to  $312.50. 

The  sales  of  the  Directory  of  Worship  have  been  52  copies, 
and  of  the  forms,  297;  a  total  of  349.  The  royalty  amounted 
to  $27.85.  The  total  royalty  on  these  sales  of  the  Central 
Publishing  House  foot  up  $340.35. 

The   Publication   Board,   Philadelphia,   reports  the  sales, 
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from  July  1,  1905,  to  July  1,  1907,  of  13,180  copies  of  the 
Hymnal,  music  and  word  editions,  and  of  the  small  edition, 
1,234.     The  royalty  on  these  sales  amounted  to  $1,379.70. 

Both  houses  sent  to  your  committee  their  checks  for  these 
several  amounts,  making  a  total  of  $1,720.05,  which,  in  turn, 
we  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of 
Ministers  and  their  Widows,  as  directed  by  General  Synod. 

We  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  royalty  on  the  sales  of 
Hymnals  be  equally  divided  between  the  Society  for  Relief 
and  General  Synod's  Board.

In  response  to  item  23  in  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  1905,  the  following  report  was  received  from  Re- 
formed Church  Publication  Board  and  adopted.  The  report 
reads  as  follows:

Report  on  German  Translation  of  the  Constitution. 

In  response  to  item  20  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  1905,  page  250,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  make 
a  German  translation  of  the  Constitution  as  amended  and 
approved  by  General  Synod!  The  committee  presented  the 
following  as  its  report,  which  was  adopted: 

The  special  committee  appointed  by  General  Synod  to 
translate  the  new  Constitution  into  German,  would  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  discharged  their  duty,  partly 
by  means  of  correspondence,  partly  at  a  two  days'  session  in 
the  hospitable  home  of  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Nott,  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

In  our  translation  we  have  made  one  change  from  the 
original,  by  inserting  in  Article  148  the  words:  ''und  dar 
Angeklagte"  ("and  the  accused"),  as  we  felt  certain  that 
these  words  were  by  an  oversight  omitted  from  the  English 
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-copy,  as  contained  in  the  Minutes  of  General  Sjaiocl,   and 
should  be  restored  in  the  English  also. 

The  Rev.  Carl  F.  Heyl  has  placed  your  committee  and 
the  German-speaking  section  of  our  Church  under  lasting 
■obligation  by  gratuitously  editing  our  extensive  Index  of 
Subjects,  as  an  appendix,  which  will  greatly  facilitate  the 
finding  of  any  desired  provision  in  the  Constitution. 

The  Central  Publishing  House,  at  Cleveland,  at  its  own 
expense,  has  published  the  result  of  our  work  in  a  neatly- 
printed  booklet,  an  official  copy  of  which  accompanies  this 
report. 

We  recommend  that,   in  recognition  of  this  service,  the 
copyright  of  the  German  edition  of  the  Constitution  be  vested 
by  General  Synod  in  the  Central  Publishing  House.

Good,  Jos.  H.  Dubbs  and  Geo.  M.  de  Fere  Zacharias,  to  pre- 
sent a  report  on  this  subject  at  the  next  triennial  session. 

An  Evangelistic  Commission. 

Several  documents  relating  to  this  subject  were  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  E.  N.  Kremer, 

E.  D.  Wettach,  E.  B.  Lyttle,  Herman  Knierim  and  Jacob  H. 
Kuhns,  who  are  to  report  on  this  subject  at  the  next  triennial 
session. 
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Greetings  for  Japan. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  representing  284,000  communicant  members,  in  ses- 
sion at  York,  Pa.,  U.  S.  A.,  May  19-27,  1908,  rejoicing  in  the 
long  and  unbroken  friendship  and  cordial  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  Japan,  wishes  to  assure  the  people 
of  Japan  of  our  good-will  and  confidence  and  to  express  the 
hope  that  these  two  nations  shall  continue  to  advance  to- 
gether, and  to  work  unitedly  for  the  peace,  harmony  and 
progress  of  the  world. 

Greetings  from  China. 

A  cablegram  was  received  from  Yochow,  China,  extending 
fraternal  greetings  to  General  Synod  now  in  session,  and  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  was  instructed  to  transmit  a  similar 
greeting  in  return. 

Greetings  from  Several  Churches. 

Messages  of  greeting  were  received  from  the  conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  now  in  session  ia  Balti- 
more, Md.;  and  another  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presb}i;erian  Church,  in  session  in  Kansas  City.

'  A  number  of  members  of  this  body,  contemplating  to  spend 
the  Lord's  I)ay  in  Washington,  D.  C,  were  instructed  to  bear 
the  greetings  of  General  Synod  to  His  Honor,  Theodore  Roose- 
velt, President  of  the  United  States.  The  letter  was  conveyed 
by  the  visitors  and  handed  to  the  President  after  divine 
service,  and  the  chairman.  Rev.  C.  F.  Kriete,  reported  to 
Synod  that  the  matter  was  attended  to.  The  message  was 
received  with  thanks.

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  in  triennial  session  at  York,  Pa.,  sends  fraternal 
greetings  to  the  United  Presbyterian  General  Assembly,  in 
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Pittsburg,  with  heartiest  congratulations  on  the  splendid 
history,  growth  and  work  of  the  United  Church  in  the  i)ast 
fifty  years;  and  the  President  of  Synod  appointed  Rev.  Dr. 
Jno.  H.  Prugh  to  convey  the  same. 

Greetings  to  Rev.  Wm.  K.Zieber,  D.D.,  Hanover,  Pa. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  sent  by  tele- 
gram its  fraternal  greetings  to  Rev.  Wm.  K.  Zieber,  D.D.,  its 
sympathy  and  its  love  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Report  on  Railroad  Matters. 

In  response  to  item  22  in  report  on  ^Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  1905,  at  AUentown,  Pa.,  Rev.  Dr.  Cyrus  Cort  was 
re-appointed  as  agent  to  secure  reduced  rates  of  travel  for 
delegates  and  others  attending  session  of  Synod.  The  fol- 
lowing report  was  presented: 

Report  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Cort  on  Railroad  Transportation  for  1908. 

Dear  Brethren:  It  is  greatty  regretted  that  as  agent  of 
General  Synod  for  twenty-one  yeai-s  I  was  unable  to  make 
satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  railroads  for  reduced 
rates  to  this  session  in  York,  Pa. 

The  Trunk  Line  Association  (from  New  York  to  Pittsburg) 
offered  to  give  reduction  on  certificate  plan  for  100,  excluding 
Pennsylvania.  The  Central  Passenger  Association  informed 
me  that  I  must  guarantee  1,000  persons  to  secure  reduction 
on  the  certificate  plan.  Neither  of  these  conditions  could 
be  met. 

The  Western  Maryland  Railroad  agreed  to  give  reduced 
rates  to  persons  attending  General  Synod  over  the  line  from 
Cumberland  to  York  who  would  secure  orders  from  me  for 
that  purpose.     Also  to  take  an  excursion  party  to  Gettys-

burg  for  one  dollar  from  each  person  for  the  round  trip.  The 
names  of  239  persons  of  those  who  attended  General  Synod 
were  recorded  on  the  R.  R.  Register,  but  many  brethren 
failed  to  record  their  names.  My  expenses  for  postage, 
stationery  and  railroad  travel  amounts  to  $3.50. 
Respectfully  submitted,

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  following  action  was  taken. 

Resolved,  That  Dr.  Cort  be  requested  to  continue  as  Rail- 
road Agent  of  General  Synod,  to  secure  reduced  rates  of 
travel  if  possible  for  persons  attending  the  next  triennial 
session  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  to  this  end  he  be  requested  to  enroll  the 
names  of  delegates  and  others  attending  the  present  meet- 
ing of  General  Synod  in  York  together  with  the  routes  trav- 
ersed by  them  in  coming  to  York,  Pa. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed 
to  pay  the  $3.50  bill  of  personal  expenses  mentioned  in  this 
report,  together  with  half  of  the  usual  amount  of  twenty-five 
dollars  allowed  by  Synod  for  his  services  as  the  Agent  in 
railroad  matters. 

This  action  was  adopted. 

The  American  Anti-vSaloon  League. 

In  response  to  item  27  in  report  on  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  the  following  report  was  presented  and  finally  adopted: 
To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  Allentown,  Pa.,  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  the  plans,  principles,  procedures  and 
methods  of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League,  begs  to  sub- 
mit the  following  as  a  report: 

The  committee  consisted  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  E.  Dahlman, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  L.  C.  B.  Lahr  and  V.  W.  Dippell.  Two  of  this 
number  attended  the  tenth  annual  convention  of  the  Ameri- 
can Anti-Saloon  League,  held  in  Roberts  Park  M.  E.  Church, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  November  21-24,  1905.  They  were 
Dr.  Lahr  and  V.  W.  Dippell.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Dahlman,  the 
third  member,  was  prevented  from  attending  by  reason  of 
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his  presence  at  a  Church  Federation  movement  held  in  New 
York  City  at  the  same  time.  The  two  committeemen  who 
did  attend  at  once  began  work  on  tlie  report  for  this  meeting 
of  General  Synod;  but  before  the  report  reached  anything 
like  final  shape.  Dr.  Lahr  laid  down  the  burden  of  life  and 
fell  asleep.  It  is  due  his  memory  to  say  that  the  main  points 
of  this  report  were  agreed  upon  prior  to  his  death.  However, 
since  December,  1905,  when  the  last  letters  were  exchanged, 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  has  grown  to  such  proportions,  and 
the  temperance  movement  has  assumed  such  dimensions, 
that  the  problem  is  at  once  more  involved  and  more  extensive. 
If  ever  the  words  of  the  great  prophet  of  the  exile  were  true, 
they  seem  fitting  here — "Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent,  and 
let  them  stretch  forth  the  curtains  of  thy  habitation;  spare 
not;  lengthen  thy  cords  and  strengthen  thy  stakes.  For 
thou  shalt  spread  abroad  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left." 
The  enlightened  conscience  of  the  age  having  heard  this  call, 
the  movement  for  Temperance  challenges  the  attention  of 
the  Church  as  never  before. 

Object. 

The  object  of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League  is,  to 
quote  the  words  of  their  constitution,  "the  suppression  of 
the  saloon.  To  this  end  we  invite  the  alliance  of  all  who  are 
in  harmony  with  this  object,  and  the  League  pledges  itself  to 
avoid  affiliation  with  any  political  party  as  such,  and  to  main- 
tain an  attitude  of  neutrality  upon  questions  of  public  policy 
not  directly  and  immediately  concerned  with  the  traffic  in 
strong  drink." 

We  found  this  to  be  strictly  true.  The  League  is  non- 
partisan or  omni-partisan,  refusing  to  mix  or  confuse  issues 
and  tending  conscientiously  and  consistently  to  the  one  end 
of  temperance  legislation  and  enforcement. 

Constituency. 

The  League  is  made  up  of  "all  churches,  temperance  so- 
cieties and  other  organizations  pledging  co-operation."  It 
is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  or  appointed  by 
each  affiliating  religious  body  having  a  membership  of  not

less  than  ten  thousand  in  the  United  States  and  one  addi- 
tional representative  for  each  denomination  having  a  mem- 
bership of  one  million  or  over.  Each  State  has  also  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  composed  of  members  similarly  elected,  and 
such  other  individuals  who  by  their  work  and  zeal  have  been 
marked  out  above  their  fellows  as  especially  interested  in  the 
cause  of  Temperance. 

Endorsement. 

The  work  of  the  I^eague  has  been  very  thoroughly  endorsed 
by  almost  all  religious  bodies.  In  his  last  report  to  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Nicholson,  the 
State  Superintendent  and  National  Headquarters'  Secretary, 
says:  "One  of  the  most  gratifying  features  of  our  movement 
to-day  is  the  well-nigh  universal  confidence  that  is  mani- 
fested in  the  League  by  the  churches  (of  Pennsylvania). 
Steadily,  and  step  by  step,  has  the  League  continued  to  over- 
come opposition,  indifference  and  even  prejudice,  until  now 
twenty-six  denominational  bodies  annually  appoint  two  of 
their  number  as  members  of  this  Board.  Only  one  denomi- 
nation has  declined  to  continue  this  association  with  the 
other  Christian  bodies  in  the  management  of  the  League 
movement — the  Presbyterian  Synod — and  this  solely,  as  they 
declared,  because  of  Church  constitutional  difficulties.  It  is 
gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  four  Presbj^erians,  by 
action  of  this  Board,  are  now  members  of  the  Permanent 
Board,  and  it  needs  also  to  be  said  that  no  religious  body 
in  the  State  is  more  loyal  to  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  or  more 
alive  in  its  support  of  the  movement  than  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Pennsylvania.  There  is  scarcely  a  denomination 
in  this  State  that  is  not  closely  identified  with  the  League, 
and  while  no  official  connection  exists,  it  is  a  matter  of  great 
satisfaction  that  the  Catholic  Church  is  more  and  more 
joining  in  this  mighty  movement  for  God  and  humanity." 

The  committee  examined  these  claims  and  found  them 
conservative,  just  and  real.  Practically  all  Christian  Churches 
are  interested,  if  not  actively  affiliated  with  this  movement.

It  may  be  well  at  this  time  to  call  to  remembrance  the 
wide-spread  movement  for  Temperance,  in  the  interest  of 
which  this  League  wars.  There  are  at  present  eight  Prohibi- 
tion States:  Maine,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Oklahoma,  Kansas  and  North  Dakota.  Thirty-four  States 
have  some  sort  of  local  option — these  need  not  be  mentioned 
here.  Six  States  are  under  a  high-license  regime,  giving  the 
people  no  choice  as  to  whether  there  shall  be  liquor  sold  or 
not — these  are  Nevada,  Utah,  Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  Penn- 
sylvania and  New  Jersey.  To  recapitulate:  8  States  have 
Prohibition,  34  Local  Option  and  only  6  remain  dominated 
by  a  High  License  law.  In  this  stupendous  accomplishment, 
the  American  Anti-Saloon  League  has  had  no  small  share. 
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A  movement  of  such  mighty  modern  proportions  calls 
for  our  calmest  deliberation  and  wisest  action.  The  Church 
can  neither  afford  to  hurl  herself  madly  into  the  fray,  regard- 
less of  her  position,  her  history  or  her  future,  nor  can  she 
allow  herself  to  stand  cautiously  but  idly  by.  It  is  the 
conviction  of  your  committee,  and  here  I  quote  from  our 
provisional  report  referred. to  above,  that  the  aim  and  meth- 
ods of  the  League,  on  the  whole,  commend  themselves  as  the 
most  feasible  and  effective  espoused  by  any  modern  tem- 
perance organization.  The  League  seeks  to  secure  improved 
legislation  for  the  abolishment  of  the  saloon  by  direct  sub- 
mission to  the  people  through  Local  Option  elections;  and 
further,  the  enforcement  of  prohibitory  laws  wherever  such 
mav  be  enacted. 

Wherefore,  in  view  of  the  facts  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  we  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  aim 
and  object  of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  grate- 
fully recognize  the  effective  work  it  has  done;  and  that  we 
commend  it  to  our  people  as  being  worthy  of  their  confidence, 
their  encouragement  and  their  support  in  every  practicable 
way  consonant  with  the  genius  and  doctrines  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States. 

2.  That,  in  view  of  the  provision  of  Article  7,  Section  2,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  said  American  Anti-Saloon  League, 
which  provides  for  ten  delegates  from  this  Synod  and  five 
from  each  district  Synod  {i.  e.,  representation  on  both  their 
national  and  state  Boards  of  Trustees) ;  and  in  view  of  the 
still  more  important  and  vital  fact  that  occasion  may  arise 
when  it  will  be  incumbent  on  the  Church  to  use  this  privi- 
lege, we  recommend  that  no  further  action  than  the  above 
be  taken  and  that  no  trustees  be  appointed  from  this  body 
at  this  time;  but  that  the  district  Synods  be  left  free  and 
untrammelled  to  take  such  action  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
work  in  their  respective  districts  may  demand,  or  the  sectional 
complexion  of  their  vicinity  may  make  advisable.

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Report  on  Saloon  Traffic. 

In  response  to  item  9  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  English 
Classes,  in  regard  to  a  certain  overture,  a  special  committee 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  Jno.  M.  Kendig,  J.  G. 
Noss,  A.  S.  Weber,  Elders  Brewer  and  Weaver,  who  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

Your  committee  to  whom  item  9  from  the  report  of  the 
English  Classes  is  referred,  begs  leave  to  report : 

This  item  is  an  overture  from  Miami  Classis  requesting  a 
deliverance  by  the  General  Synod  as  to  the  duty  of  pastors 
and  Consistories  in  regard  to  members  of  the  Church  who  are 
engaged  in  the  "so-called  saloon  business." 

In  response  to  this  overture,  we  recommend  the  following: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  expresses  its  firm 
conviction  that  members  of  the  Church  ought  not  to  engage 
in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  to  be  used 
as  a  beverage. 

2.  That  members  of  the  Church  so  engaged  ought  to  be 
admonished  to  cease  from  such  occupation  for  the  honor  of 
the  Church  and  for  the  good  of  the  brethren.

M.  Kendig,  Chairman, 
The  Socialist  Question. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs. 
Drs.  Jas.  I.  Good,  J.  G.  Noss,  D.  M.  Wolf,  Elders  Geo.  W. 
Neff  and  John  G.  Guth,  to  whom  the  fourth  item  in  report 
on  Overtures  was  referred,  and  who  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
Socialism,  would  respectfully  report: 

1.  That  they  have  received  a  communication  from  the 
Christian  Socialist  Fellowship  which  states  that  they  had 
appointed  a  fraternal  delegate  to  our  Synod,  Rev.  A.  Noll, 
and  asked  a  hearing  for  them.  They  also  asked  this  body  to 
appoint  a  delegate  to  the  third  annual  convention  of  the 
Christian  Socialist  Fellowship,  in  New  York  City,  May  28, 
1908. 

2.  The  object  of  this  organization  is  described  to  be  "to 
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permeate  churches  with  the  social  message  of  Jesus,  to  show 
that  Sociahsm  is  the  necessary  economic  expression  of  the 
Christian  life,  to  end  the  class  struggle  by  establishing  in- 
dustrial democracy  and  to  hasten  the  reign  of  justice  and 
brotherhood  upon  earth." 

3.  Your  committee,  after  having  had  a  conference  with 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Noll,  and  after  careful  consideration  of  the 
subject,  would  report  the  following: 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  General  Synod  does  not  see  its  way 
clear  at  this  time  to  receive  the  delegate  or  to  appoint  a  dele- 
gate to  the  Christian  Socialist  Fellowship; 

But  realizing  the  great  importance  of  this  subject,  and 
also  the  many  dangers  and  misconceptions  connected  with  it, 
especially  in  its  relation  to  the  Church, 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  General  Sj^nod  appoint  a  commission 
of  representative  men  in  our  Church,  who  have  studied  the 
subject  carefully,  this  commission  to  bring  in  a  carefully- 
prepared  and  comprehensive  report  at  our  next  General 
Synod.  James  I.  Good,  Chairman. 

The  commission  called  for  in  the  second  resolution  was 
appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  Drs.  C.  Noss,  H.  J.  Christman, 
E.  R.  Wiilard,  Elders  Wood  and  Raub,  to  report  on  the 
question  three  years  hence. 

Form  of  Dedication  for  Organs.

The  foregoing  report  was  adopted  and  the  form  sub- 
mitted met  Synod's  approval  and  is  herewith  referred  to 
the  several  Classes  for  their  approval. 
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Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Let  us  pray: 

Meet  us,  O  Lord,  in  all  our  doings  with  Thy  most  gracious 
favor,  and  further  us  with  Thy  continual  help,  that  in  all 
our  work  begun,  continued  and  ended  in  Thee,  we  may 
glorify  Thy  holy  name,  and  finally,  by  Thy  mercy,  attain 
everlasting  life  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen. 

The  following  passage  from  the  150th  Psalm  shall  then  be 
read: 

"Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  God  in  His  sanctuary;  praise 
Him  in  the  firmament  of  His  power;  praise  Him  for  His 
mighty  acts'J  praise  Him  according  to  His  excellent  great- 
ness. Praise  Him  with  stringed  instruments  and  organs. 
Let  everything  that  hath  breath  praise  the  Lord.  Praise  ye 
the  Lord." 

The  Gloria  Patri  or  some  other  suitable  aatheiii  or  hymn  shall  then 
be  sung. 

Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord:  It  has  pleased  you  to  provide 
an  organ  to  promote  the  worship  of  God  in  His  sanctuary. 
You  have  met  together  at  this  time  to  dedicate  it  formally 
to  the  worship  of  the  Triune  God.  Music  has  always  been 
the  handmaid  of  religion.  We  are  told  that  when  the  foun- 
dations of  the  earth  were  laid,  "The  morning  stars  sang  to- 
gether and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy."  When  our 
Saviour  was  born  the  angelic  choir  chanted  "Glory  to  God  in 
the  highest  and  on  earth  peace,  good-will  toward  men." 

King  David,  the  ro3"al  poet  and  psalmist  of  Israel,  calls 
upon  all  the  people,  old  and  young,  upon  all  the  powers  of 
nature  and  all  the  creatures  of  God's  universe  to  praise  the 
Lord.  Very  earnestly  he  calls  upon  man  to  praise  God  in 
His  sanctuary,  with  all  manner  of  stringed  instruments  and 
organs. 

In  the  worship  of  the  Triune  God  music  finds  its  noblest 
and  most  fitting  use. 

In  providing  this  organ,  for  this  purpose,  you  have  acted 
in  accord  with  the  best  sentiment  of  the  Christian  Church, 
both  in    the  old    world  and  the  new,  which  has  deemed  it 
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right  and  proper  to  worship  God  in  His  sanctuaries  with  vo- 
cal and  instrumental  music.  Before  dedicating  this  organ  to 
the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  let  us  again  humbly  implore 
His  blessing  upon  us,  and  reverently  unite  in  professing  the 
articles  of  our  undoubted  Christian  faith. 

Let  us  pray: 

"Behold  now,  0  God,  our  Lord,  and  look  unto  this  place 
where  we  are  gathered  in  Thy  name.  Have  respect  to  the 
prayers  of  Thy  servants,  and  to  their  supplications  which 
they  pray  before  Thee  this  day.  Take  for  Thine  own  this 
organ  which  we  are  about  to  dedicate  to  Thy  blessed  service. 
O  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  in  Him  the  Father  of  all  that  believe,  be  pleased 
to  meet  Thy  servants  here  to-day  and  at  all  times;  help  them 
to  praise  and  magnify  Thy  great  and  glorious  name  by  making 
a  joyful  noise  unto  Thee,  the  God  of  their  salvation,  upon 
this  organ  and  with  their  voices. 

"Confirm  us,  O  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  ever  more  and 
more  in  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  that  we  may  believe  with  the 
heart  and  confess  with  the  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  ever 
honor  that  confession  by  a  godly  walk  and  conversation,  to 
the  praise  of  Thy  victorious  grace. 

"*I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven, 
etc'     Amen." 

A  suitable  anthem  shall  be  sung,  the  people  standing,  and  the  min- 
ister shall  say: 

"And  now.  beloved  in  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  you  have 
provided  this  organ  that  the  glory,  honor  and  praise  of  the 
Most  High  God  may  be  shown  forth  from  time  to  time  in  its 
use,  I  do  solemnly  set  it  apart  (here  the  minister  shall  lay  his 
hand  on  the  organ,  if  convenient)  from  all  common  and 
secular  use,  and  dedicate  it  to  the  worship  of  the  Triune  God, 
the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost.     Let  us  pray: 

"0  Lord  God,  Almighty  Creator,  Upholder  and  Preserver 
of  all  things,  we  adore  Thee  as  the  Maker  of  our  bodies  and 
the  Father  of  our  spirits;  we  thank  Thee  for  all  the  powers 
of  body  and  soul  with  which  Thou  hast  endowed  us,  whereby 
we  are  fitted  to  know,  love  and  serve  Thee  forever.  We 
thank  Thee  for  the  gift  of  Thine  only  begotten  Son,  our  Lord 
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and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  coming  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
the  institution  of  the  holy  Church,  for  the  means  of  grace  and 
for  the  hope  of  everlasting  life  set  before  us  in  the  Gospel. 

"Accept,  O  Lord,  the  offerings  of  our  hearts  and  hands  at 
this  time.  May  this  instrument  which  we  have  this  day 
dedicated  unto  Thee  greatly  aid  in  sounding  forth  the  praises 
of  Thy  holy  name.  Bless  those  who  shall  lead  Thy  people 
in  singing  the  songs  of  Zion.  Help  them  always  to  pray  and 
sing  with  the  spirit  and  the  understanding,  making  melody  in 
the  hearts  and  voices  unto  Thee,  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth.  Bless 
their  people  at  all  times  who  here  assemble  in  Thy  sanctuary — 
help  them  always  to  draw  nigh  to  Thee  through  their  great 
Mediator  and  Advocate,  Jesus  Christ,  with  humble  hearts 
and  grateful  spirits.  Help  them  to  hear  and  obey  Thy  holy 
Word,  and  at  all  times  to  worship  toward  Thy  holy  hill,  in 
the  beauty  of  holiness.  0  Lord,  bless  Thy  Church  in  every 
land  and  nation.  May  Zion  arise  and  shine,  her  light  being 
come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  being  risen  upon  her.  And 
now,  O  Lord,  accept  our  offerings  as  we  dedicate  ourselves 
anew,  in  body,  soul  and  spirit,  a  living  sacrifice  of  thank- 
fulness unto  Thee  upon  the  altar  of  the  Gospel.  Make  us 
instruments  of  righteousness  to  show  forth  Thy  praise  in  all 
that  we  do  and  say.  Help  us  to  keep  Thy  Sabbaths  and 
reverence  Thy  sanctuary.  Make  us  meet  for  the  inheritance 
of  the  saints  in  Christ.  Fit  us  for  the  General  Assembly  and 
Church  of  the  First  Born  on  high.  Grant,  O  Lord,  that 
finally,  by  Thy  mercy,  we  may  unite  with  the  redeemed  of 
every  nation,  kindred  and  people  in  ascribing  thanksgiving, 
and  honor,  and  power  to  Him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and 
to  the  Lamb  forever  and  ever.  Hear  us,  0  Lord,  in  mercy, 
and  answer  us  in  peace.  Since  we  ask  all  these  favors  in  Thy 
name  and  for  the  sake  of  Thy  beloved  Son,  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  has  taught  us  to  say, 

"'Our  Father,  w4io  art  in  heaven,'  etc." 

The  service  shall  then  proceed  as  usual. 

Report  on  Rest  and  Science  of  Health. 

Three  documents  referred  to  in  report  on  Overtures  were 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee,  consisting  of 
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Revs.  Dr.  J.  H.  Stepler,  L.  L.  Hassenpfiug,  Jas.  D.  Andrews, 
Edw.  Easterday  and  Geo.  F.  Kerchner,  who  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted:

Note. — As  the  latest  statistics  obtainable  were  desired  by  General  Synod,  the  Stated  Clerk 
was  instructed  to  have  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  1908  the  statistical  tables  of  the  several 
Classes  for  the  same  year.  These  Classical  statistics  were  obtained  and  printed  so  that  in  the 
nterim  the  statement  contains  the  statistics  of  four  years  instead  of  only  three.  This  com- 
parative summary  of  statistics  will  be  found  interesting  and  instructive,  showing  as  it  does 
the  steady  progress  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.  The  increase  of  the  Church 
during  the  interim  1905  to  1908  is  as  follows:  Gain  in  ministers,  19;  loss  in  congregations,  29; 
In  communicants,  16,660;  gain  in  communed,  7,263;  in  confirmed,  281;  by  certificate,  273; 
Sunday-school  scholars,  24,222;  benevolence,  S70,059;  congregational  purposes,  S391,989 
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
